The  mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and 
proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
April  26,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  May  7. 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work 
done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected. 
In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  im- 
purity should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  con- 
stituents composing  the  mixture.

Mr.  F.  G.  Ruddock  has  been  appointed  public  analyst 
to  the  Warrington  Town  Council,  at  a  salary  of  175/.  per 
annum. 

Mr.  Alfred  Livesey,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tenby,  will 
supply  disinfectants  for  the  next  twelve  months  to  the 
Tenby  Town  Council.  . 

Messrs.  G.  R.  Durrant  &  Son  have  obtained  the  con- 
tract for  the  supply  of  medical  sundries  to  the  Hertford 
and  Ware  Joint  Hospital. 

Mr.  H.  C.  H.  Oliver,  chemist  and  druggist.  West 
Mailing,  has  secured  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  drugs 
to  the  Mailing  (Kent)  Board  of  Guardians. 

At  Norman  Cross,  on  April  19,  Thomas  Gould,  an  Elton 
fanner,  was  fined  M.  3s.  6d.,  including  costs,  for  sowing 
poisoned  grain  to  protect  his  beans  from  rooks. 

Recent  donations  to  the  rebuilding  fund  of  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital  inelude  a  sum  of  one  hundred  guineas  from 
Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  of  Aldersgate  Street,  E.C. 


At  the  Cumberland  County  Licensing  Committee,  on 
April  14,  Mr.  D.  W.  McVitie,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Senhouse  Street,  Maryport,  was  given  confirmation  of 
the  off  wine-licence  granted  him  by  the  Maryport  Bench. 

Claude  Young,  the  little  son  of  Mr.  James  Young, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Fleet  Street,  Torquay,  was  run 
over  by  a  motor-'bus  on  April  19.  The  poor  boy  stag- 
gered up  alone,  but  soon  collapsed,  and  died  in  ten 
minutes. 

The  new  glycerin-shed  at  Hazlehurst  Soapworks,  Run- 
corn, belonging  to  the  United  Alkali  Company  (Limited), 
was  destroyed  by  fire  on  April  17,  and  valuable  machinery 
which  had  only  recently  been  erected  was  much  injured. 
The  damage  is  estimated  at  about  1,50(M. 

At  Honiton,  on  April  16,  a  cow  entered  Mr.  H.  F. 
Cross's  pharmacy,  smashed  in  a  glass  door,  swept  a  number 
of  bottles  from  the  counter,  rushed  through  a  passage  to 
the  rear  (knocking  down  and  severely  bruising  a  boy  in 
the  journey),  and  passed  out  into  King  Street. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  North  of 
England  Optical  Society,  held  at  Manchester  on  April  20, 
a  discussion  took  place  on  the  new  S.M.C.  Sight-testing 
syllabus.  Several  of  those  present  intimated  their  in- 
tention to  submit  themselves  for  examination  for  the  new 
diploma. 

Duty-free  Alcohol. 
When  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  was  in  Bradford  last  week, 
the  night  after  he  attended  the  dinner  of  the  Bradford 
Chemists'  Association  he  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  local 
Chamber  of  Trades,  and  in  the  course  of  his  observations 
dwelt  at  some  length  on  the  disadvantages  which  numerous 
classes  of  manufacturers  suffer  in  this  country  by  reason 
of  the  heavy  duty  on  alcohol  not  being  remitted,  as  it  is, 
on  the  Continent,  when  the  spirit  is  required  for  manu- 
facturing-purposes. His  speech  seems  to  have  made  a 
considerable  impression  upon  the  Chamber  of  Trades,  and 
at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  that  body, 
which  was  held  on  April  18  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford, 
the  question  was  discussed  at  some  length.  On  the  motion 
of  Mr.  A.  H.  Waddington,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  E. 
Hanson,  a  resolution  was  passed  requesting  the  Govern- 
ment to  give  careful  and  favourable  consideration  to  the 
adoption  of  the  continental  system  of  allowing  manu- 
facturers to  use  duty-free  alcohol  for  trade  purposes,  thus 
enabling  our  home  industries  to  compete  on  equal  terms 
with  foreign  producers.  It  was  determined  that  copies 
of  this  resolution  should  be  sent  to  the  Premier,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  members  of  Parliament 
for  Bradford,  and  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

In  Spite  of  the  Dearth. 
The  Bermondsey  Public  Health  Committee  reported  to. 
the  Borough  Council  on  April  19  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  scarcity  of  cod-liver  oil  this  year  and  reports  that 
what  was  sold  as  such  was  adulterated,  samples  had  been 
taken  from  every  place  in  the  district  where  the  oil  was 
on  sale.  The  certificates  received  from  the  analyst  showed 
that  of  the  twenty-six  samples  submitted  to  him  twenty- 
three  were  genuine. 

The  Retailing  of  Chloroform. 
At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  April  14,  a  man  named 
Hallam  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  administer- 
ing chloroform  to  his  two  children  with  intent  to  endanger 
their  lives.  Among  the  witnesses  examined  was  Mr.  A.  J. 
Kingdom,  an  assistant  in  the  service  of  the  Prosser  Roberts 
Drug  Company,  of  Church  Street,  Camberwell,  who  said 
he  knew  the  prisoner  as  an  occasional  customer.  In 
February  or  March  the  prisoner  came  to  the  shop  and  in- 
quired the  price  of  chloroform.  The  witness  told  him, 
and  the  prisoner  then  said  he  would  take  about  an  ounce, 
adding  that  he  used  it  in  his  business,  and  wanted  to  try  it 
for  neuralgia.  An  ounce  was  supplied  to  the  prisoner.  A 
few  days  afterwards  the  prisoner  called  at  the  shop  again 
and  said  the  chloroform  previously  supplied  had  evapo- 
rated through  the  stopper  having  come  out  in  his  pocket. 
A  second  ounce  was  then  supplied  to  the  prisoner.  Mr. 
G.  P.  Pond,  chemist  and  druggist,  68  Fleet  Street,  E.C, 
said  he  had  a  slight  recollection  of  the  prisoner  having 
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purchased  chloroform  at  his  shop  some  weeks  before.  The 
prisoner  could  not  have  had  more  than  2  dr.,  as  it  was  a 
rule  at  his  shop  not  to  serve  chloroform  in  large  quan- 
tities unless  the  customer  was  known.  Replying  to  some 
questions  by  the  prisoner,  witness  said  he  was  not  certain 
about  the  date,  and  would  not  swear  that  the  sale  did  not 
take  place  last  year.  An  assistant  at  Boots  (Limited),  of 
Bishopsgate  Street  Without,  said  the  label  produced  by  the 
police  was  in  his  handwriting.  It  was  such  as  was  usually 
put  upon  bottles  containing  poison.  [The  prisoner  has 
since  been  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  for  life.] 
The  Chemists'  Ball. 
A  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Chemists'  Ball  was 
held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  Monday, 
April  18,  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins  (President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  in  the  chair.  The  Hon.  Secretary  re 
ported  that,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  stewards, 
278  tickets  had  been  sold,  the  number  of  persons  present  at 
the  ball  being  263.  The  balance  amounted  to  14/.  15s.  On 
the  motion  of  Lieut. -Colonel  A.  C.  Preston,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  sum  of  fifteen  guineas  be  given  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Benevolent  Fund.  Votes  of  thanks  were  passed 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  permission  to  use  their 
rooms  for  committee-meetings,  and  to  the  various  officers 
of  the  ball. 

The  Whooping-cough  Mixture. 
At  an  inquest  held  before  the  Manchester  City  Coroner 
on  April  15,  touching  the  death  of  a  child  one  year  old, 
named  John  Whitehead,  it  appeared  that  an  elder  child 
had  been  treated  for  whooping-cough  by  a  lady  physician 
named  Anna  Dahma,  a  M.D.  of  Paris,  and  possessing  also 
a  Dublin  qualification.    Her  prescriptions  were  made  up 
by  Messrs.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
Market  Street,  and  the  prescription  for  whooping-cough 
contained  chlorodyne,  ipecacuanha-wine,  tincture  of  tolu, 
oxymel  of  squill,  and  tincture  of  belladonna.    It  was  not 
marked  "  Poison,"  and  the  label  was  placed  by  the  doctor  j 
lengthwise  upon  the  bottle  instead  of  crosswise.    There  J 
were  about  two  drops  of  belladonna  and  five  drops  of 
chlorodyne  in  each  dose.    The  elder  children  of  the  family 
had  given  the  baby  several  doses  of  the  medicine,  and  the  I 
baby  went  to  sleep  for  two  and  a  half  hours,  upon  which 
the  mother  became  frightened,  and  took  the  child  to 
Dr.  Dyas,  who  found  it  moribund,  and  prescribed  a  mix- 
ture of  ammonia  and  spirit  of  ether.    The  child  died.    The  I 
jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  child  died  from  the  effects 
of  poison,  but  whether  from  opium  or  belladonna  there  was 
no  evidence  to  show. 

Objected  to  Doctors. 

At  Canterbury,  on  April  7,  an  inquest  was  held  on  the 
body  of  Hannah  Wallis,  wife  of  a  labourer,  who  was 
found  dead.  The  husband  in  his  evidence  said  deceased 
had  a  bad  cough,  and  took  some  of  "Kay's  compound" 
for  it.  She  had  a  great  objection  to  doctors,  but  as  her 
illness  continued  he  insisted  on  Mr.  Greasley  being  called 
in.  The  doctor  told  witness  she  had  an  attack  of  bron- 
chitis. Before  Mr.  Greasley  was  called  in  deceased  was 
in  the  habit  of  taking  the  patent  mixture  three  or  four 
times  a  day,  and  after  it  she  generally  had  a  good  night. 
On  the  day  of  the  death  he  left  his  wife  in  bed  saying 
she  was  much  better.  When  he  returned  home  for  dinner 
he  found  deceased  sitting  in  a  chair,  partly  dressed,  with 
her  head  resting  on  the  bed.  Mr.  Greasley.  who  was'called, 
pronounced  life  extinct.  He  deposed  at  the  inquest  that 
the  cause  of  death  was  bronchial  asthma  and  heart-failure 
brought  about  by  the  exertion  of  dressing  herself. 

After  hearing  the  evidence  and  some  strong  remarks 
from  the  Coroner  (Dr.  T.  S.  Johnson)  regarding  proprie- 
tary medicines,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
bronchial  asthma,  accelerated  by  quack  medicines. 

Rogues  in  Porcelain. 

On  April  18  a  case  (weighing  about  3^  cwt.)  containing 
1.452  white,  glazed,  upright  porcelain  pots  of  2  oz.  capa- 
city, suitable  for  ointments,  &c,  was  stolen  from  the  siue- 
entrance  to  the  warehouse  of  Mr.  M.  J.  Feeher,  glass- 
merchant  and  druggists'  sundriesman,  1  James  Street,  Old 
Street,  E.C.  Chemists  and  others  in  the  trade  should 
view  with  suspicion  casual  offers  of  job  lots  of  porcelain 
pots  of  such  a  description  during  the  next  few  weeks. 


Sheffield  Notes. 
On  April  13  the  conservatories  of  Major  J.  G.  Blake, 
J. P.,  were  the  venue  for  the  students  of  the  Sheffield 
College  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Watch  Committee  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Messrs.  Clark  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  of  West 
Street,  for  the  supply  of  oil,  &c,  for.  "the  six  months 
ending  September  30  next,  for  the  sum  of  42/.  18s.  lid. 

The  arbitrator  appointed  between  Mr.  James  F. 
Eardley,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  the  Corporation  as 
to  the  purchase-money  and  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
the  former  in  respect  of  the  compulsory  acquisition  of  a 
plot  of  leasehold  land,  being  forecourts  situated  in 
I  Glossop  Road,  required  for  the  widening  of  the  road,  has 
awarded  Mr.  Eardley  97/.  10s.,  the  Corporation  being 
required,  in  addition,  to  remove  the  gantry  in  front  of 
Mr.  Eardley 's  premises  in  Glossop  Road,  and  rebuild  the- 
same  in  Hanover  Street. 

In  his  report  for  the  quarter  ended  March  25,  the  city 
analyst  states  that  he  examined  170  samples  during  the 
quarter.  Six  samples  of  compound  liquorice-powder,  one 
of  friar's  balsam,  and  seven  of  camphorated  oil  proved 
to  be  genuine.  Of  eighteen  samples  of  sweet  nitre  four- 
teen had  a  composition  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia;  the  remaining  four 
were  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite,  containing  respectively 
only  three-fifths,  three-sevenths,  two-sevenths,  and  one- 
half  of  the  minimum  permissible  proportion. 

Mr.  Allen  also  presented  to  the  Health  Committee,  at 
a  recent  meeting,  his  annual  report,  showing  that  he  had1 
received  635  samples  for  analysis  during  the  past  year,  in- 
cluding thirteen  samples  of  compound  liquorice-powder, 
26  samples  of  camphorated  oil.  38  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre, 
6  of  friar's  balsam,  and  41  of  spirit.    He  also  reported' 
that,   amongst  others,   he  had  received  one  sample  of 
food  for  the  presence  of  poison,  and  one  sample  each  of 
peptonoids,  "  Casumen,"  and  aerated  milk.    The  Health 
Committee  at  the  same  meeting  recommended  the  Council 
to  appoint  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Allen,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  and  Mr. 
George  E.  S.  Smith,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  analysts  for  the  city 
for  a  period  of  six  months,  at  a  joint  salary  of  100/.,  fcr 
which  sum  they  shall  analyse  and  report  on  samples  of 
foods  and  drugs,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  150,  during 
the  six  months ;  and  that,  in  the  event  of  the  sample's 
submitted   exceeding   that  number,    they    be    paid  an 
additional  fee  of  10s.  6d.  for  each  sample  in  excess.  At 
the   meeting   of   the   Council   on   April   13,   when  this 
recommendation  was  to  be  brought  up '  for  confirmation, 
the  Executive  of  the  Sheffield  Ratepayers'  Association 
wrote  demurring  to  any  change  in  the  remuneration  paid 
for  the  services  rendered  by  the  city  analyst.    The  Town 
Clerk  said  the  letter  had  been  obviously  written  under  a 
misapprehension.    Mr.  Allen's  assistant  was  being  tem- 
porarily  appointed   at   the   same   remuneration   as  Mr. 
Allen  had  enjoyed,  and  the  arrangement  had  simply  beer 
made  in  consequence  of  Mr.   Allen's  ill-health.  TI 
recommendation  was  afterwards  approved. 

Midland  Notes. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Jones  has  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Coven 
Technical  School  Sub-committee. 

The  young  pharmacist  of  Warwickshire  must  look  tv. 
his  botanical  laurels,  for  the  County  Council  have  decided 
to  take  land  and  teach  the  children  of  their  schools  agri- 
culture and  horticulture  in  a  practical  fashion. 

Almost  every  week  a  sale  of  a  chemist's  business  in  this 
district  has  to  be  recorded.  This  time  it  is  one  combined 
with  a  grocer's,  carried  on  at  90  and  92  High  Street, 
Erdington.  It  was  established  in  1858  by  the  present 
proprietor.  The  sale  takes  place  on  May  11,  at  the  Grand 
Hotel. 

The  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  materia 
medica  and  pharmacy  at  the  Birmingham  University  began 
on  Tuesday.  The  time  (2  p.m.)  is  awkward  for  students 
of  pharmacy.  The  lecturer  is  Dr.  Coole  Kneale,  a  quon- 
dam pharmacist  well  known  in  Sparkbrook,  and  the 
demonstrator  is  Dr.  Greenwood. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Bailey,  optician,  was  the  only 
practitioner  in  Bennett's  Hill,  Birmingham,  but  recently 
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a  firm  have  started  in  the  same  line  next  door.  Com- 
plications having  arisen,  many  devices  have  been  adopted 
by  each  so  as  to  avoid  them.  The  latest  move  is  by  Mr. 
Bailey,  who  has  a  neatly  attired  youth  in  Eton  suit,  but 
with  brass  buttons,  and  his  name  across  the  lad's  hat. 

Imp  raotie  able . 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Pwllheli  (North  Wales)  Board  of 
Guardians  last  week,  the  appointment  of  a  new  medical 
officer  was  considered,  and  in  this  connection  the  Local 
Government  Board  wrote  suggesting  that  the  medicines 
should  be  supplied  through  the  Guardians  by  contract  from 
a  chemist.  This  caused  some  amusement  among  the 
Guardians,  one  of  whom  stated  that  ine  idea  would  not 
do  at  all,  as  there  were  no  chemists'  shops  in  the  heart  of 
the  Lleyn  promontory ;  while  another  said  that  the  patient 
would  be  dead  by  the  time  the  medicine  arrived  from  the 
chemist  in  the  town.  Eventually  the  suggestion  was 
rejected. 

Masonic  Note.

Harrison,  who  is  a  candidate  for  the  Royal  Masonic 
Benevolent  Institution.  Bro.  Harrison  was  Tyler  for  the 
only  Chemists'  Lodge  (Galen,  2394),  which  he  faithfully 
served  since  its  foundation  thirteen  years  ago.  Having 
now,  at  the  age  of  seventy-two  years,  become  totally 
blind,  he  is  entirely  dependent  upon  donations  he  receives 
-from  various  Lodges  with  which  he  has  been  associated.

Ths  Week's  Fo' soilings 

Four  of  the  sixteen  deaths  from  poisoning  that  have 
•occurred  during  the  week  were  misadventures.  In 
only  one  case  was  an  unscheduled  poison — the  irrepressible 
hydrochloric  acid — used.  It  was  taken  by  Charles  Black- 
more  (23),  a  Cardiff  plumber,  in  a  fit  of  despondency.  Six 
deaths  are  recorded  from  laudanum.  One,  that  of  John 
Wragg  (68),  of  Nottingham,  was  regarded  as  a  misadven- 
ture. The  other  victims  were  a  commercial  traveller, 
named  Thursdon,  of  Parson's  Green ;  a  man  named  Dix, 
at  St.  Albans;  Benjamin  Cowell  (22),  of  Poulton-le-Fylde ; 
Mrs.  Mary  Grace  McDonald,  wife  of  Dr.  T.  J.  McDon- 
ald, of  East  Peckham  (also  a  misadventure)  ;  and  Mary 
Haynes  Chapman,  of  Peterborough.  Carbolic  acid  was 
taken  by  Mr.  T.  Percy  Noble,  a  well-known  York 
solicitor  (after  being  arrested  for  debt),  and  by  Richard 
Henry  Squance,  a  market-gardener,  of  Wilcove,  near 
Devonport.  A  child  at  Barrow  got  hold  of  a  box  of 
.sugar-coated  pills  containing  phosphate  of  iron,  quinine, 
and  strychnine.  He  chewed  about  ten  of  these  before 
he  was  discovered,  and  died  of  strychnine-poisoning.  Alice 
Abbott  (19),  of  Birmingham,  drank  a  solution  of  cyanide  of 
potassium.  A  naval  pensioner,  James  Thomas  Robertson, 
poisoned  himself  with  oxalic  acid  at  Walworth.  Charles 
Cutting,  a  painter  at  Woodbridge,  Suffolk,  died  after 
eating  oatmeal  porridge.  Arsenical  poisoning  was  the 
cause  of  death  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Sutton,  the  Suffolk  public 
analyst,  found  25  per  cent,  of  arsenic  in  the  oatmeal  with 
which  the  porridge  had  been  made.  The  mixture  was 
evidently  intended  for  rat-poison.  Three  cases  of  poisoning 
by  prussic  acid  occurred.  At  Charing  Cross  Road,  Paul 
Menjean,  an  electrical  engineer,  died  from  prussic-acid 
poisoning.  Dr.  James  Francis  Taplin  (66),  who  practised 
in  Smallheath,  Birmingham,  swallowed  a  quantity  of 
prussic  acid.  He  was  found  by  his  son  in  an  armchair, 
quite  unconscious,  and  breathing  heavily,  and  he  died 
shortly  after.  The  death  from  prussic-acid  poisoning  of 
William  Irving  Bell,  a  dispenser,  aged  thirty-eight,  of 
Kirkley,  was,  on  April  15,  inquired  into  by  the  Lowestoft 
Coroner.  Deceased's  widow  said  her  husband,  on  coming 
home,  told  her  Dr.  Berry  had  discharged  him.  He  went 
upstairs  to  lie  down,  and  a  little  later  she  found  him 
dying.  Dr.  Berry  said  deceased  had  been  eleven  years 
in  his  service.  The  bottle  found  in  his  bedroom  had  come 
from  witness's  surgery,  and  contained  prussic  acid. 
Deceased  was  discharged  after  admitting  that  he  had  taken 
money  belonging  to  the  church.  The  doctor,  in  answer  to  a 
question  which  he  described  as  impertinent,  said  he  paid 
deceased  34s.  per  week  and  extras.  A  verdict  of  suicide 
during  temporary  insanity  was  returned.

Fannin  &  Co.  (Limited),  Dublin,  for  the  supply  of  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  to  the  Newry  Union,  the  L.G.B. 
state  they  will  not  oppose  the  Guardians'  desire  to  give  the 
contract  to  the  Newry  firm  though  its  tender  is  not  the 
lowest. 

The  L.G.B.  have  raised  no  objection  to  the  proposal  of 
the  Millstreet  Board  of  Guardians  to  give  the  contract  for 
drugs  to  Messrs.  Hunt  &  Co.,  Dublin,  but  they  decline  tr> 
sanction  the  giving  of  the  contract  for  appliances  to  this 

!  firm  as  Messrs.  Hunt  do  not  keep  a  full  stock  of  the 
articles  on  the  prescribed  list.  The  Guardians  have  now 
accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Liveipool, 

•  at  33^  per  cent,  discount. 

Limiting  Contracts. 
The  Guardians  cf  the  Drogheda  Union,  who  have  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  refuse 
to  act  cn  the  suggestion  that  they  shall  cancel  their  con- 
tract with  the  Medical  Supply  Company,  Sligo.  The 
Guardians  have  informed  the  L.G.B.  that  the  bonds  for 
the  contract  have  been  completed  and  the  first  supplies 
1  ordered,  and  they  cannot  now  alter  it. 

The  Schull  Board  of  Guardians,  who  also  gave  a  contract 
to  the  Medical  Supply  Company,  decided  that  they  would 
not  give  the  contract  to  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Liver- 
pool, who  sent  in  the  next  lowest  tender,  because  they 
are  an  English  firm.  The  Guardians  decided  to  re-adver- 
tise and  give  an  opportunity  to  an  Irish  firm  to  secure  the 
contract. 

The  Lisnaskea  Guardians  have  expressed  an  inclination 
to  adhere  to  the  arrangement  made  with  the  Medical 
Supply  Company  in  spite  of  the  L.G.B.  letter. 

At  the  Athy  Guardians'  meeting  several  members 
pointed  out  that  the  Medical  Supply  Company  gave  the 
Union  every  satisfaction  last  year,  and  the  Guardians 
questioned  the  right  of  the  L.G.B.  to  go  between  them  and 
I  a  satisfactory  contractor.  It  was  decided  to  inform  the 
!  L.G.B.  that  they  could  not  rescind  the  contract  with  the 
Medical  Supply  Company. 

Last    week    the    L.G.B.    hesitated    to    sanction  the 
acceptance  of  the  tender  of  Mr.  P.  N.  White,  Sligo, 
by  the  Kilmacthomas  Guardians,   cn  the  ground  that 
he  had  undertaken  too  many  contracts  last  year,  which 
j  resulted  in  inconvenience.    In  response  to  the  Guardians' 
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request  the  medical  officers  now  report  that  there  was  a 
want  of  punctuality  on  the  part  of  the  f?ligo  firm  in  send- 
ing on  supplies,  but  otherwise  they  were  satisfactory. 
'Mr.  White  also  wrote  to  the  Guardians  that  the  want  of 
punctuality  ascribed  to  him  by  the  L.G.B.  could  not 
be  supported  by  facts.  No  contractor  executed  orders 
with  greater  despatch,  the  longest  delay  being  from 
five  to  seven  days,  whereas  many  Belfast  and  Dublin 
houses  were  reputed  to  have  delayed  drugs  for 
fourteen  and  twenty-eight  days.  He  first  tendered  for 
Union  contracts  in  Ireland  last  year,  and  by  the  com- 
petition he  created  must  have  saved  Irish  ratepayers  over 

10.  CXXM.,  which  would  otherwise  go  into  the  pockets  of 
(drug-contractors.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  L.G.B.  to 
■sanction  Mr.  White's  contract.

Dundee  Mails. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  last  week,  Sir  John  Leng 
.asked  the  Postmaster-General  if  he  would  explain  why, 
although  a  mail-bag  for  Dundee  is  carried  in  the 
newspaper-train  leaving  King's  Cross  at  5.15  a.m.  and  the 
newspapers  are  delivered  in  Dundee  at  3.37  p.m.,  the  mail- 
ibag  is  not  carried  forward  from  Edinburgh  to  Dundee, 
and  the  letters  are  not  delivered  before  7  p.m.  ;  and  whether 


arrangements  can  be  made  to  secure  an  earlier  delivery  of 
the  mail  in  Dundee.  Lord  Stanley  replied  that  there  are 
certain  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of  using  the 
accelerated  service  for  the  mails  for  Scotland,  but  the 
matter  is  being  considered,  and  he  will  communicate  with 
the  hon.  member  on  the  subject  as  soon  as  he  is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  do  so.  "  This  question  is  of  interest  to  readers  of 
Thk  Chemist  and  Druggist  in  Dundee,"  writes  a  corre- 
spondent, "  from  the  fact  that  on  Fridays  the  U.  <£•  D.  is 
part  of  the  mail  detained  in  Edinburgh  some  hours,  while 
news  parcels  are  sent  on." 

The  Black  Oration. 
Glasgow  University  Commemoration  clay  took  place  on 
April  19,  when  Sir  William  Ramsay  delivered  an  address 
on  Joseph  Black,  the  Scotch  chemist  of  the  eighteenth 
century.  Sir  William  said  that  Black's  discovery  that  a 
gas  exists  which  is  clearly  not  a  modification  of  atmo- 
spheric air,  seeing  it  can  be  "fixed"  by  alkalies,  led  the 
way  to  "  pneumatic  chemistry,"  as  it  was  called,  and  was 
followed  by  the  discovery  of  oxygen  by  Priestley,  of 
nitrogen  by  Rutherford,  of  hydrogen  by  Cavendish  and 
Watt,  and  of  the  more  recent  discoveries  of  argon  and 
its  congeners,  all  of  them  constituents  of  the  atmosphere. 
Black's  proof  that  the  change  of  a  complex  compound  to 
simpler  compounds,  and  the  building-up  of  a  complex 
compound  from  a  simpler  one  can  be  followed  by  the 
balance,  resulted  in  the  modern  development  of  chemistry. 
The  cause  which  gave  rise  to  Black's  famous  research  is  a 
curious  one.  It  was  due  indirectly  to  the  5.00(Y. 
awarded  to  Mrs.  Stephens  for  her  famous  remedy  for 
stone,  which  Sir  Robert  Walpole  was  instrumental  in 
getting  awarded.  When  the  remedy  was  published  in  the 
"London  Gazette"  medical  men  expressed  opposing  views 
as  to  the  efficacy  of  caustic  alkalies  in  medicine.  With 
the  object  of  discovering  a  milder  alkali  Black  made 
experiments  on  magnesia.  The  lecture  finished  with 
appropriate  references  to  the  problems  which  the  recent 
;  discovery  of  radium  has  raised.  "We  are,"  said  Sir 
|  William  Ramsay,  "at  the  beginning  of  a  new  era.  Every 
i  discovery  of  a  new  principle  of  research  heralds  a  new 
departure ;  and  the  compound  nature  of  many  of  the  so- 
called  elements  begins  to  appear  from  their  electrical 
behaviour,  in  much  the  same  manner  as  Black  demon- 
strated the  decomposability  of  compounds  in  the  year 
1752."  Replying  to  the  toast  of  his  health  at  a  banquet 
given  by  the  University  in  the  evening  Sir  William 
I  Ramsay  added,  after  a  reference  to  his  discovery  of  argon  : 
"I  have  several  elements  in  store."  The  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  was  during  the  day  conferred  in  absentia 
on  Professor  Mendeleeff,  of  St.  Petersburg.

Note  on  Calcium  Chloride  B.P. 

By  Messrs.  Cowley  and  Catford. 

Why,  the  authors  asked,  does  the  B.P.  order  calcium 
chloride  to  be  "carefully  desiccated  at  a  temperature 
not  exceeding  392°  F."  so  as  to  retain  two  molecules  of 
water  ?  and  yet  for  the  only  preparation  in  which  it  is 
used  in  the  work — viz.,  a  "Test-solution" — it  is  ordered 
to  be  "  fused  " — that  is,  treated  to  about  another  thousand 
degrees  of  heat  (expelling  acid,  and  rendering  it  alkaline 
and  partly  insoluble) — before  dissolving  in  the  water. 
An  endeavour  to  trace  back  the  origin  of  this  incon- 
sistency shows  that  successive  Pharmacopoeias,  instead  of 
improving,  have  gone  from  bad  to  worse  on  this  question 
for  nearly  a  century.    Formerly  the  anhydrous  salt  was 
required  in  the  working  formulas  then  given  for  preparing 
pure  ether  and  absolute  alcohol,  and  the  directions  for 
preparing  it  were  calculated  to  produce  the  conveniently 
porous,    yet   perfectly    anhydrous,    substance  required. 
For  instance,  the  P.D.  1826  orders  calcium  chloride  "in 
vase  paienti  igni  cxponatur  donee  penitus  inarescat."  Ten 
years  later  the  P.L.  1836  blundered  into  ordering  "in 
crucibulum  injice  et  ad  igriem  lique) 'actum,"  &c.  The 
next,  and  last,  P.L.  gave  merely  the  name  "  calcii  chlori- 
dum "  in  the  list  of  materia  medica.    The  anhydrous 
salt  was  required  in  the  B.P.  of  1864  and  1867,  the  latter 
ordering  the  calcium  chloride  to  be   "  dried  at  about 
400°  F."      This  was  required   for  the  preparation  of 
dehydrated  ether.    But  it  was  also  used  for  making  two 
test-solutions,  a  saturated  solution  as  a  quantitative  test 
for  nitrous  ether.    The  other  solution  was  made  with 
1  part  of  the  anhydrous  chloride  to  10  of  water.  This 
appears  to  be  the  original  of  the  1898  formula,  only  the 
latter  aggravates   the   absurdity  by   ordering   ' '  fused " 
chloride.    The  B.P.  1885  repeats  verbatim  the  1867  direc- 
tions for  preparing  and  "drying  the  salt  at  about  400°  F. 
(204.4  C.),"  but  requires  the  finished  product  to  contain 
two  molecules — i.e.,  25  per  cent. — of  water;  yet  good 
authorities  say  that  it  becomes  anhydrous  at  200°  C. 
However,  the  Pharmacopoeia  ordered  it  to  contain  what 
amounts  to  25  per  cent,  of  water,  and  this  was  ordered 
.  to  be  used  for  dehydrating  ether  !    No  special  test-solu- 
tion was  included  in  that  edition,  but  a  liquor  for  pre- 
scribers  (1  to  5)  was  to  be  made  from  the  partly  dried 
salt.    The  crystallised  6-hydrate  salt  that  used  to  be  in 
the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  is  the  most  suitable  for  all 
the  requirements  in  the  1898  B.P.,  and  a  liquor  made 
from  it  would  be  the  most  definite  and  convenient  form 
for  dispensing,  and  might  also  serve  as  a  test-solution ;  but 
the  Pharmacopoeia  compilers  seem  to  get  so  inextricably 
mixed  over  this  simple  matter  that  one  wonders  what 
they  will  make  of  it  in  the  first  edition  in  the  twentieth 
century. 

Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  jun.,  mentioned  that  a  syrup 
containing  a  fairly  large  amount  of  syrup  of  calcium 
chloride  with  syrup  of  iodide  of  iron  when  mixed  varied 
greatly  in  colour.  This  showed  the  need  for  something 
definite.  The  best  thing  would  be  to  use  the  anhydrous 
salt  and  have  a  standard  solution.  Mr.  Cowley  said  he 
thought  a  satisfactory  formula  would  be  given  if  the 
syrup  were  in  more  general  use. 

Messrs.  Cowley  and  Catford  also  contributed  a  series  of 
laboratory  notes,  which  we  hope  to  print  in  our  next  issue. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

An  Exhibition  Evening  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street, 
W.,  on  April  14,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  B.  Britton)  being 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  G.  E.  Town  provided  some  specimens 
of  trout  ova  and  small  fry  showing  the  various  stages  of 
growth  up  to  about  seventeen  years,  when  the  fry  are 
ready  to  be  turned  into  the  river.  Mr.  Town  described 
his  exhibit,  showing  how  the  ova  are  artificially  hatched 
in  tanks  and  the  fry  fed.  Mr.  R.  E.  Lownsbrotjgh  had 
an  interesting  collection  of  drugs  and  galenical  prepara- 
tions, several  being  those  in  vogue  previous  to  the  publica- 
tion of  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Some  of  these 
were  lent  by  Messrs.  Savory  &  Moore,  Mr.  Morley 
Taylor,  and  others.  Amongst  the  specimens  were  samples 
of  Largetta  Lintearia,  or  lace-bark  tree,  from  Jamaica ; 
Eau  de  Luce,  Kava-Kava,  cinnamon-leaf  oil,  Carnauba 
wax,  Flores  Aurantii,  Sal  Enixum  (cream  of  tartar),  and 
Arquebusade.  Another  item  was  an  old  wineglass  with  a 
stem  graduated  up  to  sixty  minims,  the  glass  itself  being 
marked  to  teaspoonfuls  and  tablespoonfuls.  Small  doses 
could  be  measured  in  the  stem  and  the  requisite  quantity 
of  water  added.  Mr.  Lownsbrough  also  provided  some 
data  showing  how  clinical  thermometers,  after  a  few 
years  in  use,  become  inaccurate  in  their  registration.  The 
figures  quoted  showed  considerable  variation,  some  tubes 
having  shrunk  and  others  expanded.  Another  note  was  a 
list  of  drugs  which  a  patient  suffering  from  rheumatic 
i  fever  in  a  nursing  home  had  taken  in  a  period  of  six 
weeks.  The  treatment  comprised  thirty-six  distinct  drugs, 
some  of  which  had  been  administered  in  exceptionally 
large  doses.  The  patient  (a  man)  must  have  possessed  a 
naturally  robust-constitution,  for  he  was  discharged. cured. 

The  meeting  terminated  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
members  who  had  contributed  specimens. 


Wakefield  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Horse  Hotel,  Wakefield, 
on  Thursday  evening,  April  14.  Mr.  Whaley  presided,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Duffin,  Judge  (Hon  Secre- 
tary), Pollard,  Chaplain,  and  Pickard  (Wakefield),  Broad- 
head  (Batley),  Beacock,  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  Preston, 
and  Kirk  (Leeds);  . 

Some  discussion  took  place  upon  a  communication  from 
the  P.A.T.A.  suggesting  the  appointment  of  a  member  of 
the  Association  as  local  secretary.  Mr.  Chaplin  accepted 
the  position. 

The  Chairman  called  upon  the  deputation  from  Leeds  to 
address  the  meeting  in  regard  to 

Mr.  Sargeant's  Candidature. 
Mr.  Beacock  said  that  a  fully  representative  meeting  at 
Leeds  by  a  unanimous  vote  had  promoted  the  candidature 
of  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  whom  they  regarded  as 
one  who  would  be  able  to  thoroughly  represent  them  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  with  special  reference  to  retail 
chemists,  who  as  yet  have  not  been  adequately  considered. 
Mr.  Sargeant,  he"  said,  is  completely  in  touch  with  them, 
and  is  a  gentleman  of  marked  individuality  and  ability. 
(Hear,  hear.)  In  Dewsbury,  Halifax,  Huddersfield,  and 
Leeds,  in  Wakefield  perhaps  more  than  in  those  places, 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  is  an  active  member  and  a 
good  friend.  There  is  need  for  such  men  to  put  them  more 
in  touch  with  the  Council  in  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  to 
promote  any  matters  which  affect  their  interests  in  relation 
I  to  the  well-being  of  the  Society  generally.  He  added  that 
the  Associations  in  Bradford,  Dewsbury,  and  Harrogate 
supported  the  candidature  of  Mr.  Sargeant. 

Mr.  Preston  said  Mr.  Sargeant  would  not  only  do  his 
best  for  them,  but  would  be  able  to  give  them  better 
representation  as  regards  the  retail  trade.  Mr.  Kirk 
added  his  testimony  to  the  worth  and  ability  of  the 
candidate. 

Mr.  Sargeant,  who  had  a  hearty  greeting  on  rising  to 
address  the  meeting,  spoke  at  first  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Clause  7  he  considered  to  be  of  the  most  vital  importance, 
and  although  he  would  not  oppose  some  compromise  if  the 
Bill  could  be  expedited,  he  should  certainly  be  averse  to 
any  tampering  with  the  principle  that  companies  dealing 
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in  poisons  should  possess  a  fully  qualified  directorate. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  regretted  that  there  is  some  tendency  to 
go  away  from  that  clause.  It  was  suggested  that  it  would 
be  better  to  sacrifice  the  clause  in  order  to  get  some  other 
points.  He  did  not  agree,  and  thought  if  they  accepted 
a  Bill  which  did  not  insist  upon  a  qualified  directorate, 
they  would  be  admitting  a  principle  which  they  ought  not 
to  admit.  No  legislation  at  all  would  be  better  than  legis- 
lation in  which  their  title  and  right  were  forfeited.  They 
had  been  fighting  for  the  clause  for  years,  and  it  seemed  a 
pity  to  give  up  now.  He  submitted  that  the  clause  should 
be  kept  intact,  on  the  ground  that  one  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  profession  is  at  stake.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Mr.  Sargeant  then  dealt  with  the  internal  politics  of  the 
Society,  urging  a  change  in  the  system  of  voting  on  a 
territorial  basis,  and  supporting  Mr.  Gifford's  suggestion 
of  an  Organising  Secretary. 

Mr.  Pollard  supported  Mr.  Sargeant,  saying,  in  regard 
to  Clause  7,  that  chemists  are  weak  compared  with  other 
professions. 

Mr.  Sargeant,  replying  to  Mr.  Pollard,  said  he  was 
opposed  to  any  increase  in  the  Minor  examination,  which 
is  severe  enough,  if  not  too  severe  already.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Pickard  spoke  at  length  in  support  of  the  candidate, 
as  also  did  Mr.  Broadhead,  who,  as  regards  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  suggested  a  system  of  local  executive 
committees  and  local  action  in  cases  where  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  profession  were  contravened.  Mr.  Sargeant 
endorsed  these  views. 

Mr.  Judge  proposed — ■ 

That  the  members  of  this  Association  pledge  themselves 
to  support  and  aid  the  election  of  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sar- 
geant as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  by  all 
means  in  their  power. 

The  Chairman  seconded,  and  Mr.  Chaplin  supported 
the  motion.    Mr.  Sargeant  returned  thanks. 


Grimsby  Chemists'  Association. 

The  tenth  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at 
the  Oberon  Hotel,  Grimsby,  on  April  14,  Mr.  C.  Willson 
in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  meeting 
were  read  and  confirmed.    The  Secretary  read  his 

Annual  Report 
on  the  year's  work.  Reference  was  made  to  the  lament- 
able illness  of  the  President  and  to  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  Vice-President  had  discharged  the  duties  in  the 
President's  absence.  The  attendance  at  the  meetings  had 
not  been  good,  and  it  was  suggested  that  if  an  educational 
paper  were  read  at  each  meeting  it  would  attract  the 
younger  members.  Among  the  subjects  discussed  during 
the  year  was  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  borough  member, 
Alderman  G.  Doughty,  has  promised  to  support  the  Bill 
at  its  second  reading.  The  suggestion  that  the  Association 
form  a  museum  of  chemicals  and  materia  medica  and 
botanical  specimens,  the  cabinet  to  be  deposited  in  the 
Public  Museum,  is  being  considered  by  the  Council.  The 
accounts  show  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
11.  12s.  5d.,  including  a  balance  of  lO.s.  on  the  library 
account.  Of  the  members  Mr.  T.  C.  Palmer,  J. P.,  has 
died  during  the  year. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Election  of  Officers.

Harrogate  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  Friday,  April  8,  which  Mr.  Pil- 
kington Sargeant  attended,  with  a  deputation  of  Leeds 
chemists.  Mr.  Sargeant  laid  his  views  on  pharmaceutical 
affairs  before  the  meeting,  and  a  resolution  was  unani- 
mously passed  pledging  the  Association  to  support  him  at 
the  forthcoming  Pharmaceutical  Council  election. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  Leeds, 
on  Thursday,  April  14.  The  President  (Mr.  Worfolk, 
of  llkley)  was  in  the  chair,  and  announced  that  the  next 
meeting  would  be  held  in  Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant's  rooms, 
Clarendon  Road,  Leeds,  on  Wednesday,  April  20,  when 
the  members  would  have  a  whist-drive  commencing  at 
8  p.m.  ;  also  that  the  committee  was  watching  the  progress 
of  the  Shop-hours  Bill  and  other  Bills  affecting  the  trade, 
and  if  necessary  a  meeting  of  the  members  would  be  called 
to  consider  them.  The  Chairman  then  introduced  Mr. 
Thomas  Maben,  F.C.S.,  of  London,  who,  with  the  aid  of 
a  limelight  lantern,  gave  a  most  interesting  lecture  on  the 
preparation  of  serums  and  vaccines,  illustrating  the 
methods  adopted  for  the  preparation  of  toxins  and  anti- 
toxins and  the  process  of  preparing  them  for  the  markets. 
A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Yewdall  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Hollingsworth,  and 
carried  with  acclamation.  The  services  of  the  Chairman, 
and  also  those  of  Mr.  Pickard  (Reynolds  &  Branson, 
Limited)  in  connection  with  the  lantern-illustrations,  were 
likewise  also  acknowledged. 


Wolverhampton  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Star  and 
Garter,  Wolverhampton,  on  April  13.  Mr.  F.  A.  Willcock 
presided,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Cullwick, 
Weaver,  Forster,  Watson,  Coleman,  Dunn,  Gibson, 
Warner,  Bowdler,  and  Lowe. 

The  President  called  on  Mr.  Cullwick  to  read  his  paper 
on 

The  Modern  Chemist, 

or  "  The  Modern  Conditions  of  Pharmacy."  It  is  com- 
mon knowledge,  said  Mr.  Cullwick,  that  during  the  last 
twenty-five  years  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  shop- 
keeping  commerce.  Concentration  of  labour  and  capital 
has  led  to  the  formation  of  co-operative  societies,  huge 
trading  companies,  and  stores.  Many  of  the  working 
classes  spend  their  wages  at  the  co-operative  stores  which 
are  scattered  up  and  down  the  land,  whilst  country 
families,  clergy,  and  professional  men  draw  their  supplies 
from  the  various  London  stores,  and  spend  very  little  in  the 
district  in  which  they  live.  The  residue  of  the  people 
deal  largely  at  the  huge  trading  companies'.  These  forces 
of  competition,  fierce  and  powerful,  narrow  the  prospective 
number  of  customers  which  the  individual  trader 
may  expect,  and  as  many  of  these  companies  are 
established  in  direct  opposition  to  the  chemist,  they 
have  largely  affected  the  business  and  conditions  of 
trading.  Possibly  chemists  as  a  class  have  suffered 
more  severely  than  other  traders,  as  chemists'  wares, 
notably  proprietary  medicines,  readily  lend  themselves 
as  advertising  baits.  Everyone  is  familiar  with  this 
style  of  advertising  patents  :  "  Our  price,  10^d.  ;  chemists' 
price.  Is.  li,d.";  which  oftener  than  not  is  a  libel  upon 
chemists,  the  unjust  inference  being  that  all  chemists' 
goods  are  in  the  same  proportion  so  much  dearer  than  those 
of  the  outside  traders.  Twenty  years  ago  the  bulk  of  the 
proprietary-medicine  business  was  in  the  hands  of  chemists, 
and  as  the  goods  were  profitable  they  were  pushed. 
Another  factor  with  which  the  modern  chemist  has  to  con-, 
tend  is  the  development  of  factory-made  preparations  for 
dispensing.  This  was  beginning  twenty-five  years  ago,  and 
now  chemists  are  inundated  with  So-and-so's  pills,  liquors, 
compressed  goods,  &c,  ad  nauseam,  until  the  dispensing- 
counter  and  cupboards  are  unable  to  contain  the  bewilder- 
ing variety,  and  one  is  led  to  think  that  the  art  of  writing 
a  prescription  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  within  measur- 
able distance  of  being  lost.  Another  unfavourable  condi- 
tion is  the  growth  of  medical  associations  and  clubs. 
In  former  times  parents  were  only  too  pleased  to  pay  a 
premium  for  their  boy  to  serve  an  apprenticeship  of  four 
or  five  years.  In  the  bulk  of  cases  the  young  men  were 
taught  the  business  thoroughly,  and  many  firms  were  noted 
for  the  thorough  systematic  training  of  apprentices.  i.he 
present  scarcity  of  apprentices  naturally  leads  to  a 
diminution  in  the  number  of  available  assistants  :  it  must 
inevitably  end  in  a  diminished  number  of  chemists  in 
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business  on  their  own  account.  After  a  few  remarks  on 
the  ultimate  result  of  this  adverse  environment,  Mr. 
Cullwick  said  a  hopeful  sign  is  the  establishment  of  local 
associations  throughout  the  land.  The  working  man  has 
found  that  "union  is  strength";  so  may  chemists.  The 
good  work  of  the  P.A.T.A.  was  suitably  commended  and 
also  the  activities  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  by  which  the  rights  of 
chemists  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  have  been 
obtained. 

A  discussion  followed. 


Hull  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Horse  Hotel,  Hull,  cn 
Tuesday,  April  12.  The  official  report  addressed  to  us 
has  been  delayed  in  the  post.  Mr.  W.  H.  Walton 
(Secretary)  reported  having  written  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
and  to  the  Anglo-American  Drug  Company  (Limited), 
respecting  cutting  by  a  local  drug-store  of  Winslow's 
syrup  to  9rf.  a  bottle.  He  had  also  written  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  in  regard  to  the  same  store  selling  Blair's 
pills  at  9iid.  It  took  ten  days  to  stop  this  cutting. 
Some  conversation  took  place  as  to  the  persistence  of 
cutters  in  these  matters,  and  it  was  suggested  that  a 
penalty  should  be  imposed  when  there  are  frequent 
breaches  of  P.A.T.A.  rules.  Two  members  complained 
about  a  firm  who  make  veterinary  preparations  offering 
a  51.  parcel  cn  sale  or  return ;  but  the  goods  were 
delivered  before  the  invoice,  and  when  the  latter  came  it 
was  found  that  it  did  not  state  that  the  goods  were  sent 
on  sale  or  return.  The  firm,  on  being  written  to  about 
the  matter,  repudiated  this  condition,  and  threatened 
legal  proceedings  if  cash  was  not  paid  immediately.  The 
opinion  was  expressed  that  sale-or-return  offers  should 
be  taken  with  caution.  After  this  the  meeting  proceeded 
to  other  business. 


buying  large  quantities  of  articles  and  exchanging  among 
the  members.  It  could  not  be  said  they  are  carrying  on 
a  wholesale  business.  How,  then,  are  they  transgressing 
the  rules  of  the  P.A.T.A.  providing  the  articles  were- 
protected  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  it  is  natural  that  local 
associations  should  try  to  get  all  the  good  they  can. 
Local  associations  have  done  good  work,  and  he  would' 
rather  give  up  the  P.A.T.A.  than  local  associations'. 
What  they  must  consider  is  the  margin  of  profit.  It 
would  be  no  advantage  to  them  if  they  could  buy  cheaper 
if  they  had  to  sell  at  a  lower  price.  If  a  man  in 
Dewsbury  commenced  cutting,  how  was  he  to  be  stopped  ?. 
They  might  put  him  on  the  stop-list,  but  they  would  have- 
to  prevent  him  from  buying  from  any  wholesale  house  in 
the  country.  Unless  they  had  the  co-operation  of  the- 
wholesalers  they  could  not  do  that.  When  the  P.A.T.A. 
was  founded  it  was  realised  that  it  could  only  be  successful 
if  it  was  supported  by  all  sections  of  the  trade — manu- 
facturers, wholesalers,  and  retailers.  As  Mr.  Reynolds 
has  pointed  out  in  the  C.  <fc  V  ,  the  P.A.T.A.  is  like 
a  tricycle  :  it  cannot  be  run  cn  two  wheels.  There 
is  nothing  like  the  P.A.T.A.  in  the  whole  world.  For 
seven  years  it  has  automatically  and  artificially  protected 
the  price  of  hundreds  of  articles  in  the  25,000  or  30,000" 
shops  in  the  country.  If  cnly  the  retailers'  profits  are  to 
be  protected,  there  would  no  longer  be  any  reason  for 
the  wholesalers  supporting  the  movement ;  and  if  the- 
wholesalers  withdraw  bang  would  go  the  whole  scheme. 
It  is  a  commercial  business  from  beginning  to  end.  They 
must  be  careful  that  in  trying  to  get  a  further  profit  they 
do  not  lose  what  they  have  at  present. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  at  the- 
close  of  the  meeting. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  on  April  18, 
Mr.  J.  Rhodes  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a 
large  attendance. 

Council  Candidates. 

The  Brighton  and  Cardiff  Chemists'  Associations  wrote 
asking  the  Dewsbury  Association  to  support  Mr.  Gibson 
and  Mr.  Hagon  respectively,  as  candidates  at  the  forth- 
coming Pharmaceutical  Council  election.  Consideration 
of  the  matter  was  deferred. 

Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Shop-hours  Bill  was  briefly  dis- 
cussed, but  no  resolution  come  to. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  been  invited  to  attend  the  meeting 
to  confer  with  the  members  on 

Co-operative  Buying, 
and  proceeded  to  deal  with  the  question  in  a  conversa- 
tional way. 

Mr.  J.  Day  asked  if  any  attempt  had  been  made  by 
the  P.A.T.A.  to  come  to  an  amicable  arrangement  with 
co-operative  stores  on  the  question  of  cutting  prices. 
Many  stores  are  selling  patents  and  giving  dividends  in 
ignorance. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  this  questicn  of  dividends  has 
been  discussed,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  time  is  inoppor- 
tune to  force  a  fight,  and  he  suggested  that  something 
might  be  done  locally  by  associations  approaching  co- 
operative stores  in  a  friendly  way  and  asking  them  to 
put  up  prices. 

Mr.  R.  Broadhead  also  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
time  is  inopportune  for  tackling  the  questicn.  There  arc 
more  important  matters  than  this  to  claim  their  attention. 
He  instanced  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  Poise ns  Bill, 
which,  he  said,  should  be  dealt  with  as  skilfully  as 
possible,  so  as  not  to  make  enemies  outside  their  ranks. 

Mr.  W.  Blakeley  asked  how  private  firms  who  paid 
bonuses  could  be  dealt  with.  Some  of  them  are  giving 
dividends  of  3s.  7>d.  in  the  pound. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  private  shopkeepers  can 
be  dealt  with  if  they  are  reported  to  the  P.A.T.A. 

Mr.  R.  Gledhill  introduced  the  question  of  co-opera- 
tive buying.    He  explained  that  associations  arc  simply

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association  was  held 
at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford,  on  April  19,  for  the- 
purpose  of  hearing  an  address  by  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  on 
Current  Pharmaceutical  Tories. 
The  speaker  gave  an  outline  of  the  causes  which  led  to. 
the  foundation  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  dealt  with  the  suc- 
cess that  had  attended  the  efforts  to  protect  the  prices  of 
proprietary  medicines.    He  referred  to  the  necessity  ot 
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co-operation  between  retailers  and  the  wholesale  houses, 
for  which  reason  the  "co-operative  buying  of  protected 
articles  could  not  be  countenanced.  Passing  on  to  the 
matter  of  the  "  third  exemption,"  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said 
he  was  of  opinion  that  a  good  deal  of  the  quackery  which 
exists  is  because  the  public  have  not  been  taught  the 
uses  of  the  old  Pharmacopoeia  remedies ;  and  he  suggested 
that,  the  third  exemption  having  been  obtained,  it  should 
be  given  all  the  effect  that  it  is  legitimately  entitled  to. 
In  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  he  said  he  did  not  think 
that  the  importance  of  Clause  7  is  appreciated.  If  Clause 
7  is  to  go,  he  did  not  think  that  the  Grocers'  Federation 
would  be  long  in  suggesting  that  if  a  grocer  can  put 
himself  in  the  position  of  being  able  to  sell  poisons  by 
forming  himself  into  a  little  limited  company  and  having 
a  qualified  assistant,  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not 
be  able  to  do  the  same  sort  of  thing  as  an  individual.  The 
proper  line  of  argument  to  take  is  that  in  no  case  can  a 
servant  be  a  manager  in  the  same  sense  as  a  chemist  con- 
ducting his  own  business.  The  owner  is  the  man  who  at 
any  moment  can  come  into  the  shop  and  say  what  shall 
or  shall  not  be  done.  The  qualified  man  under  a  com- 
pany cannot  possibly  safeguard  the  public  as  the  qualified 
man  conducting  his  own  business  can. 

Alderman  Dunn  said  he  was  quite  sure  the  members  of 
the  Bradford  Association  have  no  desire  to  act  contrary 
to  the  understanding  with  the  P.A.T.A.,  but  in  reference 
to  the  demand  of  the  wholesalers  for  the  rectification  uf 
the  matter,  he  had  not  yet  met  with  a  wholesaler  who 
seemed  to  care  a  brass  farthing  about  the  patent  trade. 
He  was,'  therefore,  rather  afraid  that  the  representations 
which  have  been  made  to  the  P.A.T.A.  by  some  wholesale 
firms  did  not  represent  the  general  opinion. 

In  reference  to  a  question  as  to  whether  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  would  have  a  better  chance  without  Clause  7,  Mr. 
■Glyn-Jones  said  he  did  not  think  that  the  dropping  of 
the  clause  would  make  any  difference,  because  the  chances 
are  a  hundred  to  one  to-day  against  any  private  mem- 
ber's Bill  becoming  law.  He  suggested  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  be  asked  to  embody  everything  but  Clause  7 
in  their  Bill,  leaving  the  Society  a  free  hand  to  fight  for 
Clause  7  in  Committee. 


Brighton  Association  of  Pharmacy. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  April  14  at  58 
King's  Road,  Brighton,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  F.C.S.  (Pre- 
sident of  the  Association),  in  the  chair. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  last  meeting  he  had  written  to  the  Secretaries 
of  associations  and  the  principal  chemists  in  twenty-five 
Sussex  towns,  asking  them  to  communicate  with  their 
local  M.P.'s  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  favourable  con- 
sideration of  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill.

Letters  were  also  received  from  the  Brighton  and  Cardiff 
Associations  asking  the  Association  to  support  Mr.  Gibson 
and  Mr.  Hagon  at  the  Council  election. 

The  President  then  called  cn  Mr.  W.  Palmer  to  give 
his 

Pharmaceutical  Experiences  on  the  Continent. 

In  this  very  interesting  paper  Mr.  Palmer  gave  notes 
on  the  Pharmacy  Lindewald-Bain  owned  by  M.  J.  C. 
Pejon  in  the  Place  St.  Roch,  Mentone,  in  which  shop  he 
was  engaged  for  some  time.  The  shop  is  arranged  in 
much  the  same  way  as  the  average  high-class  English  shop. 
The  bottles  on  the  shelves  round  the  shop  are  enclosed 
behind  glass  doors.  For  dispensing-purposes  there  are 
two  counters,  one  for  the  continental  department  and  the 
other  exclusively  for  English  prescriptions.      This  is  an 

j  absolute  necessity  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  between 
galenicals  of  different  strengths  in  the  various  Pharma- 
copoeias. The  staff  is  necessarily  a  rather  large  one,  on 
account  of  the  number  of  foreign  visitors  who  winter 
there.  It  consisted,  in  Mr.  Palmer's  time,  of  two  French- 
men, two  Englishmen,  one  German,  and  one  Dane,  ten 
European  languages — English,  French,  German,  Italian. 
Russian,  Swiss,  Spanish,  Danish,  Swedish,  and  Norwegian 
— being  spoken.  The  day's  work  consisted  chiefly  of  dis- 
pensing and  the  sale  of  medicinal  preparations  and  surgical 
appliances.  The  great  difference  between  an  English  pre- 
scription and  a  continental  one  is  that,  as  a  general  rule, 
a  continental  prescription  contains  but  one  or  two  ingre- 
dients. One  sees  continually  orders  of  this  kind  :  Strych. 
sulph.  gr.  -.L,  aq.  ad  gj.  Our  f(  reign  medical  friends  use  1 
to  chaff  the  assistants  by  saying  that  English  doctors  put 
in  five  or  six  drugs  so  that  if  one  does  not  do  good  the 
others  may.  With  regard  to  the  actual  dispensing  of  pre- 
scriptions, the  French  and  Germans  are  very  ingenious 
and  neat.  The  idea  of  cachets  and  perles  is  an  emana- 
tion of  the  Frenchman's  brain.  But  in  other  respects 
these  nations  are  far  less  elegant  than  are  the  English. 
Hypodermic  solutions  were  ordered  largely  and  always 
sterilised.  Mr.  Palmer  noted  a  great  difference  between 
foreign  proprietary   medicines   and    English    ones.  The 

I  foreign  medicines  are  for  the  most  part  scientifically 
prepared    combinatiens    or    elegant    forms    of  adminis- 
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tration  of  various  drugs ;  while  English  proprietary 
articles  are  frequently  nothing  more  or  less  than 
advertisement-puffed  quackeries.  It  seems  as  though 
the  foreign  chemist  caters  for  the  doctor,  while  the 
English  idea  is  to  catch  the  public  fancy.  It  is  the  law 
on  the  Continent  that  doctors  must  not  dispense.  This 
means  not  only  that  prescriptions  are  dispensed  by  the 
chemist,  but  it  also  brings  about  a  social  transformation. 
The  chemist  is  treated  as  a  confrere  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  he  is  looked  up  to  and  respected  by  the  people 
as  being  a  man  of  the  utmost  integrity  and  uprightness. 
Mr.  Palmer  next  referred  to  various  analyses  undertaken 
for  the  doctors  and  charged  to  the  patients,  and  noted  also 
that  prescriptions  are  not  repeated  without  the  consent  of 
the  medical  attendant.  The  prescription-book  is  arranged 
according  to  definite  form  provided  for  by  law,  separate 
columns  being  allotted  to  the  date,  patient's  name,  ingredi- 
ents, description  of  medicine,  and  doctor's  name.  The 
hours  of  business  in  French  pharmacies  are  long.  Shops 
are  usually  opened  at  seven  or  half -past  in  the  morning 
and  remain  open  until  eight  o'clock  at  night.  On  Sundays 
the  shops  are  opened  much  the  same  as  on  a  weekday, 
although  a  full  staff  is  not  kept  on  duty.  The  lecturer 
then  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  use  and  advantages  of 

THE   METRIC  SYSTEM, 

first  sketching  the  origin  of  the  two  systems.  The 
general  advantages  of  the  metric  system,  in  which  the 
standards  are  all  more  or  less  related,  must  be  obvious, 
Mr.    Palmer   said,   to   every  impartial  observer.  The 
greatest  benefit  from  the  adoption  of  the  metric  system 
would  be  that  English  pharmacy  would  be  brought  into 
line  with  European  pharmacy.      Wherever  English  pre- 
scriptions go  now  on  the  Continent  there  is  the  danger  of 
their  being  wrongly  dispensed  on  account  of  the  difference 
between   English   weights   and   measures   and  those  of 
foreigners.       The    second    advantage    is    that  English 
chemists  would  come  into  line  with  scientific  workers,  who 
have  long  since  discarded  the  troy  and  avoirdupois  for 
the  gram  and  litre.     The  third  and  last  special  advantage 
is  that  the  metric  system  does  away  with  the  confusion 
which  exists  as  to  the  preparation  of  solutions.     The  in- 
conveniences of  the  transition  from  the  old  system  to  the 
new  will  be  several,  the  most  awkward  being  the  question 
of  posology.      Chemists  and  medical  men  will  have  to 
learn  doses  in  the  metric  system,  otherwise  they  will  find 
it  difficult  to  detect  overdoses.     The  lecturer  advised  all 
chemists  to  insert  the  metric  doses  alongside  the  official 
ones  and  learn  the  doses  together.      This  is  really  not  a 
difficult  matter  if  it  is  remembered  that  a  gram  is  roughly 
15    gr.      Thus    where    the    dose    is    5    to    15    gr.  it 
might  be  called  30  cgms.  to  1  gram,  ^  to  1  gr.  will  be 
1.5  to  6  cgms.,  and  so  on.     The  only  other  real  difficulty 
to  overcome  is  the  size  of  dispensing-bottles  and  the 
graduations.    The  teaspoonful  and  the  tablespoonful  will 
still  remain  favourite  doses,  as,  indeed,  they  still  are  on 
the  Cbntinent.     There  is  little  difficulty  in  adjusting  the 
number  of  doses  to  a  bottle  containing  250  grams,  and  the 
tablespoonful  could  be  made  equivalent  to  15  grams. 
This  would  give  sixteen  doses  in  the  bottle,  which  might 
be  graduated  accordingly.      Other  sizes  might  be  dealt 
with  in  the  same  way.      Mr.   Palmer  finally  jokingly 
referred  to  the  obstacle  against  the  metric  system  raised 
by  "  Xrayser."     That  genial  contributor  to  the  G.  <£•  D. 
finds  that  half  a  litre  of  beer  is  too  much  for  one  drink 
and  that  a  quarter  litre  is  not  enough  to  quench  a  normal 
thirst.      "Xrayser"  has,  however,  been  informed  that 
in  Germany  the  difficulty  has  been  met  by  having  beer- 
glasses  marked  at  300  c.c,  which  is  as  nearly  half  a  pint 
as  two  halfpennies  are  a  penny.      "  Xrayser  "  neverthe- 
less holds  that  he  had  proved  that  an  English  half -pint  is 
the  standard  of  capacity  for  an  average  man's  thirst, 
whether  at  home  or  abroad. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Palmer  for  his  paper. 


Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  F.  P.  Sargeant's  candidature  was  considered  at  a 
meeting  held  at  the  Old  Cock  Hotel,  Halifax,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  April  19.  Messrs.  Beacock,  Kirk,  and 
Sargeant    attended    as    a    deputation    from    the  Leeds 


Chemists'  Association.  Mr.  Clement  Fielding  was  in 
the  chair,  and,  referring  to  an  objection  urged  against 
Mr.  Sargeant  that  he  is  a  teacher,  said  retail  chemists 
|  had  far  more  danger  to  fear  from  wholesalers  being  on 
I  the  Council  than  they  had  from  a  man  like  Mr.  .Sargeant. 
Several  speeches  were  made,  and  it  was  agreed,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  J.  Brierley,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Fielding,  to  support  Mr.  Sargeant. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  took  place  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  April  20;  Mr.  George 
Foggan  in  the  chair.    There  was  a  good  attendance. 

P.A.T.A.  Matters. 

In  response  to  letters  sent  to  various  proprietors  re 
placing  their  specialities  on  the  P.A.T.A.,  replies  received 
showed  that  several  were  considering  the  step,  others 
simply  acknowledged  receipt  of  letter,  whilst  several 
refused  point  blank.  One  or  two  had  already  decided  to 
come  in — Winslow's  and  "  Licoricine." 

The  first  paper  was  one  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Hill,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  on 

The  Deterioration  of  Drugs, 

with  suggestions  for  prevention.  The  chief  agents  which 
lead  to  changes  in  drugs  were  classified  by  Mr.  Hill  as 
(a)  atmospheric  conditions,  (b)  minute  animal  life,  and 
(c)  fungoid  life.  Variation  of  heat  and  cold,  and  the 
presence  of  moisture  in  the  air,  affect  volatile  or  efflores- 
cent drugs ;  others,  again,  absorb  oxygen  or  carbon 
dioxide. 

The  only  preventive  measures  in  these  cases  are  pro- 
tection from  the  atmosphere  and  storage  in  an  equable 
temperature.  Amber-coloured  bottles  are  an  efficient 
protection  against  the  effect  of  light  on  drugs.  Insects 
attack  such  roots  as  aconite,  belladonna,  and  taraxacum, 
the  best  preventive  measure  being  thorough  cleanliness  of 
drug-drawers.  Mould  in  powdered  drugs  and  fungoid 
growths  in  such  solutions  as  liq.  ammon.  cit.  were  next 
alluded  to,  and  the  fermentation  of  saccharine  and 
albuminoid  liquids.  Pasteurising  and  the  use  of  alcohol 
were  spoken  of  as  preventive  measures  in  the  case  of 
liquids,  and  Mr.  Hill  suggested  that  in  place  of  syrups 
the  Pharmacopoeia  might  order  elixirs  containing  less 
sugar  and  more  alcohol. 

Mr.  Merson  remarked  that  a  hot-air-oven  treatment 
was  useful  as  an  antidote  to  insect  life  in  many  drugs — 
where  the  drug  would  stand  it.  He  favoured  glycerin  in 
elixirs  in  place  of  alcohol. 

Mr.  Clague  emphasised  the  importance  of  light  in  re- 
tarding the  development  of  animal  life,  and  also  the  advan- 
tage of  using  boiled  distilled  water  for  the  manufacture 
of  chemical  solutions. 

Mr.  Wright  thought  that  the  quality  of  sugar  used 
might  have  a  good  deal  to  do  with  syrup  fermentations. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Merson  followed  with  a  paper  on 

Some  Commercial  Specimens  of  Tincture  of  Opium. 

The  author  pressed  home  the  point  that  when  manu- 
facturing chemists  are  put  in  competition  with  each  other 
it  is  necessary  to  be  assured  that  the  prices  quoted  for  a 
galenical  are  for  standard  articles  and  that  the  chemist 
is  not  permitting  himself  to  be  influenced  solely  by  the 
price.  Tincture  of  opium  is  a  case  in  point  :  it  is  quoted 
at  from  Is.  9d.  to  3s.  6d.  per  lb.,  the  lower  price  being 
offered  as  "  guaranteed  B.P."  Mr.  Merson  next  dealt 
with  the  various  points  to  be  observed  in  obtaining  trust- 
worthy results  when  following  the  B.P.  process  of  esti- 
mating the  alkaloidal  strength  of  tincture  of  opium,  and 
gave  the  results  of  an  examination  of  a  large  number  of 
commercial  samples.  The  alkaloid  ranged  from  0.472  to 
0.76  per  cent.,  only  two  samples  out  of  fifteen  falling 
within  the  B.P.  limits— 0.72  to  0.76  per  cent.  The 
deficiency  on  the  B.P.  minimum  amounted  to  from  3  to 
over  30  per  cent.  The  alcohol-content  was  found  to  vary 
from  54.6  per  cent,  (volume)  to  54.5  per  cent.  Samples 
of  aqueous  tincture  of  opium— an  article  in  fairly  common 
use  in  the  North  of  England— gave  an  alkaloidal  content 
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ranging  from  0.27  to  0.57  per  cent.,  which  indicates  that, 
as  with  tincture  of  opium,  price  is  not  the  only  thing  that 
has  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 
Mr.  Merson  also  read  a  paper  on 

The  Estimation  of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre, 

which  was  accompanied  by  a  demonstration  of  the  ease  and 
simplicity  of  the  process  for  estimation.  Mr.  Merson 
noted  that  some  specimens  of  sweet  nitre  examined,  after 
having  been  stored  for  some  years,  were  found  to  be 
practically  as  good  as  when  bottled.  One  sample  stored 
in  the  light  was  free  from  nitric  oxide  but  had  a  pro- 
nounced odour  of  aldehyde. 

Mr.  Clague  was  not  quite  prepared  to  go  all  the  way 
with  the  author  in  shortening  the  period  of  time  over 
which  the  assay  of  tincture  of  opium  was  extended.  He 
would  like  Mr.  Merson  to  continue  his  experiments  to 
show  whsther  his  suggestions  as  to  shortening  the  time 
were  warranted. 

Mr.  Gilderdale  emphasised  the  risk  of  trusting  too 
much  to  analytical  results  obtained  by  non-pharmaceutical 
analysts. 

Mr.  Wright  deprecated  the  use  of  aqueous  tincture  of 
num.  He  considered  the  13.  P.  article  should  always  be 
used.  He  advised  members  strongly  to  guard  against  low- 
price  offers.  Tincture  of  opium  was  offered  at  such  widely 
different  prices  that  he  was  compelled  to  arrive  at  the 
conclusion  that  the  standard  of  morphine  could  not  in  all 
of  them  be  correct. 

The  last  paper  was  by  Mr.  F.  Gilderdale  on 

PlLULA  FeRRI  AND  ALLIED  PREPARATIONS. 

In  this  Mr.  Gilderdale  stated  that,  as  the  result  of  an 
examination  of  Blaud's  pills  of  various  ages,  he  con- 
cluded that  there  is  no  difficulty  in  keeping  the  pills  up 
to  B.P.  requirements  in  ferrous  carbonate.  He  did  not, 
however,  favour  the  sale  of  pills  that  had  been  made  more 
than  six  months.  Blaud's  pill  in  capsule  form  (equal  to 
one,  two  and  three  pills)  was  also  examined  and  found  to 
vary  considerably  in  ferrous-carbonate  content,  although 
one  make  was  found  to  be  up  to  standard.  Mr.  Gilder- 
dale referred  to  a  practice  that  has  been  carried  out  by 
some  makers  of  adding  colouring-matter  to  Blaud's  pills  to 
ensure  a  nice  green  colour. 

The  authors  replied  to  the  criticisms  on  their  papers, 
and  the  meeting  concluded. 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society. 

A  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  the  Montgomery 
Hall,  Sheffield,  on  Wednesday  evening,  April  20,  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  (President)  in  the  chair.  The 
subject  for  discussion  was  the 

Advantages  of  Amber  Glass, 

which  was  introduced  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Upsher  Smith,  who 
recalled  experiments  made  by  him  and  Professor  Greenish 
in  1900,  on  behalf  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  on 
aqueous  solution  of  mercuric  chloride,  which  resulted  in 
their  demonstrating  that  the  only  bottles  in  which  the 
solution  did  not  decompose  were  those  made  of  amber 
glass.  The  decomposition  was  on  account  of  the  sun- 
light, and  they  found  that  amber  bottles  have  precisely  the 
same  effect  as  placing  the  bottles  in  darkness.  Mr.  Smith 
proceeded  to  speak  about  the  manufacture  of  amber  glass, 
quoting  Thorpe's  "Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry," 
Vol.  II.,  page  229,  in  this  connection.  He  then  read 
notes  on  medicinal  compounds,  beginning  with  acidum 
carbolicum  and  ending  with  tinctura  ferri  perchloridi, 
explaining  the  action  of  sunlight  on  each  and  the  benefits 
of  keeping  them  in  amber-glass  bottles.  These  notes  we 
hope  to  print  in  a  future  issue.  Concluding  Mr.  Smith 
submitted  the  following  maxims  : 

1.  When  in  doubt  use  amber  glass. 

2.  In  fitting  out  a  pharmacy  let  all  shop-rounds  be  of 
amber  glass,  and  as  small  as  convenient. 

3.  It  is  highly  probable  that  incandescent,  acetylene,  and 
electric  lights  are  similar  to  solar  lights  in  promoting 
chemical  change.  Hence  the  importance  of  protecting  sub- 
stances that  are  exposed  to  their  action. 


4.  Amber  glass  is  preferable  to  green  glass  from  the  fact 
that  it  contains  no  lead. 

The  paper  was  illustrated  by  lantern-slides  and  experi- 
ments, and  the  discussion  on  it  was  opened  by  the  Presi- 
dent, who  said  they  had  had  a  good  example  set  them  in 
recent  years  by  the  Americans,  and  instanced  the  fact  that 
Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  send  out  their  preparations  in 
bottles  of  amber  tint  and  elegant  shape.  Years  ago, 
when  he  experimented  in  photography,  he  had  proved  the 
utility  of  the  hock-bottle  when  used  as  a  lantern.  On  the 
whole  the  President  considered  the  subject  intensely  inter- 
esting and  important,  and  this  opinion  was  shared  by 
Mr.  Jackson,  who,  with  Mr.  Squire,  Mr.  Turner,  Mr. 
Whitworth,  Mr.  Austin,  and  Mr.  Ellinor,  continued 
the  discussion.  A  vote  of  thanks  concluded  the  pro- 
ceedings. 


North  Kent  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Clarendon  Royal  Hotel,  Gravesend,  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon, April  20,  Mr.  A.  Stooke  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke  (Hon.  Secretary)  read  the  annual 
report,  which  showed  that  there  are  forty-two  members. 
Seven  meetings  have  been  held  at  Woolwich,  Chatham, 
and  Gravesend,  and  the  attendance  has  been  satisfactory. 
Discussions  have  taken  place  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the 
new  regulations  of  the  Inland  Revenue  regarding  medi- 
cine stamp-duties,  and  other  matters  affecting  pharmacy, 
with  distinctive  beneficial  results.  The  first  result  of  the 
influence  of  the  Association  was  to  effect  an  agreement 
by  which  all  the  chemists  in  Gravesend  and  Northfleet 
now  close  their  shops  at  two  o'clock  on  Wednesdays  for 
the  rest  of  the  day.  Sir  Horatio  Davies,  M.P.,  and  Sir 
Gilbert  Parker,  M.P.,  have  been  interviewed  in  regard 
to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  both  promised  their  active 
support.  The  financial  statement  showed  receipts 
8/.  12s.  6d.  and  expenditure  61.  17.?.  6c/.,  leaving  a  balance 
in  hand  of  1/.  15s. 

The  report  was  adopted,  on  the  motion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, seconded  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing  and  supported  by  Mr. 
W.  E.  Goff. 

Mr.  Stooke  was  unanimously  re-elected  to  the  Presi- 
dency, Mr.  D.  U.  Still  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  R.  Feaver 
Clarke  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  following 
members  were  chosen  to  act  as  the  committee  :  Messrs. 
A.  F.  Corfe,  Maidstone;  W.  E.  Goff,  Dartford ;  A.  Gold- 
thorpe,  Plumstead ;  A.  W.  Hanson,  Sidcup ;  E.  Millhouse, 
Gravesend ;  W.  Stedman,  West  Mailing ;  R.  T.  Clarke, 
Gravesend;  and  W.  L.  Towers,  Chatham. 

Copies  of  the  addresses  of  several  candidates  for  the 
Council  election  were  placed  on  the  table  by  the  non. 
Secretary,  but  the  Association  did  not  pledge  itself  as  a 
body  in  favour  of  any  one,  leaving  the  members  to  take 
action  individually. 

The  Members  Afterwards  Dined  Together, 
with  a  number  of  friends,  in  the  hotel,  Mr.  Stooke  pre- 
siding and  Mr.  D.  U.  Still,  of  Woolwich  (Vice-President) 
and  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke  occupying  the  vice-chairs.  The 
Chairman  was  supported  on  the  right  by  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs, 
J. P.,  and  Mr.  F.  Harvey  (Kingston-on-Thames),  and  Mr. 
H.  S.  Pearmund  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Gower  (Tunbridge  Wells). 
On  the  left  were  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews  (West  Ham),  Mr. 
E.  Millhouse  (Gravesend),  Mr.  Evans  Penman  (Coroner 
for  Gravesend),  and  Mr.  R.  B.  Betty.  Amongst  others 
present  were  Mr.  W.  E.  Goff  (Dartford),  Mr.  A.  Gold- 
thorpe  (Plumstead),  Mr.  R.  T.  Clarke  (Gravesend),  M.T. 
A.  J.  Wing  (Woolwich),  and  Mr.  Westmoreland  (Chat- 
ham). After  a  very  good  dinner  and  the  toast  of  "The 
King,"  the  President  submitted  that  of  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society."  In  the  course  of  an  interesting 
speech  he  mentioned  that  as  an  assistant  he  happened  to 
be  in  London,  and  was  in  the  Gallery  of  the  House  of 
Commons  when  the  Pharmacy  Bill  of  1868  was  going 
through.  He  described,  to  the  amusement  of  the  audience, 
his  intense  antipathy  to  Mr.  Robert  Lowe,  who  proposed 
to  make  assistants  eligible  for  the  Modified  examination 
only  if  they  were  twenty-one  years  of  age.  That  provi- 
;  sion,  however,  was  not  enacted.    Mr.  Stooke  also  said  that 
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if  chemists  would  stick  together  as  well  as  the  match- 
girls  did  when  Mr.  Lowe's  match-tax  was  proposed  they 
would  soon  get  the  Pharmacy  Bill  through.  Mr.  Higcs 
was  entrusted  with  the  reply,  and,  speaking  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill,  expressed  the  opinion  that  without  Clause  7  it 
would  not  be  worth  having,  as  the  first  necessity  in  phar- 
maceutical reform  is  to  do  away  with  one-man  companies 
formed  by  persons  who  have  failed  to  prove  their  com- 
petence to  carry  on  the  business.  He  had  thought  that 
some  arrangement  might  be  come  to  whereby  the  clause 
might  not  affect  the  large  companies  whose  shares  are 
quoted  in  the  Stock  Exchange.  The  toast  of  "  Kindred 
Associations  "  was  given  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Betty,  who  made 
an  effective  speech  on  organisation,  taking  this  as  the 
characteristic  of  present-day  pharmacy,  and  who  felt  that 
something  should  be  done  whereby  the  whole  of  the  Asso- 
ciations of  the  country  should  be  utilised  for  some  effective 
propaganda.  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Pear- 
mtjnd  replied,  each  emphasising  the  great  good  that  local 
associations  have  done  in  making  chemists  better 
acquainted  with  each  other  and  promoting  good  fellow- 
ship. "The  Visitors"  were  toasted  at  the  invitation  of 
Mr.  A.  J.  Wing,  and  Mr.  F.  Harvey  and  Mr.  Gower 
each  briefly  replied.  Mr.  Higgs  gave  the  toast  of  the 
evening,  "  The  Local  Association,"  and  questioned  the 
wisdom  of  the  decision  not  to  select  Council  candidates 
for  support.  He  thought  that  one  of  the  duties  of  local 
associations.  Mr.  FeaVer  Clarke  in  his  reply  referred 
to  the  good  the  Association  has  accomplished  during  its 
brief  career.    The  gathering  adjourned  about  ten  o'clock. 


West  Ham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  Earlham 
Hall,  Forest  Gate,  on  April  14.  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews 
(President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  Mr. 
H.  Mitchell  (Vice-President).  Among  those  present  were 
Messrs.  Soper,  Johnson,  Barnes,  Forbes,  Eastman, 
Hender,  Savage,  Blades,  Hider,  Davies,  Evans,  Potter, 
Snelgrove  (West  Ham  Gas  Company),  Reed,  Weston, 
Maud,  Casselton,  Parker,  Lister,  Swan,  Brooks,  Meggott, 
and  Gwinn. 

The  feature  of  the  evening  was  a  demonstration  of 
The  Manufacture  of  Sulphuric  Acid 

by  Messrs.  R.  R.  Clapp  and  H.  G.  Lacell,  of  the  Standard 
Ammonia  Company.  First  a  very  able  paper  was  read 
by  Mr.  Clapp,  in  which  he  gave  the  history  of  the  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid,  tracing  it  back  to  the  time  of 
the  alchemists,  who  in  the  tenth  century  obtained  it  by 
the  distillation  of  green  vitriol  or  ferrous  sulphate.  The 
process  of  burning  sulphur  was  introduced  into  England 
about  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  first 
works  of  any  importance  in  England  were  erected  at  Rich- 
mond by  Dr.  Ward  in  1740.  He  employed  glass  retorts, 
and,  by  mixing  a  little  saltpetre  with  the  sulphur,  reduced 
the  price  of  sulphuric  acid  from  2s.  6d.  per  oz.  to 
2s.  per  lb.  Formerly  all  the  acid  was  made  in  this  way 
and  large  quantities  are  still  made  by  this  process,  though 
the  bulk  of  the  acid  sold  is  produced  by  the  roasting  of 
metallic  sulphides — principally  iron  sulphide.  Samples  of 
ferrous  sulphate,  native  sulphur,  and  iron  pyrites  were 
then  handed  round,  and  an  experimental  quantity  of  sul- 
phuric acid  was  made,  showing  the  exact  process  carried 
on  in  large  works.  At  the  close  of  the  experiment  a 
series  of  lantern-slides  of  the  plant  and  processes  were 
thrown  on  the  screen.  These  slides  were  also  the  work 
of  Mr.  Clapp.  Mr.  Lacell  then  described  the  properties 
of  sulphuric  acid,  illustrating  his  descriptions  by  various 
experiments.  Votes  of  thanks  brought  an  exceptionally 
interesting  evening  to  a  close. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  this 
Association  was  held  at  the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel  on 
April  20,  Mr.  Albert  Cooper  in  the  chair.  There  were 
about  a  dozen  members  present.  The  first  item  under  dis- 
cussion was  a  question  raised  on  the  minutes  by  Mr. 
Pentney  regarding  the 


Conduct  of  the  Chairman 

at  the  special  meeting  of  the  committee  on  March  23  (see 
C.  <£■  V.,  March  26,  page  491)  in  allowing  discussion  cn 
the  subject  of  running  candidates  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  election,  after  the  question  had  been  discussed  and 
in  the  temporary  absence  of  members.  Mr.  R.  H.  Jone* 
did  not  see  what  that  had  to  do  with  the  minutes,  but  Mr. 
Pentney  thought  it  had  everything  to  do  with  them,  and 
eventually  he  gave  notice  of  motion  to  be  brought  forward 
by  him  at  the  next  meeting.  He  (Mr.  Pentney)  desired 
to  state  that  he  was  quite  sure  the  Chairman's  conduct 
was  perfectly  honourable  in  the  matter  and  the  committee- 
doubtless  acted  in  a  perfectly  honest  manner. 

Shops  Bill. 

In  connection  with  Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Shops  Bill  the 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Betty)  said  he  had  received  a 
private  communication  from  Sir  Charles  Dilke.  acknow- 
ledging receipt  of  the  resolution  sent  him  on  behalf  of 
the  Association  (see  C.  <£.-  L).,  March  12,  Coloured  Supple- 
ment). Mr.  Kemp,  M.P.,  one  of  the  backers  of  the  Bill,, 
replied  that  he  would  give  the  committee's  arguments 
careful  consideration.  Mr.  H.  J.  Tennant,  M.P.,  another 
of  the  backers,  also  promised  consideration,  adding  tnab 
he  thought  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  having  the 
Bill  amended  in  the  direction  desired.  A  desultory  and 
complicated  discussion  then  took  place  regarding  the  Dilke- 
Bill  and  the  Shop-hours  Bill  promised  by  the  Government. 
The  Bills  were  obviously  confused  by  various  members  of 
the  committee,  and  eventually  it  was  agreed  to  withheld 
active  opposition  to  the  Government  Bill  until  its  pro- 
posals were  made  known. 

C.O.D. 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  committee  (C .  JL-  I)., 
postal  cash-cn-delivery  scheme,  brought  twenty-eight 
postal  cash-on-delivery  scheme,  brought  twenty-eight 
pages  of  type- written  foolscap  from  the  Postmaster- 
General.  Lord  Stanley  sent  copies  of  correspondence  he 
had  had  on  the  subject  with  the  National  Association  of 
Goldsmiths,  the  Grocers'  Federation,  and  the  Hull  National 
Chamber  of  Trade.  In  his  communication  he  mentioned 
particularly  the  objections  put  forward  that  the  system 
would  tend  to  increase  fraudulent  advertising.  Should 
fraudulent  advertising  increase,  he  wrote,  as  suggested, 
it  might  be  necessary  to  take  steps,  legislative  or  other,  to 
remedy  the  evil.  But  the  possibility  of  such  a  danger  did 
not  seem  to  be  sufficient  reason  for  refusing  to  adopt  a 
system  which  the  Postmaster-General  believes  would  con- 
duce greatly  to  the  public  convenience.  The  subject  is 
still  under  consideration,  however,  and  no  decision  has 
been  arrived  at.  In  connection  with  the  advertisements 
spoken  of,  Mr.  Betty  suggested  that  the  time  might  be 
opportune  to  endeavour  to  co-operate  with  the  General 
Medical  Council  regarding  the  suppression  of  quack  ad- 
vertisements, but  the  committee  were  against  any  action 
being  taken,  and  the  matter  dropped. 

Mr  Idris's  Address. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  intimated  that  the  estimate  for 
printing  1.000  copies  of  Mr.  Idris's  address  at  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  Association  was  Zl.  7>s.  The  matter  was  at 
present  in  abeyance,  however,  as  Mr.  Glyn- Jones,  who 
was  to  have  written  an  introduction  to  the  proposed 
pamphlet,  intimated  that  the  time  for  distribution  was 
not  quite  ripe.  In  view  of  the  probability  of  a  Pharmacy 
Bill  being  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords,  he  thought 
it  would  be  better  to  wait  until  the  Bill  appeared,  in  order 
that  he  might  incorporate  remarks  on  that  measure  in  the 
proposed  introduction.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Betty  and  Mr.  Glyn- Jones. 

P.A.T.A. 

Replies  from  various  manufacturers  of  proprietaries 
whose  goods  are  not  cn  the  P.A.T.A.  protected  list  were 
then  submitted  by  the  Hon.  Secretary.  Messrs.  J. 
Rorke  &  Co.  stated  that  they  had  not  yet  made  up  their 
minds  on  the  subject  of  price-protection,  Messrs.  John 
Pepper  &  Co.  (Limited)  replied  that  the  .directors  ot  the 
company  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  similar 
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replies  were  received  from  Pond's  Extract  (Limited),  Kay 
Brothers,  and  Towle's  Chlorodyne.  Messrs.  Steedman  & 
Co.  regretted  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  adopt  the 
P.A.T.A.  scheme.  The  proprietor  of  .John  Bond's 
Marking-ink  said  the  matter  could  not  apply  to  his  article, 
on  which  there  was  already  50  per  cent,  profit  to  the 
retailer.  Messrs.  Ashton  and  Parsons  (Limited)  said 
"Phosferine"  had  been  protected  for  a  long  time;  and 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  said  they  believed 
they  were  the  first  firm  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  help 
chemists  to  counteract  extreme  cutting  by  protecting  the 
prices  of  their  goods.  In  the  discussion  which  followed  it 
was  generally  agreed  that  so-called  protective  schemes 
initiated  by  proprietors  themselves  were  worse  than  use- 
less. The  only  effective  price-protection  was  secured  by 
the  P.A.T.A.  It  was  agreed  to  point  out  to  such  firms 
as  have  protective  schemes  of  their  own  the  futility  of 
their  efforts,  and  to  advise  them  to  go  into  the  P.A.T.A. 
fold. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  send  a  letter  of  congratu- 
lation to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  on  his  acquirement  of  so  unique 
a  legal  distinction. 


Chemical  Society. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Wednesday, 
April  20,  Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.,  presiding.  The 
minutes  were  read  by  Dr.  M.  O.  Foestee,  who  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  Junior  Secretary  for  the  first  time. 
After  this  and  other  formal  business  had  been  disposed 
of,  the  Peesident  announced  that  the  Council  proposed 
to  send  a  congratulatory  address  to  Sir  Henry  Roscce  on 
the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  his  graduation  as  Ph.D.  at  Heidelberg.  Dr.  A. 
Scott  then  read  two  papers.  In  the  first  he  showed  that 
hydrazine  hydrate  behaves  normally  when  heated,  dis- 
sociating above  100°  into  hydrazine  and  water,  and 
eventually  decomposing  into  nitrogen,  ammonia,  and 
water.  The  second  paper  dealt  with  the  atomic  weight 
of  carbon,  which  by  the  carbon  monoxide  and  oxygen 
method  he  finds  to  be  about  11.98.  The  atomic  weight 
of  rubidium  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  Hall,  of 
the  McGill  University,  who  put  it  at  85.484  by  reference 
to  those  of  silver,  bromine,  and  chlorine ;  and  as  the 
means  of  three  series  of  experiments  Professor 
Ostwald  remarked  on  the  close  agreement  (1  in  8.500) 
between  the  author's  results. 

Synthesis  of  Teepineol,  Dipentene,  and  Tebpix. 

This  paper,  the  publication  of  which,  as  the  President 
stated,  marks  an  epoch  in  the  chemistry  of  essential  oils, 
was  contributed  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Peekin,  jun.  The 
starting-point  in  the  synthesis  was  pentanetricarboxylic 
acid,  which  was  first  converted  into  ketotetrahydrobenzoie 
acid,  then  into  a  substituted  hydrotoluic  acid,  and  eventu- 
ally into  terpineol,  principally  by  the  use  of  the  mag- 
nesium alkyliodide  reaction.  From  this  both  dipentene 
and  terpin  hydrate  were  obtained  by  the  usual  methods. 
Dr.  Aemsxrong.  in  the  course  of  the  discussion,  pointed 
out  the  desirability  of  abandoning  the  name  "dipentene" 
for  "  limcnene,"  which  serves  to  recall  the  fact  that  the 
optically  active  form  of  dipentene  occurs  in  lemon  oil. 

Following  this  came  three  interesting  communications 
form  the  Wellcome  Chemical-research  Laboratories,  the 
first  being  cn 

A  Laevo-eotatory  Modification  of  Qtjercitol. 
By  F.  B.  Power  and  F.  Tutin. 
Quereitol,  C6H1203,  has  hitherto  only  been  found  in 
the  fruits  (acorns)'of  certain  species  of  Quercus,  in  which 
it  exists  as  a  dextro-rotatory  modification  (sp.  rot.  [a]  d  = 
+  24.16°).  The  laevo-rotatory  modification  described  by 
the  authors  was  obtained  from  the  leaves  of  Gymnema 
sylccstre,  Br.  (N.  O.  Asclepiadece,  indigenous  to  Central 
and  Southern  India.  Laevo-quercitol  is  a  colourless, 
crystalline  substance,  which,  when  crystallised  from 
water,  has  the  formula  C6H,,0i.H:,0,  melts  at  174  ,  and 
has  [a]  d  =  -73.9°.  It  loses  its  molecule  of  water  at  1101  ; 
the  dried  substance  separates  from  alcohol  in  the  anhy- 
drous state.    Penta-aeetyl-l-quercitcl,   C„H,  (O.C2H30)5, 


forms  needles  melting  at  124-125°,  and  having  [«]d  = 
-25.9°.  Penta-benzoyl-l-quercitol,  C6H;(O.C,H  0) „ 
from  a  mixture  of  alcohcl,  ethylacetate,  and  petroleum, 
j  forms  needles  containing  a  molecule  of  alcohol,  which, 
when  heated  slowly,  melt  at  148°,  and  has  [c]d  = 
—  79.1°  On  oxidation  with  sodium  hypobromite  and 
treating  the  resulting  product  with  phenyl-hydrazine 
there  was  obtainable  a  diketotrihydroxhexahvdro-benzerie 
dihydrazone,  C,H.(OHn(  :N.NH.CCH,)„  which  separates 
from  alcohol  in  yellow  needles,  melting  at  209°.  On 
oxidising  with  cold  permanganate,  malonic  acid  was  ob- 
tained, which  was  isolated  in  the  form  of  its  ethyl  ester, 
j  Laevo-quercitol  was  thus  shown  to  be  cne  of  the  eight 
I  possible  isomerides  of  pentahydroxyhexahydro-benzene, 
but  is  not  the  optical  antipode  of  the  previously  known 
dextro-rotatory  modification. 

The  second  of  the  papers  was  on  the  constituents  of  the 

Essential  Oil  of  the  Califoenian  Laurel, 
By  F.  B.  Power  and  F.  H.  Lees. 

This  laurel,  Umbellularia  califomica,  Nuttall,  is  a  hand- 
some evergreen  tree,  occurring  in  California  and  Oregon. 
It  is  also  known  as  "  Mountain  Laurel,"  "  Cajuput.  ' 
"Spice-tree,"  "California  Olive,"  "California  Bay-tree.'' 
and  "  Pepper-wood.  '  The  oil  was  partially  examined 
many  years  ago  by  Stillman.  who  obtained  from  it  two 
principal  fractions,  cne  boiling  at  167  168°.  which  was 
regarded  as  having  the  formula  C^H^.H^O,  and  the  other 
boiling  at  215-216°.  to  which  he  assigned  the  formula 
CsH,,0,  and  named  "  umbellol,"  but  without  determining 
its  chemical  characters.  It  has  been  shown  that  both  of 
these  fractions  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  substances.  The 
oil  examined  by  the  authors  was  specially  distilled  for 
them  in  California,  and  was  absolutely  authentic.  It  has 
a  pale  yellow  colour,  an  odour  which  is  at  first  agreeably 
I  aromatic,  but  when  more  strongly  inhaled  is  exceedingly 
irritating  to  the  mucous  membranes  of  the  nose  and  eyes, 
producing  a  flow  of  tears,  and  sometimes  violent  sneezing 
and  headache.  It  was  found  to  contain  no  nitrogen  or 
sulphur  compounds.  Jts  density  at  16°  C.  was  0.9483.  and 
its  optical  rotation  — 22°  in  a  100-mm.  tube.  It  was  com- 
pletely soluble  in  1.5  part  of  70-per-cent.  alcchcl.  Its 
constituents  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : 

(1)  A  very  small  amount  of  free  fatty  acids,  amongst  which 
formic  acid  was  identified.  (2)  Eugenol,  P7  per  cent.  (3) 
/-Pinene,  about  6  per  cent.     (4)  Cineol,  about  20  per  cent, 

(5)  Umbellulone,  C10B"i4O,  about  60  per  cent.  The  last-named 
i  is  a  new,  unsaturated,  cyclic  ketone,  which  has  a  somewhat 
'  mint-like  odour,  and  possesses  in  a  high  degree  the  peculiar 

pungency  of  the  original  oil.  It  boils  at  219-220°  (coir.),  lies  a 
density  of  09581  at  15°  C,  and  [an  =  ~y>°.  With  hydroxyl- 
amine  it  f orms  the  compound  C10H,3:N.OH(NH.OH),  and  wita 
semicarbozide  the  compound  ( \01K,  N  NH.CO.KF2  0F4O>  5>. 

(6)  Safrol,  in  very  small  amount.  (1)  Eugenol  methyl  etb.tr,, 
about  10  per  cent. 

The  last  paper  was  on  "  Some  Derivations  of  LTmbellu- 
lone,"  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Lees,  but  for  lack  of  time  it  was 
taken  as  read.  The  further  investigation  of  this  Very  in- 
teresting ketone  is  being  continued  by  Mr.  Lees.  A  large 
number  of  attractive  specimens  were  exhibited,  illustrating 
the  substances  obtained  in  these  investigations. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

The  last  meeting  of  this  Association,  on  April  13,  took  the 
form  of  a  visit  to  the  Newcraighall  Coal-pit.  belonging  to 
the  Niddrie  and  Benhar  Coal  Company.  The  members 
travelled  from  Waverley  Station,  Edinburgh,  by  the 
8.30  p.m.  train  to  Newhailes.  On  arrival  at  the  pit  they 
were  courteously  received  by  the  underground  manager, 
who  conducted  them  to  the  pit-head,  where  the  coal- 
hutches  were  seen  emerging  from  underground.  The 
shaft  descends  at  an  angle  of  75°  to  a  vertical  depth  of 
about  1,050  feet.  The  party  were  then  shown  the  very 
complete  mechanical  appliances,  and  the  machinery,  as  well 
as  the  engine  for  driving  the  huge  fan  by  which  the  work- 
ings are  supplied  with  fresh  air,  was  also  explair.ed.  They 
returned  to  town  by  the  10.20  train. 
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(From  ovr  Parliamentary  Representative.') 


National  Vaccine  Establishment. 

The  Civil  Service  Estimates  for  1904-5  provide  for  an 
expenditure  of  5,576?.  for  the  salaries  of  the  National 
Vaccine  Establishment  as  against  5,443?.  in  1903-4.  The 
sum  of  500?.  is  also  earmarked  for  the  purchase  of  tubes 
and  other  apparatus,  1,350?.  for  the  supply  of  calves, 
740?.  for  the  keep  of  calves,  240?.  for  veterinary  fees, 
250?.  for  incidental  expenses,  and  1,500?.  for  contin- 
gencies. 

False  Characters  Bill. 

This  measure,  introduced  by  Mr.  Skewes-Cox,  proposes 
to  amend  the  Act  32  Geo.  III.,  c.  56,  and  is  for  the 
better  prevention  of  giving  false  characters  to  servants. 
"Servant"  is  not  defined,  but  the  text  shows  that  the 
Bill  is  applicable  to  any  person  offering  his  services  for 
hire,- and  would  apply,  e.g.,  to  chemists'  assistants.  The 
penalty  for  making  false  representations  in  order  to  obtain 
a  situation  is  for  a  first  offence  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing three  months,  or  a  fine  of  20?. 

Weights  and  Measures  Bill. 

Bill  No.  6,  which  was  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons  on  February  5  by  Mr.  Bousfield,  supported  by 
Mr.  Parker  Smith  and  Sir  John  Brunner,  came  up  for 
second  reading  on  Friday,  April  15,  when  Mr.  Bousfield 
summarised  the  provisions  of  the  measure,  which  was 
referred  to  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March  19. 
Mr.  Bousfield.  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  spoke  about 
Clauses  10  and  16,  which  deal  with  the  re-verification  and 
re-stamping  of  weights,  measures,  and  weighing  and 
measuring  instruments,  Clause  16  requiring  that  these  shall 
be  re-verified  not  less  often  than  once  in  every  three  years, 
as  the  local  authority  may  require.  Clause  10  gives  the 
Board  of  Trade  power  to  make  general  regulations  in  re- 
spect to  this  matter.  Mr.  Bousfield  argued  in  justification 
of  this  proposal  that  weights,  measures,  and  weighing- 
instruments  get  worn.  Referring  to  Section  32,  which 
proposed  to  abolish  Troy  and  apothecaries'  weights  and 
replace  them  with  metric  weights,  Mr.  Bousfield  said  it 
was  not  vital,  and  he  would  abandon  it  if  it  were  con- 
demned by  the  judgment'of  the  House.  Sir  Albert  Rollit 
seconded  the  motion  for  the  second  reading,  and  heartily 
welcomed  the  provision  respecting  the  metric  system. 
This,  however,  was  condemned  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Robertson, 
who  moved  the  rejection  of  the  Bill.  He  was  followed 
by  Mr.  Gretton,  Mr.  Jesse  Collings,  Sir  J.  Dimsdale,  Sir 
George  Bart-ley,  Mr.  Spear,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Hope,  as  well 
as  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  G. 
Balfour),  who  pointed  out  that  Clause  16  would  impose  on 
traders  a  serious  obligation,  to  which  he  thought  the  House 
ought  not  to  consent.  Mr.  Balfour  also  objected  to  the 
partial  adoption  of  the  metric  system  proposed  by  the  Bill. 
This  point  of  the  measure  gave  rise  to  quaint  revelations. 
Thus,  Sir  F.  S.  Powell  opposed  any  attempt  to  impose  the 
metric  system,  and  Sir  Howard  Vincent  said  he  had  come 
down  to  support  the  Bill  because  it  proposed  the  adoption 
of  the  system;  while  Sir  Michael  Hicks-Beach  said  that 
Section  32  ought  never  to  have  found  place  in  such  a  Bill, 
for  although  there  may  be  some  theorists  who  wish  to 
establish  the  metric  system  in  this  country,  when  they 
come  to  apply  their  theories  they  find  a  mass  of  opposition 
that  will  make  the  scheme  impracticable.  Section  32  was 
therefore  withdrawn,  and  the  Bill  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Law. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  probability  of  further 
progress  being  made  with  the  Pharmacy  Bill  during  the 
present  Session.  The  second  reading,  which  was  put 
down  for  Monday  night,  has  now  been  further  postponed 
till  June  1,  when  the  Prorogation  will— or  should— be 
within  measurable  distance.  As  the  Session  proceeds  the 
piivileges  of  the  private  member  will  become  more  and 
moie  restricted,  so  that  the  chances  of  the  Bill  being 


heard  of  again  before  the  usual  "massacre  of  the  inno- 
cents "  at  the  close  of  the  Session  are  exceedingly  remote. 

The  Government  Measure. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  heard  of  the  Government  Bill 
which  has  been  promised  by  Mr.  Balfour,  but  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  it  will  be  introduced  in  the  House 
of  Lords  at  an  early  date. 

Plague-serum. 

In  reply  to  Sir  John  Rolleston,  who  asked  whether,  in 
view  of  the  results  of  serum-inoculation  for  plague  in 
India,  the  Secretary  for  the  Colonies  would  prohibit  the 
use  of  such  serum  in  Johannesburg,  Mr.  Lyttelton  stated 
that  he  was  not  prepared  to  interfere  with  the  local 
medical  authorities  in  the  matter. 

The  Budget. 

Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  as  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, introduced  his  first  Budget  on  Tuesday.  The 
year's  revenue  up  to  March  31  showed  a  deficit  of 
2,724,000?.,  and  the  estimates  for  the  current  year  indi- 
cate a  shortage  of  3,820.000?.  Mr.  Chamberlain  proposes 
to  meet  this  by  adding  Id.  in  the  pound  to  the  income- 
tax,  making  it  is.,  and  producing  2,000,000?.  more,  a 
similar  sum  also  being  obtained  by  adding  2c?.  per  lb.  to 
the  tea-duty,  raising  it  to  8d.  Another  550,000?.  is  to  be 
obtained  by  a  rearrangement  of  the  tobacco-duty ;  3d. 
per  lb.  is  to  be  added  to  imported  stripped  tobacco ;  6;?. 
per  lb.  is  added  to  the  duty  on  cigars,  and  Is.  on  foreign 
made  cigarettes.  The  moisture-limit  for  tobacco  is  to  be 
raised  to  32  per  cent.  The  necessary  resolutions  enforcing 
the  tea  and  tobacco  taxes  were  passed  by  the  House.

A  Logical  Adversary 

is  the  next  best  substitute  for  a 
cordial  supporter;  provided,  that  is,  that  you  have 
a  case  which  will  stand  the  test  of  logic.  Sir  Michael 
Hicks-Beach  would  have  been  a  valuable  catch  if  the 
Bristol  Chemists  had  succeeded  in  landing  him,  but 
the  ex-Minister,  who  is  rather  impulsive  for  an  old 
Parliamentary  hand,  shied  at  Clause  7  at  the  first 
glance,  and  could  not  be  brought  to  look  patiently 
at  it  again.  "  I  have  expressed  myself;  you  will  have  to 
modify  that  clause."  Perhaps  many  of  us  would  have 
acquired  that  tone  if  we  had  helped  to  rule  an  Empire  for 
a  while,  and  Black  Michael's  own  colleagues,  it  is  under- 
stood, were  not  in  the  habit  of  looking  his  way  when 
sweetness  and  light  were  wanted.  But  Sir  Michael  makes 
up,  to  some  extent  for  his  brusqueness  by  his  candid 
recognition  of  the  dilemma  in  which  his  advice  would 
place  the  Legislature.  There  is  no  reason,  he  says,  why  a 
company  or  its  directors  need  be  qualified,  so  long  as  they 
employ  a  man  who  is.  Then  are  companies  to  be  specially 
favoured?  "Certainly  not,"  replies  Sir  Michael;  "if  the 
law  does  not  allow  anyone  to  own  a  pharmacy,  let  the  law 
be  altered.  I  have  spoken."  That  policy  is  a  simple  and 
straightforward  one ;  it  involves 

The  Ruin  of  Pharmacy, 

no  doubt ;  but  what  does  that  signify, 
so  long  as  companies  are  not  inconvenienced  ?  It  is  of  course 
too  ridiculous  to  legally  establish  the  condition  that  any 
cheesemonger,  ironmonger,  or  member  of  Parliament  who 
wishes  to  invest  some  of  his  surplus  capital  in  a  pharmacy 
may  do  so  if  he  only  converts  himself  and  his  family  into 
a  company,  but  is  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty  if  he  does  this 
without  performing  that  perfectly  irrelevant  formality. 
There  are  at  present,  and  perhaps  always  will  be,  enough 
of  us  poor  examined  worms  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
these  beneficent  capitalists.  What  better  can  we  expect 
for  ourselves  ?  As  for  the  public,  we  are  repeatedly 
assured  that  they  are  going  to  be  just  as  well  off  even 
though  they  never  get  their  old-fashioned  family  chemist 
and  adviser  again.  Naturally  the  company  system  will 
not  stop  at  pharmacy.  It  is  gradually  swamping  all  trades, 
and  is  laying  its  rapacious  claws  on  the  professions  as 
well.  We  shall  soon  be  wiring  to  William  Whiteley 
(Limited)  to  send  us  a  fever-specialist  and  a  solicitor  to 
make  a  will.  We  shall  not  want  to  know  who  they  may 
be.  We  shall  simply  rely  on  William  Whiteley 's  (Limited) 
well-known  care  in  the  selection  of  his  staff.  And  logical 
Sir  Michael  sets  this  before  us  as  a  consummation  to  be 
desired. 

Apothecaries'  Weights 

were  threatened  with  disestablish- 
ment last  week  by  Mr.  Bousfield's  Weights  and  Measures 
Bill,  but  they  escaped  for  the  time,  partly  because  the 
proposer  of  the  Bill  suggested  that  they  should  be  offered 
as  a  preliminary  sacrifice  to  the  metric  fetish,  and  partly 
because  the  Government  were  naturally  anxious  to  avoid 
any  more  collision  with  existing  interests  than  was  neces- 
sary. The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  referring  to 
the  proposed  abolition  of  Troy  and  apothecaries'  weights, 
said  this  would  certainly  raise  the  opposition  of  those 
trades  which  were  specially  concerned  with  them.  It 
might ;  we  are  all  eager  to  find  grievances  and  to  tenderly 
cherish  them  when  found,  and  it  was  certainly  not  reason- 


able to  require  us  to  adopt  the  metric  system  before  it 
was  made  compulsory  all  round.  But  it  would,  I  think, 
puzzle  both  chemists  and  goldsmiths  to  discover  any  sub- 
stantial reason  or  any  real  necessity  for  retaining  either 
of  the  now  specially  exempted  systems.  With  regard  to 
the  latter  gentlemen,  I  am  of  course  glad  to  get  480 
grains  to  the  ounce  if  I  buy  my  silver  by  weight.  The 
Act  says  they  "may"  so  sell  it  to  me;  but  I  cannot  see 
why  they  should  struggle  for  the  privilege. 

Chemists  and  Medical  Men 

could  just  as  easily,  so  far  as  I 
can  see,  continue  to  prescribe  and  dispense  with  avoirdu- 
pois weights  as  with  apothecaries'  weights.  Measures,  it 
may  be  mentioned,  were  not  hit  at  in  Mr.  Bousfield's  Bill. 
The  antimetricians  need  have  no  objection  to  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  Troy  and  apothecaries'  weights  if  this  did  riot 
necessitate  the  adoption  of  the  gram.  In  medicine  the 
avoirdupois  grain  as  a  starting-point  is  good  enough.  It 
is,  in  fact,  our  own  familiar  grain,  so  there  is  no  difficulty 
with  that.  The  scruple  has  been  practically  abandoned, 
and  the  drachm  might  just  as  well  follow  it.  It  is  quite 
as  easy  and  clear  to  write  or  read  "  gr.  90"  or  "  gr.  xc." 
as  "  5iss."  When  the  apothecaries'  drachm  goes,  however,, 
the  worse  than  useless  avoirdupois  dram  must  go  tot>. 
Though  we  "may"  sell  drugs  by  the  apothecaries'  ounce 
by  retail,  we  do  not  want  to  do  so.  It  is  possible,  how- 
ever, that  in  dealing  with  expensive  drugs  we  are  some- 
times likely  to  forget  that  we  only  get  437^  grains  to  the 
ounce  when  we  buy  drugs,  but  reckon  out  the  selling-price 
per  grain  as  if  we  got  480  grains.  The  Board  of  Trade 
has  provided  no  standard  for  the  apothecaries'  pound,  but 
it  is,  I  believe,  none  the  less  a  legal  weight.  A  chemist 
would  be  justified  in  law,  I  suppose,  in  giving  5,760 
grains  of  linseed  meal  for  a  pound  instead  of  7,000  grains ; 
but  he  would  be  cheating  all  the  same  if  he  did  so. 

Historic  Associations 

do  not  of  themselves  justify  a  confusion 
in  weights  and  measures,  and  apothecaries'  weights  have'no 
particularly  interesting  history  of  their  own  to  give  them 
any  peculiar  claim  to  consideration.  Mr.  H.  J.  Chaney,  in 
"  Our  Weights  and  Measures,"  says  apothecaries'  weights 
and  measures  appear  to  have  had  a  Grecian  and  an  Arabic 
origin.  He  does  not  show  this  to  be  the  case  in  detail, 
and  I  suppose  he  is  only  alluding  to  the  drachm  or 
drachma.  The  development  and  divergence  of  the  several 
English  sets  of  weights,  though  unrecorded,  can  be  pretty 
well  pieced  together  from  various  old  statutes  and  ancient 
arithmetic-books.  The  first  definite  decree  relating  to 
weights  and  measures  was  made  by  Henry  III.  in  1266. 
He  ordered  that  an  English  penny,  called  "a  sterling," 
should  weigh  32  wheat  corns  or  grains  taken  from  the 
midst  of  the  ear.  Wheat-grains  and  barleycorns  had  been 
units  of  weight  and  measure  among  the  Saxons  as  well  as 
among  the  Romans.  When  Troy  weight  was  legally 
authorised  by  Henry  VIII.  in  1527  the  pennyweight  was 
only  24  grains,  as  it  is  still.  When  this  depreciation  of 
the  pennyweight  or  appreciation  of  the  grain  occurred  is 
not  known,  but  it  evidently  explains  our  varying  pounds. 
For  with  thirty-two  grains  to  the  pennyweight  the  Troy 
pound  would  have  weighed  7,680  grains ;  and  there  is 
abundant  evidence  that  the  old  avoirdupois  pound  also 
contained  7,680  grains.  In  old  arithmetic-books — as,  for 
instance,  the  "  Pathway  to  Knowledge"  (1596)  and  Jeake's 
"  Arithmetick  Surveighed  and  Reviewed"  (1674) — the  old 
avoirdupois  pound  "is  parted  into  16  ounces,  every  ounce 
into  8  dragmes,  every  dragme  into  3  scruples,  and  every 
scruple  into  20  grains."  Apothecaries'  weights  were  there- 
fore based  on  the  other  two  systems  :  the  shrunken  Troy 
pound  and  the  old  .avoirdupois  divisions  were  adopted.

Companies  and  Exemption  3. 

The  Stamps  Department  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
must  be  getting  weary  of  their  relies  of  the  eighteenth 
century  and  the  outcomes  of  the  wars  in  the  Low  Countries 
which  they  have  to  administer.  Also  they  have  every 
reason  to  deplore  that  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  was  allowed 
to  leave  gallant  little  Wales  to  seek  fame  and  fortune  in 
the  Metropolis ;  for  since  he  took  to  studying  Lord  John 
Cavendish's  1783  intentions,  and  his  own  rights  as  a 
chemist,  he  has  succeeded  in  illuminating  the  statutes  with 
something  more  than  the  farthing  dips  that  our  forefathers 
were  so  fond  of.  We  almost  venture  to  suggest  that  tho 
Revenue  Department  aforesaid  has  set  itself  to  "  get  even  " 
with  our  youngest  barrister-at-law,  who  succeeded  in  con- 
vincing a  Divisional  Court  of  the  King's  Bench  that  he 
was  right  and  the  Department  had  been  wrong  for  a  cen- 
tury; because  since  that  eventful  decision  of  April  24, 
1903,  the  Department  has  had  an  open  ear  to  every  com- 
plainant, and  has  found  gaps  in  the  fence  which  was  in 
1785  erected  for  the  purpose  of  giving  chemists  or  drug- 
gists, and  certain  other  qualified  persons,  privileges  which 
are  not  by  Act  of  Parliament  given  to  anybody  else.  The 
"astounding  concession"  by  which  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  granted  to  drug-store  keepers  who  are  not 
chemists  or  druggists,  in  the  light  of  the  law  of  the  pre- 
sent, the  same  privilege  as  those  who  are,  sufficed  to  make 
pharmaceutical  angels  weep.  It  is  now  followed  by  the 
equally  remarkable  official  declaration  that  limited  com- 
panies also  may  enjoy  the  privilege.  It  was  not  with 
malice  aforethought  that  we  gently  hinted  this  concession 
a  fortnight  since.  We  have  never  forgotten  that  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  informed  its  officers  in  July  last 
that  companies  could  not  enjoy  the  privilege  which  was 
won  for  personal  chemists  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones.  Our 
experience  of  the  Board's  decisions  has  been  that  until 
they  have  been  legally  shown  to  be  ultra  vires  they  stick 
to  them,  and  as  in  this  matter  of  exemptions  under  the 
1812  Act  the  decision  in  Smith  v.  Mason  is  against  giving 
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corporate  bodies  exemption,  it  was  beyond  comprehension 
how  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones  would  benefit  companies.  But 
we  had  not  reckoned  with  the  fact  that  the  Board  may 
assume  the  character  of  the  complacent  policeman  who 
turns  his  back  upon  some  inconvenient  illegality  to  watch 
a  trim  figure  that  trips  across  the  street.  To  quit  meta- 
phor, we  may  say  bluntly  that  the  Board  have  decided 
that  limited  companies  may  sell,  unstamped,  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies  with  dutiable  descrip- 
tions, provided  they  indicate  their  composition  on  the  label 
or  refer  thereon  to  the  formulas  according  to  which  they 
are  prepared.  The  Board  do  not  say  that  this  is  a  legal 
proceeding ;  simply,  that,  pending  fresh  legislation,  they 
will  not  take  action  against  companies  who  adhere  strictly 
to  the  conditions  laid  down  for  the  guidance  of  individual 
chemists.  This  statement  has  been  communicated  to  cer- 
tain companies,  but  it  was  made  with  the  full  circum- 
stance of  official  arrangement  to  a  deputation  represent- 
ing the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  and  the  Association  of 
Drug  Companies  which  waited  upon  representatives  of  the 
Board  quite  recently.  The  way  was  excellently  prepared 
by  an  eminent  firm  of  solicitors,  and  the  statement  just 
made  is  a  paraphrase  of  what  the  deputation  that  waited 
on  the  Board  gathered  from  the  conversation  which  took 
place ;  but  Sir  Henry  Primrose,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  afterwards  put  down  the  precise  conditions  in  the 
following  letter  : 

Board  Room,  Inland  Revenue.  Somerset  House, 
17  March,  1904. 

Drug  Companies  Association;  Medicine  Stamp-duty. 

Dear  Sirs, — Since  the  interview  with  the  deputation  on 
Tuesday,  it  has  occurred  to  me  that,  in  speaking  of  the 
maintenance  of  the  present  "status  quo"  for  a  further 
period,  so  as  to  allow  for  time  for  further  investigation 
and  discussion  of  the  position  of  drug  companies,  I  ex- 
pressed myself  in  a  way  which  did  not  accurately  convey 
my  meaning,  and  which  therefore  might  give  rise  to  mis- 
understanding. I  forgot  for  the  moment  that  the  "status 
quo  "  rests  on  a  suspension  until  31st  inst.  for  all  parties 
of  the  new  regulation  as  regards  "approved"  remedies. 
To  continue  this  for  a  further  period  would  be  to~  go 
beyond  the  necessities  of  the  particular  question  which 
remains  open,  and  which  concerns  the  drug  companies 
alone.  Moreover,  it  would  widen  the  field  of  controversy 
needlessly,  and  make  consideration  of  the  matter  in  a 
deliberate  manner  more  difficult.  It  was  therefore  not  in 
my  mind  on  Tuesday  to  proceed  in  that  way,  but  merely 
to  undertake  that  for  such  period  or  periods  as  may  be 
found  necessary  for  arriving  at  a  final  solution,  the  Board 
would  defend  any  action  founded  on  the  distinction  which 
the  law  seems  to  them  to  draw  between  drug  companies 
and  other  vendors  of  drugs. 

Such  an  arrangement  would  seem  to  meet  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  position  that  we  were  discussing  on  Tuesday, 
and  I  feel  confident  that  it  will  commend  itself  to  the 
Association.  Yours  faithfully,

As  no  General  Order  has  been  issued,  we  are  not  in  the 
position  of  saying  that  firms  will  not  be  proceeded  against 
for  doing  what  registered  chemists  may  lawfully  do,  and 
certain  limited  companies  may  do  by  virtue  of  Somerset 
House  complacency;  but  we  have  considerable  faith  in 
that  complacency,  and  suggest  that  wholesale  houses  may 
safely  shelter  themselves  behind  Sir  Henry  Primrose's 
fetter. 


Medicines  for  Poorhouses. 

The  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  Scotland  to  inquire  into 
the  system  of  poor-law  medical  relief  was  presented  to 


Parliament  this  week.  It  appears  from  a  special  return 
called  for  by  the  Committee  that  in  527  parishes  the 
medical  officer  supplies  medicines  and  medical  appliances 
to  the  outdoor  poor  under  some  form  of  agreement  with 
the  Parish  Council.  In  137  parishes  the  salary  covers  any 
medicines  and  medical  appliances  medical  officers  may 
supply ;  in  55  parishes  the  salary  covers  medicines,  but  not 
medical  appliances ;  in  105  parishes  the  officers  are  paid  a 
fixed  annual  sum  for  medicines  and  medical  appliances;  in 
41  parishes  they  are  paid  a  fixed  annual  sum  for  medicines, 
but  render  accounts  for  any  medical  appliances ;  and  in 
189  parishes  they  render  an  account  for  both  medicines 
and  medical  appliances.  In  303  parishes,  medicines,  &c, 
are  supplied  by  chemists,  and  accounts  are  rendered  there- 
for. In  31  parishes  the  Parish  Councils  have  contracted 
with  druggists  for  the  supply  of  medicines,  &c.  The 
following  are  the  chief  forms  of  contract,  as  stated  in  the 
returns  : 

1.  A  percentage  off  the  retail  prices ;  the  percentages 
varying  from  5  to  55  per  cent.  This  appears  to  be  the 
most  popular  form  of  contract. 

2.  A  fixed  annual  sum  for  the  supply  of  any  medicines 
that  may  be  required.  As  a  rule  medical  appliances  are 
not  included  in  the  contract,  but  are  specially  charged  for 
when  supplied. 

3.  A  fixed  rate  per  annum  for  each  pauper  on  the  roll 
whether  requiring  medicines  or  not.  As  a  rule  medical 
appliances  are  not  included  in  the  contract. 

4.  A  fixed  charge  per  prescription — medical  appliances 
being  charged  for  separately. 

5.  Schedule  of  medicines  and  the  more  common  medical 
appliances  are  issued  to  wholesale  druggists,  &c,  who 
quote  prices  for  which  they  will  supply  the  quantities 
stated  in  the  schedules. 

6.  Retail  druggists  submit  the  price-list  of  a  wholesale 
firm  or  firms,  and  state  for  what  sum  or  sums,  or  per- 
centage over  and  above  the  prices  contained  in  the  price- 
list,  they  will  dispense  medicines  to  the  outdoor  poor. 

7.  A  price-list  is  drawn  up  by  the  Parish  Council  with 
the  assistance  of  a  pharmaceutist,  and  druggists  are  invited 
to  supply  medicines  to  the  outdoor  poor  in  terms  of  the 
price-list.  The  medicines,  &c,  for  the  indoor  poor  are 
supplied  by  a  firm  of  wholesale  druggists,  who  allow  a 
percentage  off  their  wholesale  price-lists. 

In  the  parishes  of  Glasgow  and  Govan  the  Parish 
Councils  have  equipped  and  maintain  dispensaries  for 
supplying  their  outdoor  poor  with  medicines  and  medical 
appliances  instead  of  sending  the  prescriptions  to  a  retail 
druggist  to  be  dispensed.  Some  poorhouses  have  a  resi- 
dent dispenser;  in  others  a  druggist  attends  at  stated 
intervals  and  dispenses-  any  medicines  that  may  be  re- 
quired. The  most  common  practice  appears  to  be  to  keep 
a  small  stock  of  medicines,  which  are  dispensed  by  the 
medical  officer.  In  other  poorhouses  (mostly  small)  the 
medical  officer's  prescriptions  are  dispensed  by  a  druggist 
in  his  own  shop. 

Commenting  on  the  above  methods  of  dispensing  and 
supplying  medicines,  the  Committee  point  out  that  Sec- 
tion 66  of  the  Poor-law  Act  of  1845  provides  that  regula- 
tions for  the  proper  and  sufficient  dispensing  and  supplying 
of  medicines  in  poorhouses  shall  be  drawn  up  by  local 
bodies  and  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
approval.  No  regulations  in  terms  of  this  section  appear 
to  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board.  On  July  16,  1900, 
the  Local  Government  Board  suggested  to  House  Com- 
mittees the  adoption  of  certain  regulations  in  connection 
with  the  issue  of  medicines,  owing  to  "  certain  cases  having 
recently  occurred  in  which  inmates  of  poorhouses  have 
inadvertently  drunk  poisonous  preparations  intended  for 
external  use."  The  Committee  recommend  the  incorpora- 
tion in  the  poorhouse  rules  of  these  regulations,  together 
with  a  few  further  simple  details  defining  generally  the 
duties  of  the  House  Committee,  the  medical  officer,  and 
the  trained  nurses  in  regard  to  the  supply  and  issue  of 
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medicines.  The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  in 
these  particulars  are  given  in  detail,  but  briefly  stated 
they  are  that,  as  far  as  possible,  medicines  and  medical 
appliances  shall  be  obtained  under  contract  at  scheduled 
prices ;  that  the  medical  officer  shall  be  entrusted  with  the 
duty  of  ordering  medicines  and  medical  appliances  in  terms 
of  arrangements  which  may  be  made  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee;  that  the  medical  officer  shall  take  charge  of  the 
stock  of  medicines  when  kept  in  the  poorhouse,  and  keep 
an  account  .of  the  consumption  and  disposal  of  the  same ; 
that  special  precautions  shall  be  taken  with  poisons ;  that 
medicines  issued  for  use  shall  be  kept  by  the  trained 
nurses,  and  under  lock  and  key;  and  that  the  medicines 
shall  be  brought  to  the  patients  at  such  times  as  are 
directed  by  the  medical  officer.  The  most  convenient 
practice  in  the  majority  of  poorhouses  will,  the  Com- 
mittee think,  be  for  the  medical  officer  to  continue  to 
dispense  the  medicines.  In  the  larger  houses,  especially 
where  the  medical  officers  would  not  have  sufficient  time  to 
enable  them  to  attend  to  this  branch  of  work,  House  Com- 
mittees should  endeavour  to  arrange  that  a  chemist  should 
attend  the  poorhouse  at  stated  hours  for  the  purpose  of 
dispensing  any  medicines  that  may  be  required.  In  the 
largest  houses  a  resident  dispenser  or  dispensers  should  be 
engaged.  The  Committee  accordingly  recommend  that  the 
Local  Government  Board  should  consider  to  what  poor- 
houses  a  visiting  or  resident  dispenser,  as  the  case  may  be, 
should  be  appointed. 

The  practice  of  fixing  a  medical  officer's  salary  to  cover 
the  cost  of  any  medicines  supplied  by  him,  or  of  paying  a 
fixed  sum  annually  either  to  a  medical  officer  or  to  a 
chemist  for  medicines  and  medical  appliances,  the  Com- 
mittee regard  as  particularly  objectionable.  The  Com- 
mittee further  recommend  that,  as  far  as  possible,  medi- 
cines and  medical  appliances  shall  be  obtained  from 
druggists  on  terms  of  the  conditions  approved  by  the 
Secretary  for  Scotland  on  June  10,  1890.  They  also 
recommend  that  in  some  parishes  depots  for  medicines 
should  be  established  in  outlying  districts.  In  these  a 
small  stock  of  the  more  common  drugs  would  be  kept. 
This,  it  is  urged,  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  the 
medical  officer  when  he  visited  the  district,  as  well  as  to 
the  poor.  It  is  suggested  that  school  premises  might  pos- 
sibly be  made  available  for  this  purpose. 


The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  Government  Pharmacy 
Bill  will  be  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  next  week, 
but  its  introduction  will  depend  not  only  upon  the  course 
of  public  business,  but  upon  the  conference  between  the 
representatives  of  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council.  So  far  nothing  has  been  definitely  arranged 
between  these  bodies.  In  the  meantime  a  petition  has 
been  lodged  with  the  Privy  Council  against  the  curriculum 
clause  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  and  another  petition  of  a  like  nature  is  being 
promoted  with  the  view  to  securing  the  recognition  of 
existing  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the  event  of  the  clause 
being  enacted. 

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

In  response  to  the  suggestions  that  have  reached  us,  a 
meeting  of  chemist-opticians  will  be  held  at  the  Holborn 
Viaduct  Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  on  Monday,  April  25,  at 
3  p.m.    The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  agenda  : — ■ 

To  elect  a  chairman  of  the  meeting.  To  submit  the 
following  motion:  "That  a  Society  of  Chemist-opticians 
be  formed  and  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  the 


objects  and  rules  of  the  Society."  To  elect  a  committee 
including  chairman,  treasurer  and  secretary.  To  receive 
names  of  chemists  who  are  willing  to  support  the  move- 
ment. To  receive  suggestions  as  to  the  (a)  title,  (6)  objects, 
and  (c)  work  of  the  Society. 

Those  chemist-opticians  who  are  not  able  to  be  present  are 
invited  to  send  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of  the 
committee.  Letters  may  be  addressed  to  "  Chemist- 
Optician,"  c/o  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 

The  sale  of  this  article  continues  to  be  considerably 
interfered  with  in  wholesale  circles  owing  to  the  recent 
prosecutions,  and  under  present  conditions  it  is  difficult 
to  know  where  a  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  to  come  from. 
Since  we  last  referred  to  the  matter  a  further  conference 
has  taken  place  between  the  brokers,  dealers,  and  whole- 
salers, but  we  understand  that  no  settlement  has  been 
arrived  at.  The  brokers  and  dealers  still  maintain  their 
former  position — i.e.,  they  will  give  an  analysis  certificate 
stating  the  percentage  of  acid  tartrate  of  potassium,  and 
any  claim  must  be  made  within  the  "prompt,"  which  is 
fourteen  days.  Wholesalers,  however,  wish  to  place  upon 
dealers  or  brokers  full  and  lasting  responsibility,  and  this 
they  are  not  inclined  to  accept.  At  present,  therefore, 
trade  with  retail  grocers  is  practically  at  a  standstill,  many 
grocers  declining  to  sell.  In  consequence  people  are  going 
to  chemists  for  the  article,  and  the  stores  especially  are 
doing  a  large  trade  in  a  cream  of  tartar  guaranteed  to  be 
free  from  lead,  which  costs  considerably  more  than  the 
ordinary  commercial  cream  of  tartar.  We  must  say,  how- 
ever, in  face  of  all  the  evidence  which  has  been  submitted 
to  us,  that  absolute  freedom  from  metallic  contamination 
has  not  been  attained  commercially.  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  sends  us  a  pertinent  note  on  the  subject 
this  week,  and  Mr.  Bennett's  paper  of  last  week  was  an 
excellent  demonstration  of  the  analytical  difficulties  which 
stand  in  the  way  of  preventing  any  analyst  pronouncing  a 
sample  to  be  lead-free  or  lead-laden.  The  terms  are  as 
much  relative  as  they  are  precise,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
tartar  is  not  B.P.  article,  "Purified  cream  of  tartar" 
tartar  is  not  a  P.  &  P.  article,  "  Purifier  cream  of  tartar" 
being  the  drug  described  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
This  may  give  some  relief  to  congested  business  if  it  is 
recognised,  but,  as  it  happens,  the  plea  failed  in  another 
court  some  weeks  ago. 

The  New  Elements. 

Sir  William  Ramsay  contributed  a  note  to  "Nature" 
of  April  14,  correcting  statements  made  in  his  previous 
letter  regarding  the  new  mineral  from  Ceylon.  He  has 
modified  the  statement  that  it  contains  an  insignificant 
amount  of  thorium,  and  says  : 

On  re-determining  the  equivalent  of  the  crude  oxalate, 
prepared  after  the  yttrium  metals  had  been  separated  by 
treatment  with  potassium  sulphate,  it  has  come  out  higher 
than  1  expected;  indeed,  assuming  the  metal  present  to 
be  tetrad,  its  atomic  weight  is  even  higher  than  that  of 
thorium— about  240,  as  the  mean  of  two  closely  concordant 
determinations.  The  lower  equivalents  mentioned  in  the 
previous  letter  were  determined  as  fractions  of  the  double 
potassium  sulphate  prepared  on  a  large  scale.  This  high 
atomic  weight  points  to  the  presence  of  unknown  elements 
of  higher  atomic  weight  than  thorium;  indeed,  the  mineral 
appears  to  be  of  a  very  complex  composition.  It  may  be 
incidentally  remarked  that  the  crude  oxalate  mentioned 
above  must  have  contained  all  the  cerium  group,  and  if  any 
considerable  proportion  of  the  elements  of  this  group  is 
present,  the  amount  of  the  element  with  higher  atomic 
weight  than  that  of  thorium  would  have  to  be  proportion- 
ately increased.  The  high  radio-activity  would  point  to  the 
presence  of  the  elements  obtained  from  thorium  residues 
mentioned  by  Professor  Baskerville,  which  he  states  to  be 
radio-active. 

Dr.  T.  A.  Henry,  of  the  Scientific  and  Technical 
Department  of  the   Imperial   Institute,   also  writes  to 
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"  Nature"  in  regard  to  the  mineral,  pointing  out  that  the 
solubility  of  the  oxalate  in  excess  of  a  solution  of 
ammonium  oxalate  does  not  exclude  the  presence  of 
thorium  or  metals  of  the  cerium  group.  He  also  states 
that  the  solubility  in  ammonium  oxalate  of  the  oxalate 
obtained  from  the  mineral  had  been  observed  in  the 
Imperial  Institute  before  the  fact  was  stated  by  Sir 
William  Ramsay. 

Irish  Apothecaries. 

Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  has  raised  a  very  fine  point  in 
regard  to  the  terms  applied  to  apothecaries  in  the  Irish 
Pharmacy  Acts.  Section  3  of  the  1875  Act  defines  the 
term  "licentiate  of  Apothecaries'  Hall"  to  mean  a  person 
who  holds  a  certificate  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  1791,  and  throughout  the  Pharmacy  Act  the  term 
"licentiate  of  Apothecaries'  Hall"  is  used  where  it  is 
necessary;  but  in  the  1890  Amendment  Act  the  term 
used  is  "  licentiate  apothecary."  There  would  there- 
fore appear  to  be  a  difference,  and  that  "licentiate 
apothecary "  in  the  latter  Act  might  be  held  to  include 
any  apothecary.  Dr.  McWalter  restricts  the  meaning  to 
persons  who  are  registrable  under  the  Medical  Act,  1858, 
but  we  see  no  reason  why  this  limitation  should  be  intro- 
duced. At  all  events,  the  stumbling-block  to  his  sugges- 
tion is  Section  23  of  the  1890  Act,  which  says  :  "This 
Act  and  the  principal  Act  should  be  read  together  and 
construed  as  one  Act."  There  should  be  no  difficulty  in 
proving  that  the  only  reasonable  construction  that  can  be 
put  upon  "licentiate  apothecary"  is  a  person  defined  by 
Section  3  of  the  1875  Act.  Dr.  McWalter  also  deals 
with  the  powers  of  the  modern  London  apothecary  and 
the  Dublin  apothecary,  and  remarks  that  the  London  one 
may  practise  in  Dublin  or  vice  versa.  This  is  quite  true, 
but  for  the  reason  that  each  of  them  is  a  fully  qualified 
medical  practitioner,  and  therefore  registered  for  practice 
in  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom ;  but  if  the  Apothe- 
caries' Society  of  London  were  to  grant  its  licence  to 
practise  as  an  apothecary  (the  examination  being  minus 
the  special  subjects  required  under  the  Medical  Acts  for 
registration  as  a  medical  practitioner),  the  person  holding 
this  licence  and  no  other  would  not  be  entitled  to  prac- 
tise in  Ireland  either  as  an  apothecary  or  as  a  medical 
practitioner.  As  already  stated,  those  holding  the  full 
qualification  granted  under  the  Apothecaries  Act  Amend- 
ment Act,  1874,  cannot  practise  in  Ireland  solely  as  apothe- 
caries, but  as  medical  practitioners ;  which  is  a  good 
example  of  the  greater  not  including  the  less.  The 
decision  by  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council,  reported 
last  week,  appears  to  us  to  be  quite  sound  on  the  facts 
stated ;  but  if  Mr.  Moore,  the  applicant,  has,  since  his 
apprenticeship  with  his  father,  served  for  four  years  as 
an  assistant  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  a  chemist 
and  druggist,  or  a  registered  druggist,  he  is  entitled  to 
enter  for  the  Registered  Druggists'  examination  on  prov- 
ing the  fact. 


St.  Xouts  iSybilntion. 


THE  Universal  Exhibition  which  is  to  commemorate  the 
centenary  of  the  purchase  of  the  Louisiana  territory 
by  the  United  States  of  America  from  the  French  nation 
will  be  opened  at  St.  Louis  on  Saturday,  April  30.  ihe 
Exhibition  has  not  called  forth  the  keen  interest  which 
was  taken  in  the  Columbian  Exhibition  held  at  Chicago 
in  1893,  perhaps  because  since  then  the  more  recent  Paris 
Exhibition  convinced  business  houses  and  manufacturers 
that  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  do  better 
than  was  done  there.  Nevertheless,  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion appointed  by  King  Edward  VII.  have  prepared  for 


St.  Louis  a  series  of  exhibits  which  far  exceed  in  number 
and  quality  anything  that  has  ever  been  sent  from  this 
country  before  to  an  international  exhibition.  The  official 
catalogue,  which  is  now  in  the  press,  and  for  an  advance 
copy  of  which  we  are  indebted  to  Colonel  C.  M.  Watson, 
C.B.,  C.M.G.,  R.E.,  Secretary  to  the  Royal  Commission, 
is  the  bulkiest  and  most  interesting  that  has  come  under 
our  notice.

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Trade  Law. 

Workmen's  Compensation. — In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on 
Thursday,  April  14,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords 
Justices  Romer  and  Mathew  had  before  them  the  case  of 
King  v.  Stafford  Allen  &  Co.  (Limited),  which  was  an 
appeal  by  respondents  from  an  award  of  the  County  Court 
Judge  at  Shoreditch  made  in  favour  of  a  workman  named 
King,  who  had  claimed  compensation  for  injuries  under 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  20, 
page  309).  It  will  be  remembered  that  King  had  bad 
eyesight,  and  was  employed  by  the  appellants  as  a  packer 
along  with  others.  A  fellow-workman,  it  was  alleged,  acci- 
dentally stepped  on  a  hoop,  which  struck  King  on  the 
face.  King  attributed  the  loss  of  his  eyesight  to  this,  but 
this  was  denied  by  appellants.  The  question  for  the  Court 
was  whether  the  accident  arose  from  the  employment,  seeing 
that  "skylarking"  was  alleged.  After  hearing  counsel, 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  the  appeal  failed.  It  was 
clear  the  County  Court  Judge  had  found  as  a  fact  that 
the  accident  had  not  arisen  out  of  "  skylarking  "  amongst 
employes.  The  only  inference  to  be  drawn  therefore  was 
that  the  accident  arose  out  of  the  employment.  Lords 
Justices  Romer  and  Mathew  concurred,  and  the  appeal 
was  dismissed. 

The  same  Court  on  the  previous  day  had  before  it  an 
appeal  by  the  Frame  Food  Company  (Limited)  from  a  decision 
of  the  County  Court  Judge  at  Wandsworth,  sitting  as  arbi- 
trator under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1897.  Com- 
pensation at  the  rate  of  12s.  bd.  per  week  was  awarded  to 
a  workman  named  Currell  for  injuries  sustained  by  an 
accident  when  in  the  employment  of  appellants.  The  sum 
represented  half  his  average  weekly  earnings  and  was  the 
maximum  allowed  by  statute.  The  accident  happened  on 
July  30,  1900,  and  payments  were  continued  under  the 
award  till  December  4,  1903,  when  an  application  was 
made  to  the  learned  County  Court  Judge  to  review  the 
award  and  diminish  the  compensation,  the  contention  of 
the  applicants  being  that  the  workman  was  then  earning 
15s.  a  week.  Currell,  in  opposing  this  application,  put  in 
particulars  showing  that  he  was  earning  only  12s.  a  week, 
but  that  in  addition  he  was  allowed  3s.  weekly  for  travel- 
ling expenses.  The  application  of  the  company  was  dis- 
missed by  the  County  Court  Judge,  hence  the  present 
appeal,  which  the  Court  now  dismissed  because  there  was 
nothing  to  show  that  the  County  Court  Judge  had  not 
taken  into  account  the  earnings  of  the  workman  at  the 
date  of  the  application  to  review  the  award. 


High  Court  Cases. 

An  Analytical  Chemist's  Fees. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Friday  last,  Mr.  Justice 
Channell  heard  a  case  in  which  Mr.  John  C.  Butterfield, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  London,  sought  to  recover  264/1.  17s.  2d., 
with  costs,  for  professional  services  rendered  to  Mr.  John 
Hay  in  connection  with  the  formation  of  a  company  which 
was  to  deal  with  the  peat  taken  from  bogs  in  Ireland  for 
the  purpose  of  peat  fuel  and  peat-moss  litter.  Dr.  Boverton 
Redwood  had  recommended  plaintiff  for  the  work,  and 
defendant  entered  into  an  agreement  with  him,  but  con- 
sidered that  part  at  least  of  the  expense  was  on  behalf  of 
the  company ;  hence  the  litigation.  In  the  result  Mr. 
Butterfield  obtained  the  verdict,  with  costs. 

Hall  v.  Hall. 

Mr.  Justice  Barnes,  sitting  in  the  Divorce  Court  on 
Monday,  April  18,  granted  a  decree  nisi  to  Mrs.  Ann  Hall, 
the  wife  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Hall,  the  originator  of  Hall's  wine. 
From  a  statement  made  by  Mr.  Deane,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of 
the  petitioner,  it  appeared  that  the  parties  were  married  on 
May  21,  1884,  and  five  children  were  born  of  the  marriage. 
In  1892  the  respondent  took  his  wife  and  children  to 
Geneva  to  live.  He  visited  them  occasionally,  and  the 
children  also  visited  him  at  his  London  chambers.  Mrs. 
Hall  and  the  children  also  lived  in  Florence  and  Hamburg, 
but  respondent  would  not  allow  them  to  live  in  England. 
In  1900  a  separation  was  agreed  upon,  the  respondent  pay- 
ing Mrs.  Hall  700/.  a  year,  increasing  to  1,000/.  Subse- 
quently she  ascertained  that  respondent  had  lived  with  a 
woman  as  Mrs.  Hall  who  had  a  daughter  by  him,  and  she 
filed  the  petition.    The  respondent  entered  no  defence  and 


the  rule  nisi  was  granted,  with  costs  and  custody  of  the 
children. 

Saccharin  Patents. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Tuesday,  April  19,  a  motion) 
for  judgment  in  the  case  of  the  Saccharin  Corporation  v. 
Stanger  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Farwell.  The  application, 
which  arose  in  default  of,  defence,  was  in  connection  with 
an  action  for  an  injunction  against  A.  A.  Stanger.  of 
Blackpool,  Lancashire.  His  Lordship  asked  Mr.  Colefax 
(who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs)  how  many  patents  he 
had  in  the  case.  Counsel  said  he  had  seven,  and  the 
minutes  of  judgment  asked  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  manufacturing,  selling,  cr 
offering  for  sale,  or  using  saccharin  manufactured  accord- 
ing to  the  manner  described  in  the  specification,  and  from 
infringing  the  rights  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  patents,  and 
also  an  inquiry  as  to  damages,  and  for  the  usual  certificate. 
His  Lordship  granted  the  application. 

Mr.  Colefax  made  a  similar  application  for  an  injunc- 
tion against  Shelkea  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool.  There  was  no 
defence,  he  said,  and  the  same  patents  applied  as  in  the 
previous  case.  His  Lordship  granted  the  relief  asked  for 
in  this  case  also. 

Sale  or  Return. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  cf 
Justice  on  Monday,  April  18,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice, 
Mr.  Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy  heard  an 
appeal,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  case  of  the 
Liebig  Medicated  Wine  Company  v.  Stanton,  from  Judge 
Wightman  Wood  at  the  Grantham  County  Court.  The 
j  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  to  recover  from  the 
'  defendant,  a  grocer  at  Grantham,  26/.  odd  for  medicated 
wine.  The  contention  of  the  plaintiffs  was  that  the- 
goods  were  sold  absolutely,  and  that  of  the  defendant 
that  they  were  sent  cn  "  sale  or  return."  The  jury 
found  that  the  goods  were  sent  cn  the  condition  that 
defendant  should  have  twelve  months  "in  which  to  sell 
them.  Mr.  Scott  Fox,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  appellants, 
contended  that  the  County  Court  Judge  had  wrongly 
admitted  evidence  to  vary  a  written  contract,  and  that 
upon  the  findings  of  the  jury  judgment  ought  to  have 
been  entered  for  his  clients  instead  of  for  the  defendant. 
After  some  discussion,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  the  real 
question  had  never  been  left  to  the  jury.  It  seemed  to 
him  the  County  Court  Judge  should  have  left  to  the  jury 
whether  the  document  produced  was  written  out  to  em- 
body the  terms  of  the  contract  or  merely  to  indicate  the 
goods  that  were  to  be  the  subject  of  the  contract.  The 
question  of  whether  the  defendant  received  the  goods 
with  notice  that  they  were  sold  seemed  not  to  have  been 
j  left  to  the  jury  at  all.  In  his  opinion  the  trial  of  the 
case  had  not  been  satisfactory,  and  there  must  be  a  new 
trial,  the  costs  of  the  appeal  and  the  new  trial  to  abid.i 
the  event.  On  the  application  of  the  parties  it  was 
ordered  that  the  new  trial  should  take  place  at  the 
Nottingham  County  Court. 

Company  Dentists. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division,  Dublin,  on  April  19,  Mr. 
Dunne  applied,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Sidney  George  Roswell', 
to  make  absolute  a  conditional  order  for  mandamus  direc- 
ing  the  Registrar  of  Joint-stock  Companies  to  register  the 
company  entitled  "  S.  G.  Roswell,  Dentists  (Limited)."' 
The  applicant  is  a  dentist  in  Clonmel,  and  his  business  had 
been  formed  into  a  joint-stock  company,  but  the  Registrar 
had  put  off  the  registration  of  the  company  owing 
apparently  to  some  recent  legal  decisions. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Samuels  opposed  the  application,  on  behalf 
of  the  Irish  Branch  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  on 
the  ground  that  under  the  Dental  Act  of  1878  no  person, 
unless  fully  qualified,  was  entitled  to  use  the  name  "den- 
tist," and  that  what  Mr.  Roswell  could  not  do  as  an- 
individual  he  could  not  do  after  forming  his  business  into 
a  company. 

On  April  20  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  delivered  judgment, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  said  :— The  use  of  a  name— the- 

j  constitution  of  a  company  under  such  name — involves  a. 
false  representation  made  for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  the 
public,  and  it  is  not  a  lawful  purpose  within  the  meaning 

!  of  the  Act  of  1862;  and  even  had  there  net  been  an  express 
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section  limiting  the  purpose  for  which  a  company  may  be 
formed  to  a  lawful  purpose,  and  the  apprehension  would 
be  that  they  had  no  right  to  form  a  company  for  an  un- 
lawful purpose.  In  the  first  place  I  have  a  word  to  say 
about  the  Dentists  Act  of  1878,  assuming,  as  I  do,  that 
"person"  in  the  second  sentence  of  the  3rd  section  is 
limited  to  individual  persons — that  a  person  shall  not  be 
qualified  to  practise  dental  surgery  unless  he  is  registered  ; 
and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  a  corporation  could  use  the 
word  otherwise  than  through  some  human  agency — the 
agency  of  individual  persons.  Therefore  my  view  is  that 
these  words  in  the  first  sentence  of  the  3rd  section,  "a 
person  shall  not  be  entitled  to  take  or  use  the  name  of  den- 
tist," not  merely  involves  that  the  name  or  title  should  not 
be  taken  or  used,  but  that  the  breach  of  the  provision  by 
an  individual  person  involves  a  criminal  offence.  Now 
what  is  the  essence  of  the  criminal  offence?  I  believe  it  is 
the  untruth  of  it,  the  falsehood  of  it;  and  I  think  that  the 
first  sentence  of  the  same  section  also  involves  that  the 
word  "dentist"  (unless  restrained)  means  "registered 
dentist."  Well,  now,  I  take  the  words  of  the  proposed 
title  of  this  company — "  S.  G.  Roswell,  dentist  (Limited)." 
If  the  word  "dentist"  is  taken  to  refer  to  S.  G.  Roswell 
only,  then  that  is  a  false  statement.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  it  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  company  instead  of  to  the  in- 
dividual S.  G.  Roswell,  I  think  it  is  also  a  false  statement, 
because  the  company  is  not,  and  could  not  be,  registered 
under  the  Act  of  1878.  In  my  opinion  that  concludes  the 
whole  case,  for  I  think  that  this  company  is  seeking  to  be 
registered  under  circumstances  in  which  every  act  of  the 
company — every  use  of  the  name  of  the  company — will  in- 
volve a  false  representation.  And  all  that  is  done  deliber- 
ately for  the  purpose,  I  think,  of  representing  to  the  public 
that  there  is  a  business  of  dentist  carried  on  by  registered 
persons,  when  in  point  of  fact  it  is  not  so  carried  on. 
Therefore,  as  a  prerogative  want  of  mandamus  cannot  be 
asked  for,  or  granted,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  or  per- 
petrating a  fraud,  I  think  it  is  clear  that  this  application 
ought  to  be  refused,  and  of  course  refused  with  costs.  I 
wish  to  state  expressly  that  I  can  come  to  this  conclusion 
without  expressing  an  opinion  one  way  or  other  of  the 
decision  in  the  Jaffe  case — neither  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval.   I  hold  we  are  bound  by  that  decision. 

Mr.  Justice  Andrews  and  Mr.  Justice  Johnson  concuiTed. 

The  Lord  Chief  Baron  :  Mr.  Justice  Johnson  says  that 
in  this  case  the  business  is  intended  to  be  carried  on  by 
persons  not  registered.  We  refuse  the  motion,  with  costs 
to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Samuels'  clients  (The  British  Dental 
Association).  The  Board  of  Trade  came  into  the  case,  but 
we  don't  give  them  costs. 

Recovery  of  Dental  Fees. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  April  18,  before  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  Mr.  Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Ken- 
nedy, an  appeal  by  the  defendants  in  the  case  of  Hennan 
&  Co.  v.  Duckworth  was  decided.  The  plaintiffs,  a  regis- 
tered company,  who  carry  on  the  practice  of  dentists  by 
persons  not  duly  qualified  to  act  as  such  under  the  Dentists 
Act,  1878,  brought  this  action  to  recover  from  the  defen- 
dant the  sum  of  51.,  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid  by  him  for 
a  partial  set  of  artificial  teeth  and  fillings.  The  defendant 
contended  that  the  plaintiffs  could  not  recover  any  part  of 
the  amount  claimed,  on  the  ground  that  the  action  was 
brought  to  recover  fees  or  charges  for  the  performance  of 
a  dental  operation  or  for  dental  attendance  or  advice,  and 
came  within  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  Act.  Judge 
Coventry,  of  the  Blackburn  County  Court,  held  that  the 
claim,  so  far  as  it  was  for  making  the  set  of  teeth  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  fitting  of  the  same  and  the  filling,  was 
not  within  the  Act,  and  he  assessed  the  amount  to  be 
recovered  in  respect  of  the  making  of  the  set  at  4^.  4«.,  for 
which  he  gave  judgment.  The  defendant  appealed.  Mr. 
R.  W.  Turner  appeared  for  the  appellant;  Mr.  Randolph 
for  the  respondent  company. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  delivering  judgment,  said  he 
felt  strongly  that  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  Act  should 
be  amended  if  it  is  thought  desirable  that  only  properly 
qualified  persons  should  supply  false  teeth  ;  but  taking  the 
language  of  the  Act,  he  was  satisfied  that  the  section  did 
not  go  far  enough  for  the  Court  to  hold  that  the  manufac- 


I  ture  and  sale  of  false  teeth  by  unqualified  persons  is  pro- 
hibited. The  use  of  false  teeth  was  well  known  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  .Section  5  says  : 

A  person  registered  under  this  Act  shall  be  entitled  to- 
practise  dentistry  and  dental  surgery  .  .  .  and  a  person 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  any  fee  or  charge,  in  any 
court,  for  the  performance  of  any  dental  operation  or  for 
any  dental  attendance  or  advice,  unless  he  is  registered 
under  this  Act  or  is  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

He  thought  that  the  words  "  dental  operation  "  must  mean, 
an  operation  on  the  mouth  of  a  patient,  and  the  words 
'  "dental  attendance  and  advice"  attendance  and  advice 
'  given  to  a  patient.      He  was  also  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  in  Section  32  of  the  Medical  Act.  1858,  there  are  the 
>  words  "any  medicine  supplied,"  whilst  in  the  Dentists 
Act  there  are  no  such  words.    The  Act  had  to  be  con- 
strued strictly,  and  he  thought  it  would  be  going  too  far 
for  the  Court  to  say  that  the  decision  of  the  County  Court 
Judge  was  wrong.    He  was  therefore  of  opinion  that  the 
appeal  must  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  said  that  he  had  come  to  the  same  con- 
clusion, but  with  reluctance,  having  regard  to  the  care  and 
skill  required  in  the  preparation  of  false  teeth.  He  did 
not,  however,  think  it  possible  to  hold  that  making  teeth 
is  either  a  dental  operation  or  dental  advice.  Dental 
operation  must  mean  an  operation  in  the  surgical  sense 
upon  a  living  patient,  and  not  work  in  making  false  teeth. 
Mr.  Justice  Kennedy  concurred. 
The  appeal  was  therefore  dismissed,  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 

At  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  April  15,  George 
Squire  Boutall,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned 
before  the  Lord  Mayor  for  having  sold  at  his  shop,  17 
Ludgate  Hill,  E.C.,  cream  of  tartar  which  Dr.  Teed  (the 
public  analyst)  certified  to  contain  lead  in  the  proportion 
of  2.03  gr.  per  lb. 

Mr.  Vickery  (Assistant  City  Solicitor)  prosecuted,  and 
Mr.  Kebbell  defended. 

Evidence  of  purchase  having  been  given  by  George 
Pardoe  and  Inspector  May,  Mr.  Kebbell,  in  cross- 
examining,  sought  to  elicit  the  admission  from  the  inspec- 
tor that  "cream  of  tartar"  was  not  a  drug  in  the  1898 
Pharmacopoeia.  His  line  of  cross-examination  was  that 
while  "cream  of  tartar"  appeared  in  the  1885  Pharma- 
copceia  "purified  cream  of  tartar"  was  the  synonym  in 
the  B.P.  of  1898,  and  the  preparation  of  the  1885  Phar- 
macopoeia was  what  defendant  sold. 

The  Clerk  suggested  that  the  questions  put  to  the 
witness  were  not  such  as  he  was  qualified  to  answer. 

The  Lord  Mayor  agreed,  and  requested  that  Dr.  Col- 
lingridge  (medical  officer  of  health),  who  was  in  court, 
should  give  evidence. 

Mr.  Kebbell  thereupon  examined  Dr.  Collingridge,  who 
said  the  proportion  of  lead  in  the  cream  of  tartar,  accord- 
ing to  the  analysis,  came  out  at  about  1  in  3,500,  but  that 
proportion  he  considered  large,  bearing  in  mind  the  cumula- 
tive action  of  lead  in  the  human  system.  He  was  not  aware 
that  it  had  been  recently  authoritatively  stated  that  as 
much  as  4  gr.  of  lead  per  lb.  was  not  injurious  in  the  case 
of  mineral  waters.  He  did  not  agree  that  there  were  two 
varieties  of  cream  of  tartar — the  commercial  and  the 
purified.  The  "commercial"  kind  meant  crude  cream  of 
tartar. 

Witness  having  acknowledged  that  Messrs.  T.  Morson 
&  Son  and  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited)  were 
"wholesale  druggists  cf  undoubted  distinction,"  the  price- 
lists  of  these  firms  were  put  in,  showing  "potassium 
bitartrate  (pure),  2«.  6cl.  per  lb.,  and  commercial  cream  cf 
tartar,  Is.  per  lb."  in  the  one  case  and  the  "pure"  article 
3-o.  9c?.  per  lb.  and  the  "commercial"  Is.  per  lb.  in  the 
other.  That,  Dr.  Collingridge  admitted,  appeared  as 
though  a  commercial  article  were  recognised. 

"  Is  it  possible,"  continued  Mr.  Kebbell,  "  to  manufac- 
ture cream  of  tartar  without  lead  ?  " 

"Oh,  yes,"  replied  the  doctor  readily,  "there  is  lead- 
free  cream  of  tartar  made  in  London." 

"Yes;  it  is  made  in  porcelain  vessels  is  it  not?" 
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"  Yes,  I  believe  so.'' 

"Ah,  then  you  jump  from  the  frying-pan  into  the  fire 
and  get  arsenic  don't  you?"  (Laughter.) 

This  the  doctor  would  not  admit  as  a  general  proposi- 
tion, however,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  said  he  would  like  to 
have  evidence  as  to  whether  the  substance  sold  was  the 
ordinary  article  usually  known  and  sold  as  "cream  of 
tartar  "  by  chemists. 

Dr.  Collingridge  said  any  person  going  into  a  chemist's 
shop  and  asking  for  "cream  of  tartar"  would  be  supplied 
with  the  article  like  that  supplied,  but  it  should  contain 
no  lead. 

Mr.  Kebbell,  for  the  defence,  said  defendant  was  asked 
for  "  cream  of  tartar,"  and  commercial  cream  of  tartar 
was  supplied.  If  "purified  cream  of  tartar"  had  been 
demanded,  then  there  might  have  been  some  ground  for 
summoning  him.  In  the  present  case  the  purchaser  had 
got  what  he  demanded.  There  is  no  "cream  of  tartar" 
in  the  present  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  Lord  Mayor  thought  that,  in  the  matter  of  one 
drug  with  two  or  three  different  qualities,  it  was  the 
bounden  duty  of  the  chemist  to  ask  the  purchaser  what 
quality  was  desired. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  examined  by  Mr. 
Kebbell,  said  he  had  worked  out  the  proportion  of  lead 
to  be  1  in  3,500.  Cream  of  tartar  was  largely  used  for 
baking-purposes,  and  if  made  into  scones  he  calculated 
that  a  person  would  have  to  eat  from  1,200  to  1,300  scones 
before  he  (or  she)  absorbed  2  gr.  of  lead.  (Laughter.) 

The  Lord  Mayor  :  What  size  would  the  scones  be  ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Parry  :  The  ordinary  scone,  weighing  four  to  five 
ounces.  In  like  manner,  he  continued,  about  300  lbs.  of 
bread  would  have  to  be  consumed  to  get  the  2  gr.  of  lead. 
The  lead  is  combined  in  the  process  of  manufacture.  The 
Somerset  House  authorities  some  time  ago  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  4  gr.  of  lead  per  lb.  is  not  injurious  in 
the  preparation  of  lemonade.  A  chemist  when  asked  for 
"cream  of  tartar"  would  supply  the  commercial  article, 
as  the  other  is  not  procurable.  He  did  not  know  of  a 
single  wholesale  druggist  who  would  undertake  to  supply 
cream  of  tartar  without  lead.  The  price  paid — 2d.  per  oz. 
— ought  to  have  been  sufficient  indication  that  the  com- 
mercial article  was  supplied. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  he  did  not  think  the  evidence 
given  was  sufficiently  strong  to  justify  a  conviction.  He 
recommended,  however,  that  in  future  Mr.  Boutall  and 
all  other  chemists  should  ask  their  customers  what  quality 
of  cream  of  tartar  they  wanted  before  selling.  Although 
he  considered  the  City  authorities  were  quite  justified 
in  bringing  the  matter  forward,  he  was  satisfied  that  there 
had  been  no  attempt  or  intention  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fendant to  defraud  anyone.  The  summons  would  be 
dismissed. 

Mr.  Kebbell  asked  for  costs,  but  his  request  was  not 
granted. 

Lime-water. 

At  Barnet  (Herts)  Petty  Sessions  on  April  13,  Horace 
Dugdale  Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  New  Barnet,  was 
summoned  for  selling  lime-water  45  per  cent,  below  the 
legal  standard.  Mr.  A.  E.  Ekins  (public  analyst)  found 
only  0.275  gr.  in  an  ounce  of  the  sample.  Defendant  ex- 
plained that  he  himself  was  absent  from  the  shop  in  con- 
sequence of  illness,  and  he  had  no  intention  to  commit  an 
offence.  The  temporary  assistant  would  not  have  served 
anyone  with  a  prescription.  A  fine  of  10s.,  with  ios. 
costs,  was  imposed. 

Magnesia. 

At  the  Spelthorne  Petty  Sessions,  held  at  Sunbury-on- 
Thames,  on  April  18,  Agnes  Cook,  keeper  of  a  general 
shop  at  Ashford,  Middlesex,  was  summoned  for  selling 
magnesia  which  Mr.  E.  Bevan  (public  analyst)  certified 
to  consist  of  100  per  cent,  of  magnesium  carbonate.  Dr. 
C.  Dwight  Morris,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  urban 
district  of  Sunbury,  stated  that  magnesium  carbonate 
would  not  have  the  same  effect  as  magnesia,  and  the 
difference  would  be  particularly  noticeable  in  children. 
Besides,  magnesium  carbonate  was  very  much  cheaper. 
Defendant  stated  that  she  purchased  the  magnesia  from 
Mr.  Scott,  a  grocer  at  Hampton  Hill,  and  thought  it  was 


magnesia  that  she  received,  according  to  the  invoice,  which 
she  produced.  Mr.  Scott,  the  tradesman  referred  to,  came 
forward  and  stated  that  he,  in  turn,  purchased  the  mag- 
nesia from  a  firm  at  Bermondsey,  and  he  was  under  the 
impression  that  it  was  magnesia  he  received.  The  firm 
guaranteed  the  article  to  be  pure  and  of  the  best  quality. 
In  December  last  the  defendant  purchased  a  quantity  of 
the  magnesia  from  him,  and  he  was  prepared  to  pay  any 
fine  that  might  be  imposed.  The  Magistrates  dis- 
missed the  summons,  and  it  was  understood  that  further 
proceedings  would  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

There  was  also  a  summons  against  Elizabeth  Teams, 
another  small  shopkeeper  at  Ashford,  Middlesex,  for  a 
similar  offence.  The  circumstances  were  the  same,  except 
that  it  was  not  known  whence  the  magnesia  was  procured. 
Defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs. 


County  Court  Case. 

A  Gelatin-dispute. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Friday,  April  15,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  Sheppy  Glue  and  Chemical 
Works  (Limited),  34  Mark  Lane.  .E.G.,  sued  Messrs. 
George  Broad  &  Son,  41  Windmill  Street,  Tottenham 
Court  Road,  for  51.  15s.,  the  value  of  gelatin  supplied. 
Mr.  H.  Strouts,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  said 
the  plaintiffs  undertook  that  the  gelatin  should  be  the  very 
best  that  could  be  supplied,  and  the  price  fixed  was  85*. 
per  cwt.  That  which  was  sent  was  not  equal  to  the  re- 
quirements, and  they  had  to  refuse  it.  Mr.  Robinson,  for 
plaintiffs,  said  it  was  ridiculous  to  think  the  plaintiffs 
would  supply  the  very  best  gelatin,  worth  14Z.  per  cwt., 
for  4/.  5s.  There  was  no  warranty.  The  Judge  found  for 
the  plaintiffs.

Be  Williams'  Puee  Drug  Company,  High  Street,  Ponders 
End.— In  the  matter  of  the  winding-up  of  this  company,  Mr. 
Hutchinson  applied,  on  behalf  of  the  official  liquidator  (Mr. 
Ebenezer  Clark),  to  Judge  Tindal  Atkinson  at  the  Edmonton 
County  Court  on  April  18,  for  consent  to  compromise  a  claim  by 
a  debenture-holder  upon  the  assets  of  the  company.  It  appeared 
that  a  debenture  for  490/.  was  held  by  Mr.  Ebenezer  Gibbons, 
who  as  the  result  of  negotiations  by  the  liquidator  had  agreed 
to  accept  50/.  in  full  discharge  of  his  claims,  with  seven  guineas 
costs.  The  creditors  had  approved  of  the  arrangement.  His 
Honour  made  the  necessary  order,  applicant's  costs  to  be  costs 
in  the  winding-up. 

Be  Oswald  Hirst,  carrying  on  business  as  a  herbalist  under 
the  style  of  "Lambert  &  Co.,"  at  104  Kirkgate,  Huddersfield.— 
The  public  examination  was  held  at  Huddersfield  on  April  18. 
The  bankrupt  (whose  liabilities  were  81/.  19s.  5d,  and  assets 
18/.  10s.  Id.  )  said  he  first  commenced  business  as  a  stage-pro- 
perty maker  in  Bradford,  but  was  unsuccessful,  and  when  he 
went  to  Huddersfield  his  father  lent  him  25/.,  out  of  which  15/. 
was  paid  for  the  herbalist-business.  The  herbalist-business  paid 
for  a  little  while,  but  not  being  able  to  keep  up  the  advertising 
it  decreased.  Sometimes  his  takings  were  3/.  or  4/.  a  week,  and 
sometimes  only  a  few  shillings.  He  should  think  the  utmost 
average  takings  for  the  past  twelve  months  had  been  21.  a  week. 
The  examination  was  closed. 

Be  Bernard  Kuhn,  16  Rood  Lane,  E.C.,  drysalter  and 
commission  agent  in  chemicals  and  drugs,  trading  as  the 
"  Chinosol  Hygienic  Company."— The  first  meeting  of  credi- 
tors under  this  failure  was  held  on  Wednesday,  April  20,  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  G.  W.  Chapman, 
Official  Receiver.  It  appeared  from  the  debtor's  statement 
that  a  previous  failure  was  recorded  against  him  in 
December,  1891,  when  he  paid  a  composition  of  10s.  in  the 
pound  and  obtained  a  release  from  the  proceedings.  He 
then  restarted  business  with  243/.  borrowed  from  his  wife 
and  150/.  from  a  cousin.  In  1896  he  took  up  the  sole  agency 
for  the  sale  of  "Chinosol."  That  business  was  extensively 
advertised,  some  5,000/.  being  spent  during  the  first  six 
years  in  advertising  and  travelling  expenses.  In  1901  he 
discovered  that  his  principals— Messrs.  Fritzsche  &  Co.,  of 
Hamburg,  trading  as  the  "Chinosol  Fabrik  "—were  supply- 
ing chinosol  direct,  and  he  took  proceedings  to  restrain  them 
from  supplying  his  customers.  The  Court  decided  against 
him,  and  he  continued  the  business  with  Messrs.  Fritzsche, 
paying  cash  for  everything.  The  debtor  adds  that  during  the 
past  six  years  he  has  been  engaged  in  pushing  a  proprietary 
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drug  called  betulol  liniment  and  another  called  colchi-sal 
capsules,  of  which  Mr.  H.  H.  Mason  is  the  proprietor.  In 
1901,  on  accounts  being  taken,  it  was  found  that  he  owed 
Mr.  Mason  about  900/.,  and  the  business  was  continued  on 
cash  terms  until  August,  1903,  when,  being  pressed  for  the 
old  debt,  he  gave  acceptances,  one  of  which  he  met,  and  on 
default  of  meeting  the  other  a  receiving  order  was  made 
against  him  on  the  petition  of  Mr.  Mason.  No  accounts  have 
yet  been  filed,  but  the  debtor  roughly  estimates  has  liabili- 
ties at  1,900?..  and  has  in  the  shape  of  assets,  cash  70/., 
stock-in-trade  425/.,  fixtures  and  fittings  75/.,  and  book-debts 
700/.  The  household  furniture,  valued  at  about  400/.,  is 
claimed  by  Mrs.  Kuhn.  The  debtor  attributes  his  failure 
to  want  of  capital  and  to  loss  over  the  Chinosol  business. 
In  reply  to  the  Chaii'man  the  debtor  said  ho  might  be  able 
to  offer  the  creditors  7s.  6r7.  in  the  pound  if  an  adjournment 
were  granted.  Mr.  Mason  objected  to  any  adjournment, 
on  the  ground  that  the  debtor  already  had  had  some  months 
in  which  to  formulate  an  offer,  and  eventually  a  resolution 
was  passed  for  the  estate  to  be  wound-up  in  bankruptcy,  by 
Mr.  F.  W.  Izard,  C.A.,  Graceehurch  Street,  acting  as 
trustee,  with  the  assistance  of  a  committee  of  inspection. 
The  bond  to  be  given  by  the  trustee  was  recommended  to 
be  500/.,  and  the  debtor  was  directed  to  attend  the  Court 
on  May  30  for  his  public  examination.  The  following  proofs 
were  tendered  by  creditors:

Thompson. — At  Birmingham,  on  April  15,  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son, wife  of  Mr.  William  Thompson,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, 133  Summer  Lane,  Birmingham. 

Thompson. — At  35  Wimpole  Street,  W.,  on  April  18, 
Sir  Henry  Thompson,  Bart.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  aged  eighty- 
three.  Although  Sir  Henry  Thompson  retired  from  prac- 
tice some  years  ago,  he  was  at  one  time  the  head  of  the 
surgical  profession  as  an  operator  in  bladder  and  urethral 
troubles.  He  was  born  at  Framlingham,  Suffolk,  and 
graduated  as  M.B.  at  the  London  University  in  1851,  and 
two  years  later  became  a  F.R.C.S.  England.  In  1852  he 
obtained  the  Jacksonian  prize  for  an  essay  on  the  path- 
ology and  treatment  of  stricture  of  the  urethra,  and  in 
I8bU  again  received  the  prize  for  an  essay  on  the  anatomy 
of  the  prostate.  These  early  indications  of  his  bent  were 
more  than  fulfilled  by  his  remarkable  success  as  a  surgeon, 
and,  great  as  this  was,  his  name  is  also  associated  with 
the  promotion  of  cremation  and  the  study  of  foods.  The 
"Times"  of  Tuesday  devoted  three  and  a  half  columns 
to  an  account  of  his  career,  and  from  this  we  quote  the 
following  brief  passage  : 

In  Sir  Henry  Thompson  the  medical  profession  loses  one 
of  its  most  brilliant  and  most  versatile  members,  who  not 
only  attained  to  European  pre-eminence  in  a  difficult  and 
delicate  branch  of  surgery,  but  also  to  considerable  distinc- 
tion in  other  and  somewhat  various  walks  of  life.  Artist, 
novelist,  gastronome,  entertainer,  social  reformer,  art  col- 
lector, automobilist,  with  occasional  excursions  into  the 
realms  of  astronomy,  of  horticulture,  and  poultry-breeding, 
he  touched  many  things,  and  few  that  he  touched  he  failed 
to  adorn ;  while  not  the  least  of  his  successes  might  be 
summed  up  in  words  which  were  applied  to  a  member  of  his 
calling  in  the  seventeenth  century,  who  was  described  by 
contemporaries  as  the  "  favourite  of  women,  of  princes, 
and  of  fortune." 

The  distinguished  surgeon  was  knighted  in  1867  and 
received  a  baronetcy  in  1899. 

Tudor. — At  Bankyffynon,  Pembrokeshire,  on  April  4. 
Mr.  William  Tudor,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  forty. 
Mr.  Tudor  served  his  apprenticeship  with  the  late  Mr. 
David  Jones,  at  the  Medical  Hall,  Clynderwen.  He 
{subsequently  was  an  assistant  at  Caermarthen  and  in 
London,  passing  the  Minor  in  1888.  After  filling  various 
situations  in  the  Metropolis  he  went  to  Bristol,  where  he 
was  engaged  for  eighteen  months  with  Mr.  H.  T.  Griffiths. 
In  1896  Mr.  Tudor  went  to  South  Africa,  and  was  for  over 
two  years  with  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  of  Cape 
Town,  having  as  a  fellow-assistant  Mr.  H.  Morris, 
chemist  and  druggist,  who  is  now  the  proprietor  of  the 
Medical  Hall,  Clynderwen.  In  1900,  and  up  till  the  spring 
of  1903,  Mr.  Tudor  was  manager  for  Mr.  W.  Gasson  at 
Kimberley.  He  was  in  Kimberley  during  the  siege,  and 
afterwards  his  health  broke  down,  and  he  returned  to  his 
native  Wales  to  recuperate.  He  gradually  got  worse,  how- 
ever, and  died  at  the  house  of  his  parents. 

Wildgoose. — At  Snape  Hill  Lane,  Dronfield,  Derby- 
shire, on  April  15,  Mr.  John  Wildgoose,  chemist  and 
druggist,  aged  eighty.  Mr.  Wildgoose  carried  on  business 
in  various  parts  of  the  town  until  the  infirmities  of  age 
caused  him  to  retire.  He  took  great  interest  in  public 
affairs,  and  served  on  the  old  Local  Board  and  the 
School  Board.  He  was  also  Overseer  of  the  Poor.  The 
Wildgoose  family  is  a  very  old  one,  and  may  be  traced 
back  by  the  parish  registers  for  over  three  hundred  years. 
The  funeral  took  place  on  April  18,  at  Dronfield  Parish 
Churchyard. 

Waters.— At  16  Oak  Street,  Southport,  on  April  13, 
Mr.  William  Landall  Waters,  aged  twenty-seven.  Mr. 
Waters  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  Lang,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Lord  Street,  Southport,  and  after  being 
with  Mr.  J.  B.  Foggitt,  of  the  same  town,  he  entered  the 
service  of  Boots  (Limited).

Sir, — As  a  certain  amount  of  misconception  exists  as  to 
the  degree  of  purity  obtainable  at  the  present  time  in 
cream  of  tartar — which  misconception  is  not  likely  to  be 
lessened  by  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Shaw  &  Jamison  appear- 
ing in  your  issue  of  April  16 — I  feel  it  desirable,  having 
for  several  years  examined  from  time  to  time  the  leading 
brands  of  cream  of  tartar,  to  say  that  though  this  article 
is  now  obtainable  more  pure  than  ever  it  was,  I  have  not 
yet  met  with  a  sample  lead-free. 

I  am  aware  that  cream  of  tartar  is  guaranteed  from 
abroad  to  be  absolutely  free  from  lead  and  arsenic.  I  am 
also  aware  that  it  is  sometimes  guaranteed  "lead-free"  in 
this  country ;  but  such  practices  are  surely  to  be  depre- 
cated. The  quality  of  the  best  obtainable  cream  of  tartar 
is  well  represented  by  samples  of  two  different  brands 
(actual  samples  from  bulk)  which  I  have  quite  recently 
analysed,  and  it  may,  therefore,  be  of  use  to  your  readers 
if  I  append  the  analyses  :

Thus  whilst  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  obtain  cream  of 
tartar  absolutely  free  from  lead  and  arsenic,  there  is  no 
unticulty  in  obtaining  an  article  in  which  the  quantities  of 
these  impurities  are  so  small  as  to  be  quite  unobjection- 
able.

Camphorated  Oil. 

Sir, — In  reference  to  the  report  of  the  public  analyst  for 
Battersea  on  the  sample  of  camphorated  oil  sold  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Brook,  of  Grayshott  Road,  printed  in  your  last 
week's  issue  (page  603),  it  is  only  fair  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that,  although  the  Magistrate  dismissed  the  sum- 
mons on  an  evident  flaw  in  the  form  of  the  certificate, 
there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  case  would  have  been 
dismissed  on  its  merits  if  this  flaw  had  not  existed.  The 
sample  in  question  was  most  exhaustively  analysed  by 
three  independent  analysts,  of  whom  I  was  one,  and  we 
were  all  in  definite  agreement  that  the  olive  oil  was  a 
perfectly  genuine  one  and  corresponded  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  British  Pharmacopceia.  This  fact  should  be 
widely  known,  as  it  is  most  harsh  and  unfair  to  submit 
not  only  honest  traders,  but  the  large  London  wholesale 
houses  who  supply  the  articles,  to  prosecution  which  may 
easily  lead  to  conviction  unless  the  defendants  go  to  the 
expense  of  retaining  sufficient  expert  evidence  to  counter- 
balance that  of  the  official  analyst,  which  is  a  burden  that 
ought  not  to  fall  on  them.  Yours,  &c,

Spiders  in  Medicine. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  is  hardly  so  accurate  as  usual  in  his 
remarks  on  spiders.  I  can  find  no  record  of  their  having 
ever  been  used  internally  in  olden  times,  and  the  use  to 
which  Burton  refers  is  clear.  Paracelsus,  Englished  by 
W.  D.  (1656),  thus  describes  it  : 

The  Spider  is  a  hateful  creature,  yet  it  is  of  great  vertue 
against  Quotidian  Feavers:  put  the  Spider  in  a  nut-shell, 
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and  shut  it  up  close  in  it,  and  let  the  diseased  person  carry 
it  about  him,  but  he  must  not  know  what  it  is;  let  him 
carry  it  four  dayes,  and  he  shall  be  well. 

Against  the  use  of  spiders  internally  was  the  fact  that 
they  were,  almost  without  exception,  accounted  highly 
poisonous.  Ramsay  in  his  treatise  "Of  Poysons  "  (1660), 
will  not  say  positively  that  all  spiders  are  so,  but  evidently 
he  looks  askance  at  them  all,  and  of  five  varieties  he  gives 
a  truly  alarming  account.  Sir  Thomas  Browne  experi- 
mented with  one  of  these,  and  reports  the  charges  not 
proven,  but  he  was  not  quite  satisfied  of  its  harmlessness. 
It  is  not  quite  clear  from  Ramsay's  account  of  the  taran- 
tula whether  "dancing  mania"  was,  usually  at  any  rate, 
caused  by  its  bite.    He  says  that 

such  as  are  bitten  or  stung  thereby,  do  perpetually  sing  or 
delight  in  Musick,  or  rather,  are  cured  by  Musick,  or  yet 
rather,  by  dancing  and  leaping  about,  occasioned  by  the 
Musick. 

Later,  indeed,  he  says  that  the  effects  of  the  poison  vary 
in  accordance  with  the  "nature  and  temper  of  the  party,' 
and  that  occasionally — in  "parties"  of  a  mercurial  dis- 
position, I  suppose — dancing  is  one  of  them.  He  repeats, 
however,  that  music  and  dancing  were  prescribed  for  the 
relief  of  other  symptoms — stupor,  loss  of  voice,  &c. — and 
that  if  left  off  too  soon  the  patient  fell  again  "into  the 
same  stupor  as  before."  Is  it  not  possible  that  the  poison 
might  be  driven  out  by  the  perspiration  thus  induced,  as 
it  has  sometimes  happened  with  the  virus  from  a  rabid 
dog?  Cobwebs  are  still  used  in  country  places  to  stop 
bleeding.  I  remember  having  had  them  applied  to  myself 
when  a  lad.  Yours,  &c,

Vaccine. 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
in  your  issue  of  April  9,  we  note  that  "  Mr.  Tocher  took 
exception  to  a  statement  by  Mr.  Maben  that  vaccine- 
lymphs  must  be  returned  if  not  used  within  a  certain 
period.  His  experience  was  that  manufacturers  do  not 
take  them  back."  Mr.  Maben's  statement  is  substantially 
correct  as  regards  this  Institution  :  every  tube  that  leaves 
it  is  dated,  and  we  impress  upon  pharmacists  the  necessity 
to  return  any  that  may  remain  unsold  at  the  end  of,  say, 
six  weeks,  when  we  will  at  once  send  fresh  lymph  to  re- 
place it.  The  sale  of  an  inert  or  overdated  tube  damages 
the  pharmacist  as  well  as  the  manufacturer, 'as  it  causes 
the  user  to  apply  direct  to  the  manufacturer,  so  that  he 
may  get  fully  active  lymph. 

The  question  as  to  where  does  the  vaccine  come  from,  is 
more  or  less  in  dispute,  but  the  virus  with  which  calves  are 
inoculated  is  that  of  cow-pox.  On  the  Continent,  small- 
pox has  undoubtedly  been  used  for  experimental  purposes, 
but  it  is  not  the  usual  method  of  producing  vaccine ;  if  it 
were  so,  vaccine  institutes  would  require  as  careful  isola- 
tion as  small-pox  hospitals.  A  really  good  strain  of 
lymph  is  capable  of  being  recultivated  year  after  year,  and 
this  is  done  in  most  of  the  Continental  institutions ;  a 
single  strain  was  recultivated  here  in  Battersea  for  nearly 
five  years,  when  it  was  reinforced  with  virus  taken  from 
an  outbreak  of  cow-pox  at  a  dairy  near  Reigate  early  in 
1902.  That  the  cows  were  infected  with  small-pox  is 
possible,  and  it  was  undoubtedly  spread  by  the  milker's 
hands,  as  the  vesicles  were  generally  confined  to  the  teats 
and  udders  of  the  milch  cows,  bulls  and  heifers  escaping 
the  infection  altogether.

No  "  Consideration." 
Sir, — If  it  is  doubtful  whether  we  can  conscientiously 
hand  the  safeguarding  of  the  people  over  to  seedsmen  and 
ironmongers  even  for  a  Government  "consideration," 
there  ought  to  be  no  doubt  at  all  on  the  point  when 
our  consciences  and  interests  are  brought  into  harmony 
by  the  non-existence  of  that  "  consideration."  Pharmacy 
has  been  so  ill-treated  by  all  authorities  in  this  country, 
that  we  might  well  have  been  excused  for  leaving  the 
Government  to  find  out  their  tremendous  mistake  in  the 
matter  of  the  new  poisons  suggestions;  if,  in  rtlarn.  they 


had  been  willing  to  give  us  a  Bill  which  was  worth  any- 
thing. A  Bill  which  does  not  give  us  effective  control 
of  limited  companies  is  not  worth  anything,  and  I  hope 
every  chemist  in  the  country  will  do  his  level  best  to 
oppose  it.  The  best  way  to  make  opposition  effective  will 
be  to  oppose  the  poisons  suggestions  of  the  Government. 
I  can  well  understand  that  a  Bill  which,  denuded  of  its 
director  clause,  becomes  a  mere  Registration  Bill  would 
be  welcome  to  some  of  the  powers  at  Bloomsbury  Square, 
but  let  chemists  ask  themselves  how  they  would  be 
benefited  by  such  a  Bill.  What  advantage  would  it  be 
for  us  to  have  the  shops  registered,  to  have  limited  com- 
panies brought  under  our  regulations,  or  to  give  legal 
recognition  of  limited  companies  in  pharmacy  ?  Would 
that  prevent  limited  companies  from  giving  the  best-paid 
positions  in  pharmacy  to  unqualified  men,  and  paying 
qualified  men  with  a  miserable  pittance  as  they  are  doing 
now  ?  Would  it  help  us  to  have  the  claims  of  limited 
companies  to  our  practice  and  titles  legalised  ?  Truly 
this  is  a  Companies  Bill  they  are  trying  to  force  on  us, 
and  the  so-called  compromise  is  of  the  kind  which  takes 
place  between  a  fox  and  a  goose.  I  do  not  know  how 
weak  or  how  strong  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  may  be 
on  this  question.  They  are  at  present  keeping  matters 
very  close.  This  is  not  as  it  ought  to  be.  Pharmacy 
must  not  be  sold  without  its  own  knowledge  and  consent. 
If  we  cannot  get  a  helpful  Bill  just  now,  we  must  wait  a 
little  longer  until  people  are  more  severely  bitten  by 
limited  companies,  when  feeling  in  regard  to  them  will 
change.

When  is  an  Apothecary  not  an  Apothecary  ? 
Sir, — The  reply  of  Mr.  Wells  to  the  above  query  is 
that  an  apothecary  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  such  unless  he 
is  a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  under 
the  Act  of  1791.  Whilst  deeply  grateful  to  the  Vice- 
President  for  his  anxiety  to  protect  the  members  of  the 
Irish  Apothecaries'  Hall,  I  greatly  fear  that  if  a  litigant 
were  to  engage  the  services  of,  say,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
barrister-at-law,  he  could  induce  a  judge  to  take  a 
different  view.  An  advocate  would  doubtless  point  out 
that  three  terms  are  used  in  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Acts— 
namely,  (1)  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall ;  (2)  licen- 
tiate apothecary;  (3)  licentiate  apothecary  keeping  open 
shop.  It  is  clearly  defined  by  the  Act  that  a  licentiate 
of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  must  be  one  under  the  Irish 
Act  of  1791;  but  a  licentiate  apothecary  is  not  specially 
defined,  and  hence  must  be  interpreted  under  the  terms 
of  the  Medical  Act  of  1858  as  one  holding  a  licence  of 
either  the  London  or  the  Dublin  body.  Therefore,  a 
licentiate  apothecary  may  hold  a  certificate  from  London 
or  Dublin.  The  schedule  which  the  candidate  for  the 
Registered  Druggists'  examination  is  required  .  to  submit 
says  "licentiate  apothecary"  simpliciier,  but  a  registered 
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druggist  who  wishes  to  enter  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists'  examination  must  have  served  an  additional 
two  years  to  a  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  which 
is  of  course  defined  to  be  the  Dublin  corporation. 
[Regarding  Mr.  Wells's  other  statements,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  in  the  good  old  times  the  Irish  Apothecaries'  Hall 
hunted  English  apothecaries  out  of  the  city,  but  all  that 
is  changed  by  the  Act  of  1858,  and  I  believe  that  now  a 
London  apothecary  on  the  register  may  practise  in 
Dublin,  or  an  Irish  one  in  London.

article  and  its  popularity 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. — Mr.  Henry  W.  Lloyd 
■(Merthyr)  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Francis  (Secretary  of  the  Wrexham 
Chemists  Association)  write  in  support  of  Mr.  Hagon's 
candidature,  and  especially  the  claims  of  Wales  to  a  seat 
on  the  Council.

He  has  no  time  for  recreation,  and  consequently  he 
is  '  stale '  all  day  long.  If  he  makes  mistakes  or  forgets 
an  order,  who  is  to  blame,  the  unqualified  assistant  or  the 
"qualified'  master?  If  the  master  shows  no  interest  in 
his  assistant's  welfare  and  health,  can  he  expect  the 
assistant  to  interest  himself  in  the  welfare  of  his  business?  "

Labels  to  be  marked  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  to  medicine 
stamp-duty  should  be  sent  to  the  Editor  in  duplicate  and 
with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for  return  of  the 
marked  ones,  if  desired. 


104/64.  Salozone. — If  the  bath-salts  label  is  accom- 
panied by  directions  which  show  that  the  preparation  is 
io  be  added  to  the  ordinary  toilet-bath,  it  is  not  a  medi- 
cine, and,  therefore,  outside  the  charge  of  duty. 

104/68.  B. — "Sole  makers,"  "Prepared  only  by,"  and 
similar  claims  do  not  make  an  entire  drug  liable  to  duty. 
Such  drugs  are  exempt  from  all  conditions  of  the  Medi- 
cine-stamp Acts  saving  that  of  taking  out  a  licence  to  sell 
them  if  any  of  the  conditions  of  liability  in  the  general 
charge  of  duty  apply.  If  the  seller  is  a  chemist,  he  is  not 
required  to  take  out  a  licence ;  but  we  do  not  know  any 
retail  chemist  who  has  not  a  licence  for  other  purposes. 

104/66.  /.  H.  P.—"  Children's  Pectoral  Chest  and 
Lung  Mixture  "  is  not  a  liable  title,  as  "  pectoral "  is  not  a 
reference  to  the  manner  in  which  the  medicine  acts,  but  to 
the  part  of  the  body.

The  pectoral-linctus  label  is  not  liable,  but  the 
description  of  the  laxative  bark-syrup  is  doubtful  :  submit 
it  to  Somerset  House.

PATENT  CLINICAL  THERMOMETERS. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Thursday,  April  21,  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  had  before  him 
an  action  by  James  Joseph  Hicks,  Hatton  Garden,  London, 
claiming  an  injunction  to  restrain  George  Alexander  Sim- 
mons, Middleton  Square,  Clerkenwell,  his  servants,  and 
agents  from  making,  using,  selling,  or  offering  for  sale 
clinical  thermometers  made  in  accordance  with  plaintiff's 
invention,  or  in  any  manner  differing  only  colourable  there- 
from. Plaintiff  stated  that  he  was  the  holder  of  letters 
patent  No.  5120,  1897,  for  improvements  in  clinical  ther- 
mometers, and  he  alleged  that  the  defendant  had  infringed 
that  patent  by  making  and  offering  for  sale  the  invention 
without  his  licence  and  authority.  He  further  claimed 
damages,  an  account  of  profit  to  the  defendant  accrued 
by  reason  of  the  infringement,  and  delivery  up  or  destruc- 
tion of  all  infringing  goods  in  defendant's  possession.  In 
his  particulars  plaintiff  said  defendant  had  continuously 
from  the  beginning  of  August  last  manufactured  and 
openly  sold  clinical  thermometers  of  a  particular  con- 
struction under  the  trade-name  of  Duo-in-LTno,  which 
thermometers  were  an  infringement  of  plaintiff's  patent. 
Defendant  on  August  7  last  supplied  such  thermometers  in 
the  course  of  business  to  Messrs.  Levi  &  Co.,  97  Hatton 
Garden. 

For  the  defence,  it  was  admitted  that  plaintiff  held  the 
patent  in  question,  but  it  was  denied  that  there  bad  1  ecu 
any  infringement  or  any  threat  to  infringe  the  same. 
Defendant's  thermometer  was  a  different  kind  of  instru- 
ment and  the  result  was  different. 

Mr.  Fletcher  Moulton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Gordon  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Lever  for  the  defendant. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  evidence  his  Lordship,  after 
reviewing  the  principles  involved,  said  he  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  defendant  had  taken  the  pith  and 
marrow  of  the  plaintiff's  invention,  and  the  plaintiff  was 
therefore  entitled  to  the  relief  he  asked.  There  would  be 
an  injunction  granted,  an  order  as  to  profits,  and  an 
order  for  the  destruction  of  the  infringing  articles,  and  costs. 
A  stay  of  execution  was  granted  pending  an  appeal,  but 
this  was  only  to  interfere  with  the  delivery  up  for  destruc- 
tion of  the  infringing  articles.

THE  business  tone  in  drugs  and  chemicals  remains  flat, 
the  principal  alteration  being  an  advance  of  Zd.  in 
chloral  hydrate,  which  was  not  altogether  unexpected. 
Quinine  in  second-hands  is  easier,  owing  to  the  half- 
monthly  shipments  of  bark  from  Java  having  been 
moderate,  and  only  a  small  business  has  been  done. 
Opium  continues  depressed ;  and  cod-liver  oil  is  lower, 
owing  to  absence  of  demand  and  improved  fishing.  Re- 
fined camphor  is  also  tending  easier.  American  HGH  oil 
of  peppermint  continues  firm,  and  there  has  been  more 
inquiry  for  Japanese  on  c.i.f.  terms.  Star-aniseed  and 
cassia  oils  remain  weak,  owing  to  the  lowering  of  the 
exchange ;  and  clove  oil  is  firmer  in  view  of  the  advance  in 
the  spice.

Bergen,  April  20  -.—The  total  catch  of  cod  for  the 
whole  of  Norway  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  now 
amounts  to  31,941,000,  which  has  yielded  9,310  barrels 
of  oil.  At  the  same  date  last  year  the  catch  amounted  to 
30,208,000  cod,  and  the  yield  1.820  barrels  of  oil;  and  at 
the  corresponding  period  of  1902  the  total  catch  was 
33,734,000  cod,  and  the  yield  16,627  barrels.  The  fishing  at 
Lofoten  is  now  about  closing,  and  that  at  Finmarken  is 
making  slow  progress.  The  market  is  distinctly  easier, 
finest  new  non-congealing  oil  offering  at  255s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen. 

Norwegian  Cod-liver  Oil. 

Messrs.  Isdahl  &  Co.,  of  Bergen,  in  the  course  of  their 
circular  dated  April  11,  states  that  during  the  past  fort- 
night cod-fishing  in  Lofoten  was  considerably  better  than 
earlier  in  the  season.  The  fish  are  now  spawning-,  in  which 
case  fishing  must  be  expected  to  finish  shortly.  The 
latness  of  the  fish  is  fast  declining,  1,500  fish  being  now 
required  to  furnish  one  hectolitre  of  oil,  and  which  again 
yields  but  30  per  cent,  of  refined  oil.  The  total  yield  of  all 
7°^  .  °f  up  to  date  amounts  to  24.5  million  fish,  yielding 
i„  %rnn  ,%nf,0ll'Hagainst  26"3  ™ilHons  and  1,800  barrels 
in  1906,  and  30.7  millions  and  15,500  barrels. in  1902. 


Messrs.  Hein,  Meyer  &  Co.,  under  date  of  April  11, 
state  that  owing  to  the  favourable  weather  the  week  has 
given  good  results.  The  oil-producing  qualities  of  the 
liver  have  decreased  still  further,  and  for  this  reason  the 
increase  in  the  steamed-oil  quantity  is  smaller  than  ex- 
pected. The  roe  is  partially  loose,  which  indicates  that 
the  end  of  the  fishery  is  approaching.  The  cod-liver-oil 
market  has  during  the  past  week  been  somewhat  easier, 
although  the  price  of  raw  material  has  remained  high.  It 
chiefly  depends  on  the  Finmarken  fisheries  as  to  whether 
the  present  easy  feeling  will  last.  So  far,  West  Finmarken 
has  produced  good  catches,  while  in  East  Finmarken  the 
prospects  are  poor. 


Acid,  Acetic. — B.P.  quality  (99  to  100  per  cent.)  is 
quoted  29.?.  6d.  per  cwt.,  and  glacial  (98  to  100  per  cent.) 
29s. 

Aloes. — Fine  livery  Curacao  aloes  is  scarce,  the  nominal 
value  being  about  35s.  per  cwt.  Capey  quality  is  also 
scarce.  The  "O.,  P.,  and  D.  Reporter"  states  that  there 
have  been  some  large  transactions  in  Curacao  aloes  within 
the  last  few  days,  involving  nearly  2,000  boxes  for  con- 
tract delivery  up  to  September.  The  new  crop  is  estimated 
at  nominally  5,000  cases,  nearly  half  of  which  are  already 
placed.  The  average  production  is  between  6,000  and 
7,000  cases.

— Although  refiners  make  no  quotable  change 
in  their  prices,  the  market  generally  for  refined  is  un- 
settled with  an  easier  tendency,  and  what  business  is  in 
progress  is  mostly  from  second-hand  holders  who  pur- 
chased on  low-priced  contracts.  The  consequence  is  that 
there  is  a  somewhat  wide  variation  in  the  prices  quoted. 

Qd.,  and  Japanese 
tablets  at  3s.  to  3s.  2d.  per  lb. 

Under  date  of  April  9  the  "New  York  Commercial'' reports 
that  moderate  quantities  of  crude  are  being  shipped  by  the 
Japanese  Government,  and  American  refiners  are  inclined  to 
reduce  prices,  temporarily  at  least  ;  but  if  shipments  of  crude 
from  Japan  should  cease  for  any  reason,  it  would  probably  cause 
the  market  for  refined  to  harden  again.  Although  the  Japanese 
Government  are  willing  to  allow  shipments  of  crude  there  is  a 
scarcity  of  vessel-room  and  only  moderate  quantities  can  come 
forward  at  present.

As  the  Lofoten 
fishing  is  closing,  a  greater  part  of  the  fishermen  are  expected  to 
go  to  Finmarken  to  continue  their  trade.  The  oil-market  is 
firm,  and  finest  Lofoten  non-congealing  oil  is  probably  obtainable 
at  270s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  exports  from  Bergen  to 
date  amount  to  1,242  barrels,  against  758  barrels  at  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total 
export  of  cod-liver  oil  from  Norway  so  far  amounts  to  at  least 
one-third  of  the  production.

MIC  HAEL  FAEADAY  died  in  1867,  and  the  Chemical 
Society,  to  commemorate  his  work  on  behalf  of  the 
Science,  instituted  a  Faraday  lectureship,  the  first  appoint- 
ment being  that  of  Dumas,  who  delivered  his  lecture  in 
the  theatre  of  the  Royal  Institution  in  1869.  Cannizzaro 
was  the  next  lecturer  (in  1872),  Von  Hofmann  followed 
in  1875.  Wurtz  in  1879,  and  Von  Helmholtz  in  1881.  Men- 
deleef  was  to  have  delivered  an  address  in  1889,  but  he 
was  called  back  to  Russia  on  the  day  of  the  lecture,  and 
another  had  to  read  it.  In  1895  Lord  Rayleigh  was  the 
lecturer.  All  this  Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden,  President  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  explained  on  Tuesday  evening  to  a 
goodly  audience  which  assembled  in  the  lecture-theatre 
that  was  Faraday's  academic  home,  the  occasion  being  the 
delivery  of  the  eighth  lecture  by  Professor  Wilhelm 
Ostwald,  Ph.D.,  Leipzig,  Hon.  F.C.S.  This  eminent  in- 
vestigator and  master  in  physical  chemistry  has  matured 
in  appearance  since  he  last  addressed  the  Society  six  years 
ago.  He  is  stouter,  more  ruddy,  and  the  front  locks  of 
his  hair  are  tinged  with  silver.  In  all  but  stature  he  now 
closely  resembles  in  appearance  the  late  Emperor 
Frederick  of  Germany.     The  artist  from  whose  photo-

graph  our  portrait  is  taken  gives  us  the  intellectual  side, 
whereas  had  the  professor's  face  been  presented  in  full  we 
should  also  have  observed  the  humour  and  kindliness 
which  were  reflected  in  his  erudite  address  on  Tuesday 
evening,  and  occasioned  frequent  ripples  of  laughter 
amongst  those  present.  We  may  say  here  that  a  few 
pharmacists  were  in  the  audience,  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  being  | 
the  one  who  had  come  furthest.  On  the  front  benches 
were  Professor  Dewar,  Lord  Rayleigh.  Sir  Henry  Roscoe, 
Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong.  Professor  Wynne,  Dr.  N.  0. 
Forster,  Dr.  A.  Scott,  Professor  Perry,  Dr.  Divers,  Mr. 
Vernon  Harcourt,  Dr.  Hugo  Muller,  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe, 
Professor  Crum  Brown,  Dr.  Emerson  Reynolds,  and  Pro- 
fessor Percy  F.  Frankland.  The  most  conspicuous  absen- 
tee was  Professor  Ostwald's  host,  Sir  William  Ramsay, 
who  was  in  Glasgow  on  a  similar  duty — the  delivery  of 
the  Joseph  Black  lecture.  The  title  which  Professor 
Ostwald  gave  to  his  lecture  was 

Elements  and  Compounds. 
He  read  it  in  English  from  a  proof,  copies  of  which  were  \ 
supplied  to  the  Fellows  on  entering.  The  lecturer  began 
with  a  tribute  to  Faraday,  saying  that  in  his  own  humble 
efforts  he  finds  everywhere  traces  of  Faraday.  There  is 
no  word  he  has  oftener  spoken  or  written  than  "ion,"  and 
that  word  was  uttered  for  the  first  time  in  its  modern 
sense  by  Faraday  on   the   very   spot   where   Professor  I 


Ostwald  stood.  The  lecturer  then  proceeded  to  show  that 
chemical  dynamics,  or  the  theory  of  the  progress  of  chemi- 
cal reactions  and  the  theory  of  chemical  equilibrium,  is  the 
most  important  achievement  of  the  chemistry  of  our  day. 
Starting  with  the  proposition  that  it  is  possible  to  deduce 
from  the  principles  of  chemical  dynamics  all  the  stoichio- 
metrical  laws,  the  law  of  constant  proportions,  the  law  of 
multiple  proportions,  and  the  law  of  combining  weights, 
the  lecturer  took  equilibrium  as  the  first  concept,  and 
referred  in  that  connection  to  Willard  Gibbs's  "phase" 
as  a  description  of  the  condition  in  which  homogeneous 
bodies  [e.g.,  water  and  steam)  exist  in  contact,  yet  are  not 
homogeneous.  He  then  instanced  sea-water  as  an  example 
of  solution  and  distilled  water  as  of  a  hylotro'pic  body, 
saying  that  the  latter  is  somewhat  broader  than  that  of  a 
substance.  But  the  possibility  of  being  changed  by 
evaporation  from  one  phase  into  another  without  variation 
of  the  properties  of  the  residue  and  of  the  new  phase  is 
the  most  characteristic  property  of  a  substance  or  chemical 
individual,  and  all  our  methods  of  testing  the  purity  of  a 
substance  or  of  preparing  a  pure  one  can  be  reduced  to 
this  one  property.  He  then  gave  several  illustrations  of 
evaporation  and  the  curves  to  be  deduced  from  the  density 
and  pressure  of  the  bodies  treated,  from  which  it  was 
concluded  that 

a  connection  exists  between  solutions  and  chemical  com- 
pounds or  substances;  the  latter  being  a  distinguishing- 
case  of  the  former.  On  the  other  hand,  we  get  an  exact 
definition  :  a  substance  or  a  chemical  individual  is  a  body, 
which  can  form  hylotropic  phases  within  a  finite  range  of 
temperature  and  pressure.  Such  substances  can  often  be 
produced  from  other  substances  in  the  same  way  as  a  solu- 
tion is,  namely,  by  putting  them  together.  If  that  can  be 
done,  we  may  infer  from  our  definition  that  there  exists  a 
definite  ratio  between  the  components,  independent  of 
temperature  and  pressure  between  certain  limits. 

This  is  essentially  the  law  of  definite  proportions. 

There  are  substances  which  have  never  been  transformed 
into  solutions  or  whose  sphere  of  existence  covers  all  acces- 
sible states  of  temperature  and  pressure.  Such  substances 
we  call  elements.  In  other  words,  elements  are  substances 
which  never  form  other  than  hylotropic  phases.  From  this 
we  may  conclude  that  every  body  is  finally  transformable 
into  elements,  and  into  only  one  definite  set  of  elements. 

Up  to  the  present  moment,  the  question  whether  it  is 
possible  to  deduce  the  stoichiometrical  laws  without  the 
help  of  the  atomic  hypothesis  has  only  been  raised  by  other 
investigators  in  order  to  deny  the  possibility.  There  exists 
only  one  man  who  has  worked  upon  the  question  with  the 
earnest  hope  of  obtaining  an  affirmative  answer.  Very  few 
know  his  name.  The  man  is  Franz  Wald  ;  he  is  the  chief 
chemist  at  the  iron  works  in  Kladno,  Bohemia.  To  him  we 
owe  the  idea  that  the  definition  of  substances  and  elements 
is  in  a  certain  sense  arbitrary,  though  very  helpful  and  con- 
venient. To  him  also  we  owe  the  idea  that  the  conception 
of  a  phase  is  a  far  more  general  one  than  that  of  a  sub- 
stance, and  that  the  deduction  of  the  idea  of  a  substance, 
and,  further,  the  deduction  of  the  laws  governing  the  nature 
of  substances,  must  start  from  the  conception  of  the  phase. 

The  lecturer  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  law  of  combining 
weights  and  the  law  of  multiple  proportions,  then  referred 
to  the  nature  of  the  elements,  saying  that  he  finds  him- 
self on  the  same  ground  as  Faraday,  and  expressing  his 
ideas  by  stating  that  "what  we  call  matter  is  only  a  com- 
plex of  energies  which  we  find  together  in  the  same  place." 
He  then  said  : 

The  only  difference  between  elements  and  compounds  con- 
sists in  the  supposed  impossibility  of  proving  the  so-called 
elements  to  be  compounds.  .  .  . 

It  is  possible  to  isolate  a  substance  from  a  solution  because 
the  available  energy  of  the  substance  is  a  minimum,  com- 
pared with  that  of  all  adjacent  bodies.  A  minimum  of 
vapour-pressure  or  a  maximum  of  boiling-point-  is  the 
characteristic  of  a  hylotropic  body  or  chemical  individual. 
This  granted,  we  proceed  to  the  question  regarding  the 
differences  between  the  several  substances.  Expressed  in 
the  most  general  way,  we  find  these  differences  connected 
with  differences  in  their  specific  energy  content.  Tempera- 
ture and  pressure  are  not  specific,  for  we  can  change  them  . 
at  will.  Specific  volume  and  specific  entropy,  on  the  con- 
trary, are  not  changeable  at  will ;  every  substance  has  its 
own  values  of  these. 

.  .  .  We  place  these  two  characteristics  in  a  system  of 
planar  co-ordinates ;  then  the  several  elements  will  be  repre- 
sented by  single  points  in  the  plane.  We  lay  the  plane 
horizontallv  and  raise  from  these  points  ordinates.  repre- 
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senting  the  available  energy  of  each  element.  Between  the 
points  of  the  elements  in  the  plane  are  situated  the  points 
of  all  possible  solutions,  filling  up  the  whole  plane.  Each 
of  these  solutions  will  also  have  its  available  energy,  and 
all  the  corresponding  points  in  space  will  form  a  continuous 
surface,  which  as  a  whole  will  have  a  shape  like  the  ceiling 
of  a  cavern  full  of  hanging  stalactites,  the  end  of  each 
stalactite  representing  an  element.  Can  we  pass  from  one 
element  to  another  ?  No,  because  we  cannot  attain  the 
neoessary  concentration  of  energy. 

The  lecturer  proceeded  to  apply  his  deduction  to  the 
transmutation  of  radium  into  helium,  showing  that  this 
change  may  be  explained  by  supposing  that  in  the  corner 
of  the  cavern  where  the  elements  of  the  highest  combining 
weight  are  assembled  the  stalactites  are  very  short — in 
fact,  not  really  stalactites,  but  rather  regions  of  different 
slope  in  the  sloping  ceiling.  A  drop  of  water  may  be  taken 
as  furnishing  a  picture  of  the  stability  of  the  elements; 
hanging  at  the  end  of  a  true  stalactite,  it  requires  work  to 
be  done  before  it  rises  over  the  pass  and  flows  down 
another  stalactite ;  but  in  this  corner  it  flows  of  its  own 
accord  and  only  delays  on  the  nearly  horizontal  portions 
of  the  ceiling.  Enormous  amounts  of  energy  being  re- 
quired for  the  transmutation  of  one  element  into  another, 
enormous  amounts  will  also  be  liberated  if  an  unstable  one 
changes  into  a  stable  one ;  and  the  fact  that  radium 
changes  into  helium,  an  element  with  an  exceptionally  long 
stalactite  (since  it  is  impossible  to  get  any  combination  of 
it  at  all),  raises  the  expectation  of  such  an  unusually  great 
development  of  energy  as  is  found  to  occur. 

On  concluding  Professor  Ostwald  was  cordially  cheered, 
and  immediately  the  President  advanced  and  presented 
him  with  the  Faraday  Medal  and  the  honorarium  which 
accompanies  it.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the 
lecturer,  on  the  motion  of  Professor  Dewar.  seconded  by 
Dr.  Thorpe  and  supported  by  Lord  Rayleigh.  Professor 
Ostwald,  in  briefly  responding,  wittily  remarked  that  they 
had  not  come  there  to  bury  the  atomic  hypothesis.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

The  French  Assistant-Pharmacists'  Syndicate  re- 
cently slightly  modified  its  official  title  by  taking  that  of 
"  Syndicat  des  Preparateurs  en  Pharmacie "  instead  of 
"Association  Syndicale  des  Eleves  en  Pharmacie." 
"  Eleve,"  which  is  correctly  translated  by  "pupil."  is  the 
word  by  which  pharmacy  assistants  have  been  known  in 
France  for  some  generations,  whereas  the  word  "prepara- 
teurs" much  more  correctly  conveys  the  word  "  assistants," 
hence  the  change.  The  Syndicate  is  doing  all  it  can  to 
get  itself  recognised  in  official  quarters  as  an  independent 
corporation  with  a  claim  to  specified  rights.  The  com- 
mittee are  even  trying  to  obtain  mention  of  the  Syndicate 
in  the  new  Pharmacy  Law  now  before  the  French  Parlia- 
ment. These  and  other  matters  will  form  the  subject  of 
discussion  at  the  general  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Syn- 
dicate to  be  held  on  Saturday  night,  April  23.  the 
proceedings  will  commence  at  half -past  ten  p.m.,  and  the 
meetings  usually  last  until  the  early  hours  of  the  next 
morning 

Roberts  &  Co.,  Paris. — Some  of  the  Paris  legal  news- 
papers have  published  the  terms  of  the  arrangement  by 
which  Mr.  Arthur  Furness  Jewell  becomes  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Roberts  &  Co.,  the  trade  name  of  Backhouse 
&  Co.,  the  English  chemists,  of  5  rue  de  la  Paix,  Paris. 
The  other  partners  are  now  Mr.  Headley  Noah  Back- 
house and  Mr.  Francis  Edward  Hollands.  Mr.  Back- 
house receives  four-sixths  of  the  trade  profits,  and  Messrs. 
Hollands  and  Jewell  each  one-sixth.  According  to  the 
terms  of  partnership  all  purchases  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
or  any  other  goods  are  to  be  made  for  in  cash,  and  no  bills 
can  be  given,  accepted,  or  endorsed  by  any  of  the  part- 
ners. The  partnership  is  for  ten  years  as  from  January  1, 
1901.    Mr.  Backhouse  brought  to  the  partnership  :

or,  say,  20,000?.,  which  is  the  sum  fixed  as  the  capital 
of  the  firm,  and  of  which  Mr.  Jewell  has  purchased  one- 
sixth.  Mr.  Backhouse  alone  has  the  firm's  signature 
during  his  lifetime.  Roberts  &  Co.  are  the  leading  British 
pharmacists  on  the  Continent,  and  one  may  almost  say  are 
the  most  high-class  pharmacy  in  Paris.  Their  position  is 
unique,  and  is  not  without  arousing  the  susceptibilities  of 
some  of  their  French  colleagues;  but  the  fact  that  there 
are  now  three  partners  in  the  firm  holding  the  diploma  of 
pharmacien  is  a  proof  that  their  leading  position  is  not 
likely  to  be  relinquished  for  the  present. 

The  Galen  Club  is,  I  hear,  intending  to  extend  its 
scope  by  inviting  assistants  in  the  British  tailoring  and 
other  shops  to  join  in  developing  its  objects.  The  Club 
first  saw  the  light  under  another  name  last  October,  and 
has  not  had  a  very  robust  existence  since.  Its  purpose 
was  to  promote  good  fellowship  amongst  British  pharma- 
cists' assistants  engaged  in  business  in  Paris,  so  that  the 
introduction  of  outside  elements  would  tend  to  change 
its  character  and  objects.  To  be  sure  of  its  success  one 
would  like  to  hear  of  a  few  more  of  the  British  phar- 
macists who  have  permanently  settled  here  having  are 
intimate  connection  with  it,  for  there  is  frequent 
change  among  the  British  pharmacists'  assistants  in 
Paris.  The  promoters  should  bear  in  mind  that 
any  gathering  here  having  the  name  of  a  club  needs 
to  be  authorised  by  the  police,  otherwise  the  meetings 
are  liable  to  be  summarily  dispersed.  I  believe  that  arc 
attractive  gathering — say,  fortnightly  or  monthly — during, 
the  winter  months  would  be  of  considerable  benefit  if  it 
could  be  kept  up.  One  might  almost  suggest  that  it 
could  with  advantage  be  organised  as  a  branch  of  the 
Anglo-American  Y.M.C.A.  here,  which  is  firmly  estab- 
lished and  has  good  rooms,  besides  offering  the  services 
of  a  very  capable  General  Secretary.  This  would  of 
course  not  prevent  smoking-concerts  and  other  conviviaB 
gatherings  being  arranged  elsewhere.  A  systematic  study 
,  of  French  pharmacy  and  its  history  might  be  one  of  the 
objects  of  such  a  club,  for  some  of  the  British  assistants 
who  have  lived  in  France  return  home  with  but  a  cursory 
knowledge  of  the  conditions  connected  with  French) 
priai'inacy. 

Science  at  the  Salon. — The  first  of  the  two  Paris 
Salons,  as  the  Paris  counterparts  of  the  Royal  Academy 
are  called,  opened  its  doors  last  Saturday.  As  usualS 
there  are  a  few  pictures  exhibited  more  or  less  connected 
with  science  or  pharmacy.  The  most  important  of  these 
is  a  large  and  important  canvas.  (No.  524),  by  the  artist 
Gervex,  which  depicts  the  chemist  Parmentier,  who  intro- 
duced potatoes  into  France,  showing  his  first  potato-field, 
at  Neuilly,  near  Paris,  to  the  ill-fated  Louis  XVI.  and' 
his  unfortunate  spouse,  Marie  Antoinette.  Technically 
the  picture  is  well  drawn,  and  the  figures  are  life-size,. 
Parmentier's  portrait  being  excellent ;  but  the  colouring: 
will  be  seen  to  better  advantage  when  the  picture  finds 
its  definite  resting-place  as  a  panel  in  Neuilly  Town  ±lall, 
which  is  its  final  destination.    One  of  ^.ie  best  portraits 

|  in  the  exhibition  is  one  painted  by  M.  Dagnaux  of 
Alphonse  Humbert  (No.  324),  an  erstwhile  pharmacist 
who  has  found  success  in  other  channels.  He  is  now 
editor  of  one  of  the  popular  Paris  daily  newspapers, 
"  L'Eclair,"  and  is  shown  by  the  artist  standing  in  a 
favourite  attitude  in  the  editorial  sanctum,  with  his  left 
hand  in  his  treusers-pocket  and  the  right  hand  holding, 
his  eye-glasses.  It  may  be  added  that  M.  Humbert,  whe- 
is  now  only  just  over  fifty,  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
fiery  Paris  Commune  of  1871,  and  was  sentenced  to  hard 
labour  for  life,  after  having  narrowly  escaped  being, 
summarily  executed  by  the  military  who  retook  Paris 
from  the  Communards.  He  was  pardoned  in  1878,  and 
has  prospered  ever  since.  In  1893  he  was  President  of 
the  Paris  Municipal  Council,  a  post  somewhat  similar  to 
that  of  Lord  Mayor  of  London  without  the  heavy  expense. 
He  is  a  Radical- Socialist  in  politics,  and  Dy  reason  of  his 
early  connection  with  the  profession  his  newspaper  is- 

'  one  of  the  leading  French  dailies  in  which  pharmacy  is 
intelligently  discussed  when  questions  of  public  interest 
arise  concerning  it.  Another  picture  worthy  of  attention) 
is  the  "  Sponge-dealer"  (No.  244),  by  Carolus  Duran.  It 
represents  a  typical  aged  Jew  of  the  k-hylock  type  carrying 
a  number  of  sponges  in  a  net.

Orange  River  Colony. 

In  Bloemfontein  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  have 
taken  large  and  convenient  premises  at  Maitland  Street, 
near  the  Government  Buildings. 

Writing  on  March  28,  our  Bloemfontein  correspondent 
states  that  a  case  of  "  pneumonic  plague"  was  reported  at 
Springfontein  a  few  days  before.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Colony  at  once  went  off  to  investigate  it, 
and  vigorous  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  an  outbreak. 
At  Viljoen's  Drift,  the  first  station  in  this  Colony  on  the 
Transvaal  border,  a  quarantine  station  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  all  natives  entering  the  Colony  are  examined. 

The  Government  of  the  Colony  have  recently  appointed 
an  Industrial  Commission  to  take  evidence  with  a  view 
to  promoting  and  fostering  certain  trades  and  industries. 
Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt,  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  the  Orange  River  Colony,  has  by  request  given 
information  with  regard  to  the  growing  of  castor-oil  seeds 
and  of  linseed  and  the  methods  of  expressing  the  oils,  and 
also  on  the  collection  of  gum. 

Dr.  Ella  Campbell  Scarlett,  who  went  out 
during  the  war  and  was  for  some  time  attached  to  the 
Bloemfontein  Refugee  Camp,  afterwards  setting  up  in 
practice  in  Bloemfontein,  has  returned  to  England,  the 
death  of  her  brother  (Lord  Abinger)  having  necessitated 
this  step.  Dr.  Scarlett  originally  came  out  as  a  member 
of  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  British  Government 
to  investigate  the  condition  of  the  Refugee  Camps  as  the 
result  of  the  "disclosures"  of  Miss  Hobhouse. 

An  Action  by  Dr.  Urquhart,  the  District  -Sur- 
geon, against  the  "  Friend"  newspaper,  for  libel,  has  been 
commenced  in  the  High  Court.  In  November  last  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  among  the  natives,  and  the 
"Friend"  alleged  that  Dr.  Urquhart  visited  a  farm  and 
found  five  cases  of  smallpox,  but  did  not  isolate  them,  or 
send  any  medicine  or  give  any  instructions  as  to  diet  or 
treatment.  These  allegations  Dr.  Urquhart  denies  claim- 
ing 2,000?.  damages.  The  "  Friend"  people  say  they  can 
prove  their  charges  up  to  the  hilt,  so  there  is  every  proba- 
bility of  a  big  fight. 

Two  Cases  have  been  heard  in  the  High  Court,  Bloem- 
fontein, which  are  indirectly  of  interest  to  the  trade 
Mr.  H.  Pearce,  who  was  for  some  years  traveller  for 
Lennons  (Limited),  was  appointed  Director  of  Supplies 
during  the  war,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Federal  Cold  Storage 
Company  to  act  as  their  managing  director  in  the  O.R.C. 
for  three  years.  After  serving  a  few  months,  Mr.  Pearce 
was  dismissed  on  the  ground  of  incompetency,  and  he 
brought  an  action  against  the  company  for  wrongful  dis- 
missal claiming  2,0007.  damages.  The  case  lasted  ten 
days,  and  judgment  is  deferred. 


A  Smoking-concert  in  connection  with  the  Ptiarma-, 
Iceiitical  Society  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Cecil,  Bloemfontein,' 
Ion  March  25,  Ml-.  W.  Flint  (President  of  the 'Society) 
in  the  chair.  The  inaugural  social  gathering  of  this 
newly  formed  Society  was  a  great  success,  nearly  a 
hundred  gentlemen  connected  with  medicine  and  pharmacy 
being  present.  Songs  were  contributed  by  Dr.  Manning, 
Dr.  Ward,  and  Messrs.  Morrison,  Fane,  Kendrick,  Wild, 
Main1,  Rea,  Preshaw  and  Scott.  Mr.  Fedesch  gave  a 
violin  solo,  a  banjo  performance  was  given  by  Mr.  F. 
Leadbetter,  pianoforte  selections  by  Mr.  Hammett,  and  a 
recitation  by  Mr.  Clarke.  Interspersed  with  the  music 
were  various  brief  speeches.  The  Chairman  gave  "The' 
King."  Mr.  J.  F.  Hewitt  (Hon.  Secretary)  proposed 
"  The  Government  of  the  Orange  River  Colony,"  .Mr. 
Bell,  the  Assistant  Resident  Magistrate,  replying.  "The 
Society"  was  given  by  Dr.  Bidwell,  and  responded  to.  by, 
the  President.  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt  (Vice-President)  pro- 
posed "  The  Medical  Profession,"  Dr.  Kellner  replying  in, 
a  rollicking  speech.  "  The  Visitors,"  proposed  by  Mr.F. 
Carter,  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald;  and  "The' 
Press,"  submitted  by  the  Hon.  Secretary,  was  replied  to 
by  representatives  of  the  Bloemfontein  "Post"  and  o'fj 
the  "Friend."  The  hall  was  brilliantly  decorated,  and 
the  catering  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Natal. 

The  Natal  Veterinary  Department  has  introduced  a! 
new  departure,  in  the  shape  of  a  Departmental  Conference, 
attended  by  the  various  District  Veterinary  Surgeons  in' 
the  Colony.  The  Conference  met  last  month,  the  special' 
items  under  discussion  being  East  Coast  fever  and  rinder- 
pest. . '  ' 

In  Order  to  Minimise  as  much  as  possible  the  risk,  of 
plague  being  introduced  into  Natal,  the  Government  have' 
taken  precautions  at  Charlestown,  close  to  the  border. 
All  trains  will  be  examined,  so  as  to  detect  any  Indians  6r 
natives  betraying  symptoms  of  the  disease.  One  con- 
sequence of  the  outbreak  in  Johannesburg  has  been  'tb 
cause  an  exodus  of  visitors  to  the  coast. 

Business  in  General  is  very  slow  at  present,  writes, 
our  Durban  correspondent,  chemists,  among  the  other 
storekeepers,  complaining  very  strongly  of  the  want,  of 
money.  Many  wholesale  houses  are  cutting  down 
expenses,  and  dismissals  are  the  too  frequent  result  of 
"studying  economy."  Various  representatives  of  drug- 
houses,  and  others  indirectly  connected  with  "the  trade." 
speak  in  anything  but  joyful  tones  of  the  results  of  their 
journeys  through  the  upland  towns.  There  is,  however, 
a  strong  feeling  of  hopefulness  with  regard  to  the  near 
future. 

Colonial  ano  foreign  IRews. 


German  Cinchona. — The  Colonial  Economic  Committee 
of  the  German  Colonial  Society  have  sent  a  number  of 
cinchona-plants  to  the  German  Colonies.  The  high  situa- 
tion of  the  plantations  in  Usambara,  and  the  Cameroon 
Mountains  near  Buea  are  said  to  be  specially  suitable  for 
cinchona-cultivation.  The  committee's  object  is  to  compete 
with  Java. 

German  Indigo. — In  1897  the  German  export  of  indigo 
did  not  attain  the  value  of  5,000.000m.  ;  in  1905,  however, 
thanks  to  the  success  of  artificial  indigo,  it  amounted  to 
more  than  25,000.000m.  In  the  three  preceding  years  the 
exports  more  than  doubled  in  value.  The  chief  buyers 
in  1905  were  the  United  States,  to  the  value  of  6.000,000m. ; 
Great  Britain,  about  4.000.000m.  ;  Austria-Hungary, 
4,500.000m. ;  and  China,  2,500,000m. 

Pharmacy  in  British  Columbia. — An  amendment  of 
the  British  Columbia  Pharmacy  Act  has  recently  been 
passed  which  enacts  that  all  persons  trading  as  chemists 
and  druggists  in  the  province  must  be  qualified.  Hitherto 
it  was  possible  for  any  unqualified  trader  to  style  himself 
"  chemist  and  druggist "  provided  his  place  of  business 
was  not  within  the  limits  of  an  incorporated  city  or  town. 
Certificates  of  examination  from  any  pharmaceutical  asso- 
ciation in  Canada  or  elsewhere  will  be  accepted  provided 
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such  associations  reciprocate  by  accepting  the  diplomas  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  British  Columbia.  The 
certificate  of  Great  Britain  is  accepted  in  every  case. 

An  Englishman's  Apology. — The  St.  Petersburg 
"  Pharmatzevtitcheski  Journal"  gives  great  prominence 
to  the  case  of  an  Englishman  named  Charnok,  of  Kos- 
troma, who  bought  some  benzine  from  a  chemist  named 
Frankfurt  on  credit  and  paid  for  it  "in  kind"  on  being 
pressed  for  settlement.  The  payee,  who  bore  evidence 
of  the  interview  on  his  forehead,  carried  his  wounded 
feelings  into  court,  and  Mr.  Charnok,  so  the  report  runs, 
was  fain  to  settle  the  dispute  by  paying  3,000r.  (300Z.) 
to  local  public  institutions  and  to  sign  an  apology  which 
he  read  aloud  in  open  court.  The  Court,  as  well  as  the 
plaintiff,  was  satisfied. 

Industrial  Exchange  in  Germany. — The  United  States 
Consul  at  Mannheim  states  that  during  the  past  twelve 
months  there  has  existed  in  that  city  an  industrial  ex- 
change, for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  convenient  means 
of  bringing  together  at  stated  intervals  the  manufacturer, 
whether  large  or  small,  and  the  buyer.  The  membership 
of  the  local  organisation  includes  about  three  hundred 
business  firms,  mainly  from  Baden,  Rhenish  Bavaria,  and 
Hessen.  Its  meetings  have  been  held  at  intervals  of 
about  two  months,  and  the  merchandise  offered  is  dis- 
played in  the  Stock  Exchange  building.  A  wide  range 
of  articles  is  covered  by  the  exhibit  which  includes 
chemical  products.  It  is  claimed  that  the  success  of  the 
project  is  assured,  and  there  is  now  talk  of  a  permanent 
exhibit  of  samples. 

Medicinal  Specialities  in  Slavonia.— Similar  regu- 
lations to  those  in  force  in  Austria  and  Hungary 
regarding  specialities  have  now  been  issued  in  Croatia 
and  Slavonia.  According  to  the  order  (dated  February  27, 
1904),  all  pharmacists  in  Croatia  and  Slavonia  must 
in  future  obtain  permission  from  the  Government  before 
they  put  on  the  market  any  specialities  prepared  by  them- 
selves. Specialities  which  might  be  injurious  are  only  to  be 
sold  on  medical  prescription,  and  the  pharmacist  may  not 
renew  the  supply  on  the  strength  of  this  prescription  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  medical  man.  The  regulations 
restrict  the  retail  sale  of  specialities  to  pharmacists ;  drug- 
stores may  also  keep  them,  but  may  sell  them  to  phar- 
macists only.  Customers  are  strictly  forbidden  to  procure 
such  articles  from  abroad.  The  penalty  for  infringement 
of  the  regulations  is  a  fine  of  200kr.  or  fifteen  days'  im- 
prisonment. 

Pharmacy-reform  in  Germany. — Some  time  back  a 
scheme  of  an  Imperial  Pharmacy  Law  was  prepared  by 
the  Imperial  Home  Office.  Negotiations  regarding  this 
scheme  were  carried  out  by  the  Prussian  Government, 
when  the  Imperial  Home  Office  objected  that  the  question 
first  required  clearing  up,  especially  regarding  the  way  in 
which  the  existing  personal  rights  to  pharmacies  which 
were  formerly  looked  upon  as  leasable  or  saleable  should 
be  settled.  Subsequently  the  Minister  of  Education  had 
a  Bill  drafted  embodying  these  suggestions.  As,  however, 
serious  objections  were  made  to  this  scheme  from  various 
quarters,  the  Minister  of  Education  has  decided  to  draw 
up  a  scheme  for  reform  on  a  different  basis.  For  this 
purpose  he  has  procured  the  help  of  the  Imperial  Home 
Office  as  an  intermediary  to  collect  material  for  a  new 
scheme  from  the  other  federal  Governments.  The  main 
portion  of  this  material  has  already  been  received,  and 
accordingly  the  Imperial  Home  Office  will  shortly  have  an 
opportunity  of  again  treating  with  the  Prussian  Minister 
of  Education  on  the  subject. 

Proposed  New  Swiss  Customs-tariff. — The  Com- 
mercial Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade  have  issued  a 
translation  of  the  new  general  Customs-tariff  for  Switzer- 
land. The  tariff  is  not  yet  in  operation,  and  no  date  has 
been  fixed  on  which  any  portion  of  it  is  to  come  into 
force.  It  has  been  prepared  by  the  Swiss  Government  in 
view  of  the  approaching  termination  of  commercial  treaties 
at  present  existing  between  Switzerland  and  other  Powers, 
and  the  new  duties  are  liable  to  modification  as  the 
result  of  negotiations  for  fresh  commercial  treaties.  Any 
reductions  of  the  new  rates  of  duty  that  may  be  made  on 
any  articles  will  apply  to  similar  "British  goods  imported 


into  Switzerland  by  virtue  of  the  "  most- favoured-nation " 
stipulation  of  the  Treaty  of  1855  between  Great  Britain 
and  Switzerland.  Class  XIV.  comprises  drugs,  chemical 
substances  and  products,  colours,  and  similar  products. 
Under  this  class  are  included — 

1.  Pharmaceutical  articles  and  drugs ;  perfumery. 

2.  Chemical  substances  and  products  for  industrial  use. 

3.  Colours. 

4.  Greases,  oils  and  wax  for  industrial  purposes;  mineral 
oils;  tar  oils. 

The  existing  duties  in  many  instances  have  been  consider- 
ably increased,  and  the  few  reductions  that  have  been 
made  apply  to  raw  materials,  such  as  boric  acid,  phosphoric 
acid,  crude  potassium,  potato  spirit,  &c.  Crude  drugs 
for  pharmaceutical  use,  such  as  berries,  leaves,  flowers, 
fruits,  herbs,  roots,  &c,  are  unaltered,  the  duties  being- 
equivalent  to  Is.  2%d.  per  cwt.,  and  those  that  have  been 
broken  up  or  subjected  to  some  mechanical  process  have 
been  advanced  from  3s.  Zd.  to  8s.  l^d.  per  cwt.  Juices 
of  plants,  balsams,  resins  and  gum-resins,  fatty  oils  not, 
manufactured,  distilled  aromatic  waters,  and  products  of 
animal  origin  have  been  advanced  50  per  cent.
